A. You were taken in by some old Barnum hype. The wild men from 
Borneo were really Hiram and Barney Davis of Ohio. These two 
brothers were retarded dwarfs, each only four and a half feet tall. 
They travelled around with the Barnum and Bailey circus during 

_ the 19th century billed as two wild men from a “distinct human 
race’’ who could speak “‘no intelligible tongue” and could kill 
tigers with their bare tongues. The Davis brothers eventually 
returned to their farm in Ohio and stayed there until they died, 
each over 80 years old. Another old trick of Barnum’s was to put 
up a sign “‘to the egress’’ when his exhibition rooms got too crowd- 
ed. Unsuspecting visitors would follow an arrow on the sign and 
find themselves going outside, through the exit.

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The Battle of Kendall Square

“Whenever any form of government 

becomes destructive of these rights,” 
Anthony Costa yelled at the Cambridge 
City Council, “‘it is the right of the people 
to alter or abolish it . .. We’re not getting 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 
Urban Renewal is taking our homes and 
jobs and giving us parking lots.”” The 
audience filling the seats in the Council 
Chamber cheered. 
For several months Hard Times, an East 
Cambridge community organizing group, 
and the city-wide Cambridge Tenants 
Organizing Committee (CTOC) have 
been going door to door talking with peo- 
ple and handing out a pamphlet called 
“Stop Kendall Square Project’’. The Ken- 
dal Square Project is a plan developed by 
the Cambridge Redevelopment Authority 
(CRA) to fill the remaining 24 acres of un- 
used land on the abandoned NASA site 
with high-rise luxury apartment towers, 
professional office buildings, and a high- 
class motel. Rents will start at $200 a 
month for an efficiency. 

TheCRA’s mandate ordersit tocome up 
with a plan that would broaden the tax 
base, increase the supply of needed hous- 
ing, and create new jobs. The CRA claims 
that its plan will accomplish this. Many 
of Cambridge’s civic and community 
groups disagree.: 

The community groups say that the 
priority for any reconstruction should be 
working class jobs (and residences) to 
replace the 2750 mostly blue-collar jobs 
that were driven out to make room for 
NASA. They point out that the upper- 
class orientation of the CRA plans would 
create a “ripple” effect that would even- 
tually turn all of East Cambridge into 
another West End. 

The crowd at the City Council meeting 
was there to protest a “secret deal” 
between the Council and the CRA arrang- 
ed at a closed breakfast meeting at the 
Hotel Sonesta. The agreement would 
divide the renewal site into two parts. On 
the 13-acre “Golden Triangle” the CRA 
would be allowed to demolish the existing 
light industry and go ahead with its plans 
to build the motel, some small stores and 
a huge parking lot. In return the CRA 
would “promise to look for’’ some light in- 
dustrial jobs for the ll-acre ‘“Quan- 
drangle.’’ There was no plans for low-rent 
housing in the plan. 

The crowd clearly didn’t like the deal. 
The Council responded by referring the 
matter to committee and scheduling a 
public hearing on the matter for May 8. 

Ironically, it is only thanks to Richard 
Nixon that Cambridge people have the 
chance to fight against this extension of 
the ‘‘New Boston.” In December, 1969, 
NASA, for which the area had originally 
been bulldozed, announced that it was go- 
ing to move out in six months without 
completing its promised construction. 
The Department of Transportation, un- 
der former Massachusetts Governor

down the last building in Kendall Square 


Volpe, took part of the site. But the dis- 
ruption has forced the CRA to draw up a 
revised renewal plan for Kendall Square 
allowing private profit development of the 
remaining land. 

The new plan must be approved by the 
City. Council and several other govern- 
ment agencies before it can be put intc 


effect. The City must also approve other 
details such as zoning changes, street 
closings, new public services, and issuing 
a large tax-exempt bond to pay for the 
garage. 


Community Strategy 
Pressuring the Council to reject the 


oyyd aiqoy 


plan is the first level of the community 
groups’ strategy. 

A few weeks ago, Charlie Allen, of Hard 
Times, outlined how he expected the fight 
to unfold: “We will organize on the 
triangle, in East Cambridge and around 
the city to fight the demolition at the City 
Council and at CRA Board of Director 
meetings. If we prove too weak to stop it 
at that point they will try to push through 
some phony compromise. The most ob- 
vious compromise that they’ll try is ‘Let’s 
not talk about the triangle, let’s talk 
about the quadrangle.’ And they’ll knock 
a few stories off the giant towers. Then the 
City Council will try to claim credit as 
great negotiators and protectors of the 
people. But we will reject it. As long as the 
main thrust of the CRA plan is for luxury 
housing and R&D professional business 
the effects on the surrounding area will be 
the same. It would be better for the work- 


‘ing class people of Cambridge if they just 


built two soccer fields down there rather 
than expose ourselves to the rippling out- 
ward effects of what rich developers are 
trying to shove down our throats.” 

“All this time,” continued Allen, “we 
will be educating people and building 
support to physically block, if necessary, 
the demolition and then the construction 
of luxury buildings. If it finally comes

Tufts Zionism 


Course Attacked

The most controversial course in the 
Boston area is offered at Tufts Univer- 
sity’s Experimental College. It does not 
deal with abortion, amnesty, busing, or 
IQ scores and heredity. The course is en- 
titled ‘“‘Zionism Reconsidered” and is 
taught by Marty Blatt, a recent Tufts 
graduate. 

Marty, who is in his early twenties. has 
short hair, thick glasses and slightly 
stooped shoulders. He attempts to fit his 
arguments iiito an overarching logic — in. 
short, a Talmudist in blue jeans. Yet his 
course, which includes readings from 
Theodore Herzl, Hannah Arendt and 
Jean-Paul Sartre, has been greeted by the 
traditional Jewish organizations and the 
Jewish Defense League with intense 
hostility. 

The JDL termed ‘Zionism Recon- 
sidered” an “‘anti-Jewish outrage.” They 
place Marty Blatt in an anti-Semitic pan- 
theon somewhere between Herman Goer- 
ing and Albert Speer. ‘‘Not since Ger- 
many in the days of Hitler,”’ a JDL state- 
ment read, “thas any university dared to 
offer a course presenting a one-sided view 
of any national movement.” 

One March 13, the JDL decided to take 
action. They gathered their forces, about 
a dozen members, and barged into the 
Tufts’ classroom singing Israeli national 


songs. One of their number announced 
that the course was concluded, henceforth 
and forever. The JDLers refused to speak 
directly with Blatt. ‘““‘We are not here to 
debate with ananti-Zionist,’’a leaflet that 
was distributed said, “any more than we 
would discuss with a Nazi whether Jews 
should be exterminated, and if so, how 
many.” 

The Boston JDL membership is unlike 
the lumpen Hasidim of Brooklyn who 
originally followed Rabbi Meir Kahane 
out of the synagogues and into the streets 
with chains and baseball bats to rattle at 
the modern Hamans, be they black 
militants attempting to speak during Fri- 
day night services or the Bolshoi Ballet 
troupe. 

The Boston Jewish Defenders are 
students from the area colleges, joined oc- 
casionally by one or two comrades from 
Brookline High School. 

Their action on the Tufts’ campus was 
ended by the appearance of the school’s 
security force. Two weeks later they 
shifted tactics, giving up singing and 
declarations for milling in the hallway 
outside the classroom, creating tension in- 
side that made instruction and conversa- 
tion difficult. The campus cops showed 
up and warned the disrupters. But the 
JDL is stalwart in its efforts; its members 


are, so they say, “resolved to shut this 
course down at any cost.” They will un- 
doubtedly return to Tufts to play ring- 
around-the-rosie with the campus police. 

The establishment Jewish groups dis- 
dain the JDL style. Thier self-image is 
that of liberalism, reason and calm. They 
prefer to sit behind closed doors in con- 
structive discussion with the proper 
authorities rather than demonstrate with 
picket signs and leaflets. — 

Soon after the second JDL disruption, 
representatives of the Jewish Community 
Council, the Bnai Brith Anti-Defamation 
League, the American Jewish Congress, 
and the Jewish War Veterans met with 
Tufts President Burton Hallowell, 
Dean of the Faculty Bernard Harleston, 
and the chairman of the Experimental 
College, Prof. Harry Ritchie. 


Propaganda Cited 


Herman Brown, the executive director 
of the Jewish Community Council, told 
the Phoenix what transpired at the 
meeting: 

‘“‘We expressed our concern that 
academic standards prevail. This course 
is blatant propaganda taught by someone 
dedicated to the destruction of Isarel. It is 
meant to dupe people, not educate them.

housing inspectors, Ed Welch,

One week after the story’s 
appearance, at a meeting 
between Housing Inspection 
Commr. Francis Gens and the 
Housing Review panel of the 
Model Cities Neighborhood 
Board, questions were raised 
about the propriety of Welch’s 
holding down two jobs. 

Gens said he’d check things 
out, and he has. 

“T talked with Mr. Welch and 
discussed with him the 
situation,” Gens said last week. 

“T simply asked him if he was 
working another job nine to 
five,” said Gens. 

“He said no.”’. 


SOY BEANS 


Soy bean products are now be- 
ing added to ground meat by 


various food chains around the 


nation in an effort to bring ham- 
burger prices down. 

King’s food host, a Nebraska- 
based restaurant chain, is now 
selling a form of “soyburger” in 
20 of its 140 branches. King’s is 
peddling what it calls its “Big 
King Burger’ — consisting of a 
patty which is 75 percent meat 
and 25 percent soy. The 
soyburgers are being sold for 49 
cents each — 10 cents below the 
price of regular burgers. 

In addition, some supermarket 
chains are getting into the act: In 
Minnesota, Red Owl stores is 
marketing a ground beef product

— called “Juicy Burger Two” — 
which is made up of 25 per cent 
soy. And in California, Ralph’s 
Markets is experimenting with a 
similar product which is called 
the ‘‘Superburger.’’ Both of 
these are being sold at prices well 
below those of pure meat.

Are Americans slowly growing 
more and more stupid? This 
would seem to be the case, if the 
results, of college board tests 
given to prospective college 


students over the past 15 years 
are any indication. Believe it or 
not, the average scores on both 
the verbal and mathematical 
sections of the Scholastic Ap- 
titude Tests have been dropping 
steadily for the past decade and 
a half. Between 1957 and 1970, 
the verbal score average has 
plummeted by 12 points, and the 
math average has dropped six 
points. 

Experts who are studying the 
drop say they don’t think its 
happening because kids are 


“stupider” these days; they 
suggest that basic english and 
math are losing value in our 
culture, and that students aren't 
as interested in these subjects as 
they used to be. 


BICENTENNIAL 


Smoke clears and hands are 
bandaged after Mayor White’s 
tug-of-war with city council over 
the budget. One of the results is 
that Boston 200 now has funds to 
operate. Celebrate money! 

The $389,125 that has been 
restored to the office of the 
bicentennial is seed and plan- 
ning money for projects 
emphasizing Boston’s historical 
‘heritage and livability. Some 
financial support will go to 
neighborhood groups’ im- 
provements and small scale 
physical projects. 

The people at Boston 200 have 
spent the past few weeks flatten- 
ing index fingers, filling out the 
long, intricate forms required in 
applying for National Endow- 
ment (for the Arts and 
Humanities) grants for cultural 
and literary projects during our 
long birthday party. They expect 
that the city will receive more 
than $1 million. The Endow- 
ment is rich these days — their 
budget has just been doubled. 

Much less is expected from the 
federal government. Mr. Nixon 
holds the purse-strings for USA 
200, and it’s safe to say that he’ll 
see Boston gets what it deserves. 
Philadelphia has been promised 
$150 million for their celebra- 

tion, thanks to Mayor Frank Riz- 
zo’s grand scale cooperation with 
the Re-Election Campaign. 
Boston expects half a million — 
maybe.

The New 
In-Trip

Arica, like good religion, is like sex. If 
you only clinically describe what goes on, 
it doesn’t sound very appetizing. The only 
way ever to really understand sex, or 
religion, or Arica is to have done it. That’s 
in the final analysis, but it needs to be 
said at the beginning of this article. 

You see, I have some problems with 
Arica. I don’t really like Arica’s politics, 
and I’m a bit uncomfortable with the 
Arica people’s middle-class life style (they 
actually cut their hair! etcetera). The 
agony of my discontent is that, after spen- 
ding a weekend in an Arica workshop, I’m 
having to concede to myself that maybe 
they’re right after all. 

I mean, Arica works. I don’t doubt that 
it can do the fantastic job it says it will: 
Which is to produce “basic satori” in 
almost anybody in an incredibly short 
time, and to bring about substantial per- 
sonality change in individuals, again, in a 
very brief time span. 

And I’m not talking here about the 
transient high that people get from a good 
encounter group or group meditation or a 
good sermon or what have you. I’m talk- 
ing about deep, internal changes. Ones 
that last. Arica is powerful medicine. 

Given all that, a little bit of clinical 
description is in order. The Arica Institute 
takes its name from a town in northern 
Chile. “In 1970,” (I quote from Arica 
literature) ‘“‘several dozen Americans, 
ranging in age from 20 to 60 and from all 
walks of life, went there to study with a 
remarkable teacher named Oscar Ichazo. 
‘They found the experience so important 
and the sense of community among’ 
themselves so vital that most of them 
elected to stay together and form the 
Arica Institute. The institute, as now con- 
stituted, is a non-profit educational 
organization with a staff of approximately 
250 persons, all of whom have completed 
the training.” 

The first time around, the training took 
10 months, and you had to be rich enough 
to make it to Chile. When the original 
Arica people got back to the U.S. — and 
people began asking them what it was 
that had changed their lives — the train- 
ing schedule was modified. For second 
generation Arica folk, the training took 
three solid months and cost $3,000. Now 
the Institute claims to have incorporated 
all that is necessary for “basic satori” into 
a 40-day intensive (seven days a week, 10- 
ll hours a day) program. Cost, $600. For 
those who can’t drop everything for that 
long, the Institute is experimenting with 
four 9-day intensive sessions, at $200 a 
whack, and for the poor neophyte, there’s 

~the $50 Open Path Weekend. For those 
who are only peripherally interested — or 
who have been through the training and 
don’t want to stop — there’s a Wednesday 
evening session. The weeknight exercises — 
are currently being held at 273 Com- 


Arica offers “Basic Satori.” 
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monwealth Avenue, which serves both as 
Arica’s Boston office and as communal 
housing for the Arica staff. (The 
telephone number there is 262-6639.) 

Fortunately for Arica, one of their first 
converts was a millionairess. Funds from 
her and from within the rest of the 
original Arica Americans have kept the 
Institute going, with headquarters in New 
York City (with staff salaries of $1,000 a 
month). Now comes the great diaspora. 
The New York Aricans are spreading out 
to start their own self-sufficient centers. 

In simplest terms, the training itself is a 
remarkable, ever-growing grab bag of 
more than 400 exercises. There are in- 
fluences and modifications of Tai Chi, 
various yogas, Gestalt, encounter, 
Transcendental Meditation and other 
meditations, Sufism, massage, 
liturgy...you name it. Ichazo himself 
reportedly studied under a number of 
different spiritual masters before putting 
his collection together. 

There’s nothing you have to believe 
(intellectually consent to) in Arica. You 
simply do the exercises and reap the 
results. There is a specialized vocabulary 
( as equally eclectic as the exercises), and 
there are some general “maps,” or con- 
ceptual terrain, which are distinct enough . 
from common thought patterns to require 
substantial cognitive effort. The Arica 
folk aren’t all that interested in explain- - 
ing things, however. They incarnate the 
age-old answer: you can’t understand un- 
til you’re doing it. 

Because of the scope of ideas involved, 


it’s difficult to pin down any one as cen- 
tral. From my limited experience with the 
Institute, the idea most strongly 
emphasized seems to be the assertion of a 
classic unity theme: “Humanity is only 
one spirit; man and God and fellow man 
are one — if we are aware. The significant 
corollary is that “survival of the planet 
depends on humanity evolving to a new 
level of consciousness’ — which is possi- 
ble, of course, through the Arica training. 
So much for clinical data. 


New Transcendentalism 


The only published extensive account 
of the Arica experience is included in 
John Lilly’s book, ‘‘Center of the 
Cyclone.” Arica literature is still in an 
embryonic stage. So there’s not too much 
you can read about Arica. Yet Arica is 
becoming the in-trip to take, especially 
among those who have been involved in 
the human potential movement. 

I heard about Arica in the same way 
those already involved in it did: by word 
of mouth. I was curious because I’d never 
heard of any technique being able to 
produce a substantial degree of con- 
tinuing enlightenment in such a short 
time. I was also intrigued because I was 
hearing about Arica through friends 
whom I consider to have pretty level 
heads about things religious. 

For example there was Pat’s testimony. 


Pat has been fairly heavily involved in the 


human potential movement, and has a lot 
of skills gained from that experience. For

Can Instant 
Intimacy Last? 


It could have been any human potential 
workshop. All the elements were there. 
Cost, about $25 a day, just enough to 
make ‘it difficult for poor folk. Meeting 
place, a fat cat hotel. Everybody’s smil- 
ing, and the uninitiate are trying not to 
show_their unease. Quiet music on the 
stereo. Flowers and a little candle in the 
center_of a circle of brightly colored 
pillows. A pile of shoes underneath the 
coat rack. I make out my check and the 
guy who registers me says “Groovy.” 

But I know it’s Arica. The sign on the 
door says so, and a huge blue-magenta- 
ivory-old gold mandala dominates one 
wall. Also, the trainers are wearing a but- 
ton with a smaller version of the same 
Arica symbol. 

There’s all the small talk (“I read his 
book five times. Have you read it?’’), but 
finally we all gather around the candle. 
The trainers speak very quietly. So you 
have to pay sharp attention to what they 
say. I find out that we have to wear our 
shoes if we go into the lobby and that 
lunch will be $2.50. Then we do a 
breathing exercise. When we’re breathing 
properly, we’re told to “feel the energy.” 
You always have to breathe from the 
diaphragm and feel the energy when you 
go to this kind of group. Not that it 
doesn’t help; it just gets old to hear after 
the umpteenth time. 

Then there’s a “meditation of the day.” 
The color of this day is black. It’s “mood” 
is gestation. We feel the color, sense the 
mood, make the whole room and the 
whole universe black, and then bring the 
image back to normal. I’m trying hard not 
to be overly skeptical. 

Following that meditation, there’s a 
series of exercises called ““Gym.”’ We start 
with a head-stand. Those who have learn- 
ed yoga get by OK, but a lot of people 
keep falling over and finally have to find a 
wall to prop up against. The rest of the ex- 
ercises are a sort of glorified yoga class. 

We finally come, though, to the exercise 
which is probably Arica’s strongest 
(although they would say that it’s all one 
bag which does the trick). The exercise is 
called ‘“Trespasso,” which comes from the 
Spanish meaning to gaze or look. 

Trespasso is very easy to describe 
physically; after an Om you look into your 
partner’s left eye and he looks into your 
left eye. While you’re doing that, you add 
one of a number of possible meditations or 
other techniques. 

In the course of the weekend, we did 
Trespasso while doing an internal man- 
trum, in combination with a meditation 
on the Arica symbol, we locked eyes and 
asked each other such questions.as ““Who 
are you? Why are you here? What are you 
afraid of? How are you deceitful?” All of 
which are tough enough questions to 
answer without having somebody looking

Evening Clinic 
Faces Struggle 


By Sharon Basco 


When you can’t depend on the feds or 
the city you just have to fund it alone. 
That’s what Boston Evening Clinic has 
been doing for 46 years, and if the recent 
battle of the budget between the mayor 
and city council is any indication, they’re 
better off that way. 

Most of the state’s 50 neighborhood 
health centers depend on the unpredic- 
table generosity of the state and federal 
government to meet their budgets. Dr. 
Morris A. Cohen, the 79-year-old founder 
of the clinic, has seen the Healing-After 
Dark facility continue to expand its ser- 
vices to “low-income people whose only 
asset is their health” through nominal 
fees and donations from private sources. 
The clinic has never applied for local, 
state or federal funds because, according 
to Dr. Cohen, ‘They said there was no 
money available, and there’s no use 
applying for something that isn’t there . . . 
and you don’t know when it will be 
there.” 

Some ten years ago the clinic sought to 
affiliate itself with the United Communi- 
ty Services only to find that their share of 
each year’s charity drive would be a 
meager $15,000. “We couldn’t take it,” 
Dr. Cohen explained, ‘‘because it would 
have meant discontinuing our private 
appeal. We could never have survived 
with limitations like that.” 

Boston Evening Clinic runs on an an- 
nual budget of $225,000, half of which 
comes from patients’ fees and half from 
private contributions. 

Dr. Cohen is optimistic when he speaks 


ed last April to buy the monster of a 


of private contributions. “Sometimes the 
clinic runs into trouble. You know how 
that is. At one time we owed $50,000, but 
someone came along and lent us the whole 
$50,000.”” That is not to say, though, that 
everything always works out the way the 
Evening Clinic people wish it would. Last 
spring the city offered the old Fire Station 
No. 16 (in Dorchester on the corner of 
Water and River Streets) to the clinic for 
ten years at $1 a year. The clinic couldn’t 
accept, not because they couldn’t raise 
the rent, but because the cost of 
renovating the old building would have 
run over $950,000. They just didn’t have 
that kind of money. 

The Healing-After-Dark facility decid- 


building at 314 Commonwealth Ave. 
they’d rented since 1959. The deserted fire 
station burned down and eventually was 
torn down. There’s only “‘a parcel of a va- 
cant lot” left where Fire Station No. 16 
once stood, according to city real estate 
officials. 

The average cost of a patient visit at the 
Evening Clinic is $8. The average cost per 
patient (including overhead) is $17. — 
thus, there’s a deficit of about $11. per 
patient visit. Obviously, the 16-odd doc- 
tors, eight nurses, and 22 nonprofessional 
workers aren’t there for the money. They 
point out that the forgotten ones in 
medical care are neither the families on 
welfare, nor those who can afford today’s 
high cost of health care. They’re low- 
income people — who can little more af-

Massive cutbacks from neighborhood 
health center’s budgets — totalling nearly 
$4.5 million in federal funds — may mean 
a slow death for some of the 50 clinics in 
Massachusetts. The home state for many 
of the most innovative health programs in 
the country has become a battlefield on 
both a local and national scale for monies 
to continue operation of medical services. 

The problem here includes petty 
political game-playing where city coun- 
cilmen refuse to approve a budget for 
hospitals and medical programs if the 
isolated, antiquated Long Island Hospital 
is closed down, and where the President 
puts a price tag on health — and decides 
it’s too expensive. 

The losers in this game are the low and 
middle income groups, the children, and 
the unborn and the elderly. The scope of 
service varies considerably among the 50 
clinics, but the idea is the same 
throughout: provide preventive 
preliminary health care, treatment for 
chronic illness, and the generally good 
medical care often available only to 
higher-income families. 

The neighborhood health centers are 
aware that providing medical care 
without addressing the health-related 
problems of housing, unemployment and 
welfare is not realistic. They attempt to 
change the environmental factors that 
effect physical and mental health. 

The example is given of the overweight 
woman with asthma: the more she gains 
weight the worse the asthma gets; the 
worse the asthma becomes, the more she. 
eats. When this process has gone on for 
long enough a time she becomes disabled 
to the extent that she is having severe 
mental problems. In a hospital she’d be 
given some pills and told to go home and 
follow the directions on the bottle. In 
neighborhood health centers they attempt 
to figure out how her problem became 
severe, and then help her to change her 
environment to cure the problem. 

Because many health centers across the 
state — and 16 in Boston alone — are 


Comite Health Director Dr. Jonathan Fine 
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funded almost exclusively by federal 
(including Medicare and Medicade) and 
city funds, their services are subject to the 
whims of politicians whose first priority is 
rarely health. 

According to Dr. Jonathan Fine, direc- 
tor of community health services, city and 
federal cutback in funding to clinics and 


’ their programs will result in low- and 


middle income families becoming “ 

dropouts from medical care entirely. The 
16 centers here have about 100,000 people 
relying on them fer primary health care. 
Without neighborhood centers these peo- 
ple are thrown back to seeking care in 
emergency rooms of large hospitals. If it 


weren't for the clinics some of them 
wouldn't seek care at all.” 

There would be “‘a lot more sick people 
around,” without clinics, Dr. Fine said, 
because immunization for polio, mumps 
and German measles programs are based 
there. 

Visits by nurses and social workers 
would be curtailed without neighborhood 
clinic funds. Almost every health program 
in existence seems to operate out of the 
clinics including: screening for Sickle Cell 
anemia, for TB, and cancer; dental, and 
other specialized medical services; 
emergency care; pre-natal, and infant 
care, and well-child services; chronic il- 


Iness treatment, psychiatric treatment, 
and preventative medical counseling. Ser- 
vices vary from clinic to clinic because 
community boards elected by 
neighborhoods determine jointly what 
hospitals (if any) they want to affiliate 
with, and what services will be offered. 

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, chairman of 
the U.S. Senate Health Sub-committee, 
held hearings at Massachusetts General 
Hospital last week because, he said, all © 
medical programs President Nixon 
proposes to cut back or eliminate are in 
operation in the state. 

Mrs. Josephine Gerald, 76, testified — 
that she depends on the South Boston 
Health Center for treatment. 

“What are you going to do if the center 
has to close down?” Sen. Kennedy asked 
her. 

“I don’t know,” she said. 

‘“‘Where are you going to go for 
treatment?’’ Kennedy asked. 

“T’ll have to go to the hospital,” Mrs. 
Gerald said. “‘But it’s not easy. I’m on 
Social Security, and if I had to take a cab 
three times a week I just couldn’t afford 
it. The cab fare used to be about $2.10 
each way to the hospital, but my friends 
tell me the fares have gone up again . . . I 
don’t know what I'd do, to tell you truly.” 

Joseph Smith is the chairman of 
Allston-Brighton Health Center. At the 
hearing he said, ‘I’m not too sure that the 
health center we've been planning for over 
ten years — that we've raised $400,000 
for in ten years — will ever get off the 
ground. I’m tired and confused . . . The 
poor people in Allston-Brighton are not 
getting the kind of health care you and I 
believe in. 

“We are faced with an Administration 
that wants to make itself perfectly clear, 
but it has left me pretty confused. The 
President of the United States decided he 
would close institutions like ours at 
Allston-Brighton without considering 
what we've already accomplished and 
what we’re trying todo...

Hub Neighborhoods Political

The opening of a local porn shop may 
not seem that important to some people 
but to the people of Brighton-Allston a 
place called Bookland on Brighton 
Avenue is a symbol of how their 
neighborhood is deteriorating. 

The area used to be all families with 
family businesses: clean, quiet, nice place 
to raise kids. Brighton started downhill 
when local colleges — under pressure 
from students — decreed undergraduates 
could live off campus. Apart-houselords 
in the area converted family apartments 
and whole houses into ‘‘student 
apartments.”’ Why not, reasoned owners, 
get $300 for a five room dive from six 
students instead of $125 for a clean place 
from a working family? 

The residents of Brighton-Allston, un- 
organized and not well-connected 
politically, found events rushing ahead of 
them. Dating bars and fast food places 
followed the students into the area. Prices 
in local stores, like rents, went way up. 
Parking became a major problem. With 
all those stereo units and TV sets around, 
crime made its way into Brighton-Allston. 

Last week’s well-publicized confronta- 
tion between Joe Smith and his Brighton- 
Allston Civic Association and Bookland 
may have seemed amusing and, to some, 
it may have smacked of book-burning 
but, to the neighborhood, ‘it is the key 
issue, something they can rally around to 


slow the deterioration of their area. 

“The media are no help at all,” says the 

70 year-old Smith. “The idiot tube 
sometimes has a program on community 
problems but they run it when everybody 
is asleep. Then they turn around and 
show me in a shouting match with 
(Bookland owner Charles) Ferro . . . There 
are thousands of us who don’t want to be 
forced out and who don’t want our 
neighborhood ruined. Sure I could put my 
tail between my legs and run for the sub- 
urbs but when I do I want to move for a 
better reason than being forced out.” 
‘ The neighborhood is a vague concept 
politically. In many states, neighborhoods 
simply do not exist as political enities. In 
the heavily-industrialized East, they are 
life perservers in an urban sea; the small 
towns to which people can cling. 

To be of any real political strength now, 
a neighborhood has to be compact, 
relatively homogeneous and must feel 
threatened. An area that does not feel it is 
being pushed around has nothing to react 
to. Most people would prefer to stick with 
their own, individual problems. The 
issues must be strong ones to spur a 
neighborhood into action. 

East Boston is a good case. For nearly 
five years now, it has been fighting an on- 
and-off battle with the Mass Port 
Authority, operators of Logan Airport. 
The neighborhood has lost some battles, 


won others. It has slowed up expansion of 
Logan, at the very least, and put a key 
issue for the entire city — unrestrained 
growth — squarely in the public spotlight. 

From these battles, a stronger sense of 
neighborhood has grown. Community 
organizations and newspapers are 
stronger. Concern with the airport led to 
the taking up of other issues of concern: 
urban renewal, busing, quality of schools, 
the environment. Even if they do not 
always win, the people of East Boston at 


least fight — which is something. 


For the city as a whole, the fights fought 
in individual neighborhoods are only 
holding actions, limited engagements. Ur- 
ban renewal is just as important a 
problem for the South End as it is for the 
Fenway area. The airport affects East 
Boston and the North End. Crime, busing 
and general deterioration of business dis- 
tricts affect South Boston, Mattapan, 
Brighton-Allston, Charlestown and Rox- 
bury. 

The best that neighborhoods can hope 
for in fighting their local battles is 
that the problem will go elsewhere. 
Political action en this level eventually 
becomes — when broad issues are in- 
volved — self-defeating: energy is sapped, 
problems repeat themselves, people 
become disillusioned and leave for areas 
that look to be better. ; 
‘In a way, the appeals by Boston 


politicians to one clearly defined 
neighborhood at the expense of another is 
a “divide and conquer” dodge. One of the 
best hopes this city now has is the newly 
formed coalition of neighborhood 
associations from across the city: Allston, 
Bay Village, Beacon Hill, Savin Hill, the 
Fenway, the South End, Jamaica Plain, 


‘South Boston and West Roxbury includ- 


ed. Some of the groups have relatively lit- 
tle in common with others but all agreed 
on certain basic issues including control of 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority and 
the MBTA, maintenance of the city’s 
shrinking open space, full disclosure on 
tax deals involving the city and real estate 
developers, rejection of Park Plaza, better 
co-ordination of city services and an end 
to the flood into the city’s housing units. 

“If you can’t get a unanimous vote on 
something, we’ll probably forget it,”’ said 
a Beacon Hill representative ‘““The idea 
is” ‘Let’s work on something we can agree 
on.’ ” As limited as that may sound, it is 
a step forward. Maybe Joe Smith in 
Brighton will not have to fight quite such 
lonely battles anymore.

Boston Library 


Usually the Boston Public 
Library is a staid place. Last 
week, though, at least 100 of the 
institution’s employees left their 
charge desks and push carts, 
swarmed spontaneously into the 
lower level concourse of the new 
building and demanded a con- 
frontation with the manage- 
ment. Even the little old ladies 
in calf-length lime-green dresses 
were shouting “Right on!” 

The workers—most of whom 
would not identify themselves 
for fear of reprisals—complained 
that the library’s administration 
has imposed burdensome work 
rules, increased work loads and 
tolerated health and safety 
hazards. 

Many of their grievances 
resulted from the move from the 
old building to the new (an 
edifice, incidentally, that is more 
like a mausoleum than a 
library). 

With the changeover came a 
wholenew approach to public ser- 
vice, a creeping professionalism

libraries, security has been lax. 
One man reported that two girls 
had been raped near the Roslin- 
dale branch, and in Allston a 
motorcyclist drove up the ramp 
and into the library, endangering 
the staff and public. 

The library’s administration 
cannot afford to provide protec- 
tion for lack of money from the 
City. Slim resources have meant 
also that many of the employees 
must work jobs that formerly 
were done by two people. 

The dispute is not likely to be 
resolved quickly. The worker’s 
union, the American Federation 
of State, County and 
Municipal Employees, has not 
been able to negotiate effectively 
in other similar situations, 
namely the Boston City Hospital 
cirsis. Once again, the onus falls 
on Mayor White, whose artificial 
austerity city-wide has forced 
hardship on municipal workers. 
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Sargent. What is strange about the whole 
deal is not just that Mario got his 
judgeship after all this time but that 
Sargent named another supporter of 
Boston Mayor Kevin White, Edith Fine o! 
Brookline, to a judgeship as well. No one 
up on Beacon Hill can quite explain that 
one. Neariy everyone knows what 
happens politically when Mario departs. 
though. Joe DiCarlo, eager young majori- 
ty whip on the make, becomes majorit\ 
leader. DiCarlo’s post goes to Billy Bulger 
of South Boston. And Representative 
Ralph Sirianni of Winthrop finally gets a 
chance to run for Umana’s Senate seat, 
something he’s been lusting after for near- 
ly as long as Mario’s coveted a judgeship. 


Break for Billy 


Bill Bulger proved he is an up and 
coming power in the Senate once again by 
working up a deal on redistricting. 
Bulger’s South Boston senatorial district 
had too few people so some turf had to be 
added. Logically and geographically 
black wards from Roxbury should have 
been added to the district which already 
has a significant black vote. The addition 
of these wards would have given a black 
candidate a chance to take Bulger’s seat 
(can you see South Boston being 
represented by Mel King?) Bulger, 
however, convinced Majority Whip Joe 
DiCarlo, the man in charge of redistric- 


ting, to include Charlestown in his district 
instead of taking in the black wards. Not 
only is predominantly white Charlestown 
not geographically tied to Bulger’s tur! 
but it is separated from the area by Mario 
Umana's old East Boston / North End 
district. The black caucus, upset by this 
gerrymandering, may take the plan to 
court. 


No Unity 


Guess what! Mike Dukakis has decided 
he doesn’t like Bob Quinn’s type of 
Democratic unity. In a display of what 
one Democratic leader termed “roaring 
arrogance” Dukakis decided not to back a 
proposal to do away with the Democratic 
state convention — always a party buster. 
Dukakis then refused to be tied to a bin- 
ding convention. This allows Dukakis the 
best of both worlds. He could win the con- 
vention (he told a recent meeting of key 
supporters that he now has 300 more votes 
than are needed to win.) If he loses, he can 
run in the primary against a “rigged’’ con- 
vention. The Democratic leadership is 
now royally angry at the Brookline 
maverick, including Boston Mayor Kevin 
White who ran with him in 1970 and was 
allowing some of his key organization peo- 
ple to work for Dukakis if they wanted. He 
may now clamp the lid on and keep his 
operatives at home. Almost certain to 
come out of the angry Ritz-Carlton 


meeting: an end to the convention and a 
decision not to invite Dukakis to any more 
“unity” gatherings. 


Fall of Joe Ward 


Kevin Harrington has finally admitted 
he made a blunder and canned former 
State Senator Joe Ward from his $30,000 
a year special counsel’s job. The Senate 
president began telling friends that. he 
had made a mistake shortly after he hired 
Ward. Three times during the past few 
months he came close to firing the ex- 
senator. Press reports last week that Ward 
had been arrested for drunken driving in 
New Hampshire finally gave him the ex- 
cuse he needed. Ward, in the end, didn't 
even go out quietly. He refused to resign 
and had to be publicly fired. Maybe 
someone will make a movie of Joe Ward's 
life and call it, “Gone With the Wind.” 


No More Judging the Judges 


Governor Frank Sargent quietly made 
an important decision ten days ago to do 
away with a citizens’ committee advising 
him on judicial appointment. The com- 
mittee had been formed to search out and 
screen possible candidates for spots left 
open by legislation setting a retirement 
age of 70 for all judges. The committee 
came up with a good selection and was 
successfully — with the exception of 


Paula Gold — getting the judges they 
wanted. Sagent will have between 20 and 
30 more seats to fill during the next vear 
The committee had requested that 
their group or a similar group be set up on 
a permanent basis to aid in the search for 
good judicial material. Sargent’s decision 
not to go along with request makes more 
than a few lawyers and Beacon Hill 
observers suspicious that judgeships will 
once again turn into political trinkets 


Reform Setback 


The cause of legislative reform received 
a setback last week when Representative 
John McGlynn of Medford resigned his 
seat to join the staff of John “the Bug” 
Davoren. McGlynn had been chairman of 
the State Administration Committee and, 
in recent years, worked hard for passages 
of legislative and campaign reform, in- 
cluding legislation covering campaign 
contributions and lobbying regulations. 
McGlynn will be replaced by Represen- 
tative John Long of the Cape who is far 
less sympathetic to changes in the status 
quo. Long lost his first fight on reform last 
week, however. His committee gave an 
adverse report to a bill which would have 
allowed judges to overturn decisions made 
by school committees, city councils, and 
so forth in closed session. The House 
voted 145 to 74 to overturn the report.

Watergate: 


McCords Real Role 


By Carl Oglesby 

Why are we in Vietnam? Who really 
wanted this war? Who formed the 
backbone of the war party? To talk like 
Mitchell, who ‘“‘came back and back and 
back” to the war, was always able to find 
another, bigger way to fight it, another 
way to have faith in military victory no 
matter how bloody the disappointment of 
past military hopes or how clear the 
resolution of the Vietnamese and the 
irresolution of the American? Who in par- 
ticular needed Vietnam? And why did 
they think they needed it? And from what 
dark side canyons of the American ex- 
perience does that sensibility issue? 

The talk about policy drift and indeci- 
sion and historical arrogance and 
blindness and the opacity of the Viet- 
namese character to the hack behaviorism 
which the military intellectuals fob off as 
“analysis” may very well give us a picture 
of the failure of American liberals — of 
their vaunted “tradition” — to link up , 
the question of Vietnam with the question 
of shifting power relationships within the 
national ruling coalition. 

But a picture of Stalin/McCarthy-era 
liberals not joining issues in the time of 
Vietnam is not the same thing as an ex-. 
planation of the war, though it will reward 
study. 

The picture we want, the central pic- 
ture, is the one that shows us straight 
ahead the faces of nihilism’s most willful 
moment in 20th century America: the 
faces of those who wanted the war so bad- 
ly that they would kill one Kennedy to get 
it and another to keep it and once in 
power would break all the rules, laws and 
promises ever made to push it ahead. 

Standing out clearly at the center is 
this fact that for those who demanded the 
opportunity to fight it, the war is and 
remains a willful adventure, not 
something ‘‘we all” just drifted into. For 
myself, a lousy citizen, I say drifted 
bullshit I was shoved into it forcibly like 
everyone else, and that the Watergate 


seems nothing so very new, that rigging a 
public opinion ballot and sending oneself 
policy congratulations a la Nixon around 
the Haiphong mining is nothing com- 
pared to swindling the Congress in broad 
daylight a la Johnson and the JCS around 
the Gulf of Tonkin “incident,” to pick a 
handy example. Watergate is, until the 
moment of capture, an ordinary event in 
the full swing of standard procedures. 
Who shoved us? Johnson, Dallas, 
Orange County, Nixon, Rebozo, Onassis, 
and the secret team that killed the 
Kennedys and a few others — these are a 
few of the ones who took push to shove. 
Some Dems, some Reps, all Cowboys. 


* * 


Watergate opens onto this Yankee- 
Cowboy split most revealingly — stun- 
ningly — if we entertain the notion that 
McCord may be a double agent acting in 
behalf of Yankee interests. 

The double-agent hypothesis enables us 
to explain a number of odd moments in 
the way the whole thing has developed 
and to make sense of the results actually 
being experienced within the broad 
political community. Turned inside out, 
for example, the silly way the Watergate 
team got busted now becomes McCord’s 
means of arousing suspicions in the nor- 
mally stupid building guards. 

Watergate means that Nixon’s party 
will not be able to govern aggressively, 
will not be able to deliver on its basic 
campaign promises, and will not be in 
shape to contest the presidency in the ’76 
elections, which therefore will pit 
Kennedy against a hired loser the likes of 
Lowell Weicker, making him the next 
president of the United States. 

Seeing McCord as a double agent so 
much enriches the spectacle, gives it such 
a depth, such an interior, I think it merits 
being entertained on esthetic grounds 
alone. 


More persuasively, probably, is the fact 
that the standing impression of McCord 
won’t wash. Its deficiencies compel us to 
speculate. It treats him as a little-guy 
technician who got scared simply of being 
abandoned to a longish prison term and so 
decided to sing, to rat on former buddies 
and in the bargain blow the whole Nixon 
caboodle out the window and bring down 
on the whole world what may easily be 
mounting up to the deepest crisis of 
American leadership since the Civil War. 

On the Contrary, from the available 
facts McCord emerges as a quite fully 
grown up master spy from the top echelon 
of the CIA. By itself alone this ought to 
discourage the view that he broke dis- 
cipline for fear of prison. It adds ot this to 
remember that it is from McCord himself 
that we learned what the “lengthy prison 
sentence” meant, namely, a salary of 
$3000 a month and a believable promise 
of presidential clemency. 


* 


But for whom then must McCord be 
working? 

In the first place, not for the 
Democratic Party, no more than it was 
the Republican Party that he penetrated. 
The two-party system doubtless reflects 
the realities of elite conflict but never in a 
direct or non-elite way. Part of the func- 
tion of this system is indeed to make this 
conflict harder to see outside the upper 
reaches of the national power structure. 
Yankees and Cowboys actualize the 
Yankee-Cowboy coalitionwithin each par- 
ty partly in order to conceal the conflict 
which necessitates it. 

But if not the Dems, who else might 
have hired McCord or given him his 
assignment? 

The most general answer is simply the 
Yankees did it, but that leaves us still in 
the dark as to the concrete instruments 
and relations through which McCord’s 


mission of counter-sabotage was conceiv- 
ed and organized. About these, maybe we 
can move one or two steps closer to an 
outline. 

The New Left and other CIA watchers 
have long had fragmentary but compell- 
ing reasons to regard the CIA as a 
politically complicated organism, divided 
like general society against itself. 
Corresponding to the Yankee-Cowboy 
split in terms of worldview and political 
style, the primary division in the CIA 
appears to run between a more or less 
liberal “Intelligence” side, with its origins 
in the New Deal and the Antifascist 
Alliance, and a more or less conservative 
anticommunist side, ‘‘Operations,’’ 
gathering ground of the Miami Cuban 
connections, for example. Basically, it is 
the Yankee CIA we (think we) see in the 
Pentagon Papers challenging the 
militarism of Johnson’s Vietnam line. It is 
basically the Cowboy CIA we see in the 
Bay of Pigs and in the background of 
Dallas ’63. 

My guess then is that McCord will turn 
out to be an agent of the Yankee CIA on 
assignment against criminals operating — 
somehow — within the CIA’s provenance; 
the fact that the criminals were the in- 
most henchmen of the president was not 
incidental to the way the case was handl- 


But the initiative for the mission itself 
must have been taken at a higher level 
than the CIA, however, and McCord is 
probably not a prime mover or even a 
member (except for this assignment) of 
the Yankee inner circle. What might be 
the composition of this inner circle? 

For all the attention New Left research 
devoted to empirical study of monopoly 
capitalism, it had little time for the task 
of collecting a concrete picture of how the 
hypothetical ruling class actually func- 
tions, how it handles the formation of con- 
sciousness and consensus, of sense and

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Anti-War Activists Continue

On Good Friday, a small but deter- 
mined group of anti-war protesters — the 
corporate campaign heirs to the peace 
movements — splashed “blood” on five 
war-related institutions in the Boston 


area. 
. The blood was really water-soluble 
paint; the demonstration peaceable in the 
non-violent tradition. Six of the protesters 
were arrested, some charged with destroy- 
ing property valued at more than $200, 


‘others charged ‘with illegal leafletting. 


The demonstrators came from the 


. ranks of the Catholic Left, the Daily 


Death Toll Group, the Non-Violent Direct 
Action Group and the American Friends 
Service Committee. 

The protest, according to participant 
Arthur Fink, came out of two motivations 
— one to force back into people’s con- 
sciousness “the moral, ethical and 
religious dimensions’”’ of the war in In- 
dochina and the other to reiterate the 
complicity of the military-industrial 
(university) complex in the war’s 
perpetuation. 

The institutions which came under at- 
tack were the John F. Kennedy Federal 
Building, the Air Force recruiting office, 
IBM, MIT and the First National Bank. 

The JFK building, as the most promi- 
nent symbol of federal presence in Boston, 
and the Air Force recruiting office are ob- 
vious targets for such a demonstration. 
IBM was chosen as one of the corporations 
that fashions war implements and MIT as 
a major contractor that helped develop 
the automated battlefield used in In- 
dochina. The First National’s implication 
in the war is less apparent, but still im- 
portant. The bank, according to the 


protesters (some of whom have done a 
considerable amount of research into the 
subject), is a major financier for war con- 
tractors. First National profits from war 
investments and from loans to war con- 
tractors, including credits of $15 million 
to the largest Pentagon contractor in 
Massachusetts, the Raytheon company. 
The action was a surprise, more like 
guerrilla theatre than an organized 
demonstration. The demonstrators kept 
their plans quiet until just before they 
struck because, in Fink’s words, ‘we 
didn’t want to be prevented from doing 
it.” 
Little Coverage 


However, they did inform the press in 
time to get some coverage, and in fact, 
said Fink, two Globe reporters arrived on 
the scene and interviewed several of the 
protesters extensively. The only publicity 
they received, however, was one short TV 
spot and a lengthier account from 
WBCN’s Danny Schechter, Fink sees the 
lack of Globe reportage as a news 
blackout. 

“This is the kind of attitude,” he said, 
“that forces you to massive violent or 
threatening kinds of things to play to the 
press. The cry from principled people 
somehow gets lost.” 

Demonstrations of whatever sort are 
not generally hot news these days. Former 
activists and students responded almost 
not at all to the bombing campaign over 
North Vietnam before the ‘“‘ceasefire’’ in 
January and the more recent escalation of 
the war in Cambodia. And last week’s 
speeches and programs in the Boston area 
marking Vietnamese American

Friendship Week reportedly drew small 
audiences. Particularly in the context of 
the apparently somnolent peace move- 
ment, a small peaceful protest like the 
Good Friday action is likely to be viewed 
as the idiosyncratic impulse of a few die- 
hards. 

These people, however, have been 
working in antiwar groups for years, and 
they are not alone. Many of them just last 
week went to Minneapolis to attend the 
Honeywell Corporation’s stockholders’ 
meeting, as part of their involvement in 
the so-called Honeywell project. Last 
Wednesday, they joined 200 other anti- 
corporate campaigners to witness voting 
on a resolution introduced by Clergy and. 
Laity Concerned (CALC). In essence, the 
resolution suggested that the company 
disassociate itself from developing or 
producing antipersonnel weapons. 

They lost the vote, of course, but were 
able to influence a sizeable number of 
sympathizers. In fact, 224,000 shares were 
pledged in favor of the CALC proposal. 

The Honeywell project is only one of 
several similar action and research anti- 
corporate campaigns now alive and well 
in the Boston area. New England Action 
Research (NEAR), for example, is gather- 
ing information on military work being 
done in New England by corporations and 
universities. NEAR is also studying 
various aspects of the medical-industrial 
complex. 

Out of the same office at the American 
Friends Service Committee headquarters 
in Cambridge, the General Electric pro- 


‘ject is developing a community action 


campaign around G.E.’s involvement in 
war production.

down to a battle we know we can’t take on 
the entire Cambridge and MDC police 
forces. So at that point we pull down our 
flag and march over to the Court House to 
file every law suit we can possibly think 
of. The important thing is that right up 


until then all our struggle will be political - 


and militant. That means that instead of 
having a poorly supported one or two 
year legal fight, we are going to give them 
a five year war with full community 
mobilization behind us. I’m very confi- 
dent that eventually we will win.” 

The backbone of the entire urban 
renewal argument is that it will broaden 
the tax base and relieve some of the 
pressure on the property tax. This is a 
persuasive argument in a city like Cam- 
bridge where the effective tax rate has 
almost quadrupled in the past 15 years. 
But the facts seem to show that the argu- 
ment just isn’t true. 

The CRA has been saying that they 
would not have to give developers any 
special tax breaks to entice them to move 
to Kendall Square. It has also been imply- 
ing that its plan will generate about $1.7 
million in tax returns every year. 

However, technical assistants for Hard 
Times and CTOC have recently been able 
to see the report from the Gladstone 
Associates on which the CRA bases its 
figures. It turns out that tax deals will be 
inevitable and that the $1.7 million is a 
very optimistic figure based upon the 
completion of the construction 15 years 
from now. 

Since the yearly tax revenue of Cam- 
bridge is already up to $42 million, the 
$1.7 million collected 15 years from now 
will not relieve the tax burden today, or 
even in the future, to any appreciable 
degree. Besides, if the Kendall Square 
Project goes through, the ripple effect will 
drive most working class families out 
before the “benefits” will help them. 


The Tax Loss 


Actually, the Kendall Square Project is 
costing the taxpayers rather an benefiting 
them. Cambridge has already lost $1.5

million in tax inéome because of the 
demolition of small businesses in the area. 
There is also the lost purchasing power of 
the people who used to work there. The 
city has paid out about $1 million in 
relocation payments for the businessmen 
(not the workers) who were forced to 
move. The Planning Board staff has es- 
timated that public improvements of 
streets, utilities, sidewalks, etc., could: 
cost another $10 million. The special tax 
deals will also cost money. The developers 
of Charles River Park, the Prudential 
Center and Riverview Towers all received 
40 year exemptions from property tax 
payments. Although those corporations 
are supposed to pay something “‘in lieu of 
taxes” the amounts are always less than 
the regular tax would be. And, unlike 
tenants and homeowners, their Payments 
are not affected by increases in the tax 
rates. 

“It amazes me ols shoddy the tax 
argument is,” says Lorreta Monagham of 
Hard Times. “Even if you accept their 
most optimistic figures it comes to at 
most about $2.50 off the tax rate fifteen 


years from now. That is all the CRA is 
offering us. I think that the people in this 
community would be quite willing to pay 
that much more a year to keep their 
homes and jobs. So you slowly realize that 
Kendall Square has nothing to do with 


’ really relieving the tax burden on the city. 


And once you realize that then the CRA, 
and the developers and any politician who 
votes for the project is exposed as merely 
helping the wealthy take over the city.” 

NASA could have been located at the 
Watertown Arsenal just three miles from 
Cambridge. It was a federally-owned 
complex that was being phased out. The 
cost to clear the arsenal was one million 
dollars compared with twenty million 
dollars for Kendall Square. And the loss 
of jobs would have been zero. 


The Rich Take Over 


But MIT wanted its faculty to be able 
to make their government and industry 
connections much more conveniently. 
And bank supported regional economic 
planners liked the idea of using Kendall 
Square to be the northern jewel on the 


crown circle of luxury redevelopment in 
Boston. The West End, Government 
Center, the Water front, Park Plaza, 
Prudential Center, South End, the Chris- 
tian Science Complex: the city is being 
reconquered by the wealthy. This is partly 
a parallel reflection of the political re- 
emergence of the old Yankee financial 
upper-class through the new Kennedy 
middle-class reform coalition. Before 
World War II, these capitalists had been 
frozen out of the area by the ethnic 
working-class, urban patronage coalition 
of James Michael Curley. 

Cambridge has also felt these pressures 
as the economic decisions made by a few 
n2n-in the bank vault cabinet force 
drastic changes in the social composition 
of this region. In the past 20 years, the 
city’s family population has decreased by 
33 percent. If the huge influx of students 
and professional families is taken into ac- 
count one realizes that over 40,000 
predominately working class families 
have been moved out.The environment 
has grown increasingly inhospitable for 
those families that have stayed. In the 
last 10 years rents have almost doubled. 
Two thirds: of Cambridge's tenants are 
forced to pay more than one quarter of 
their income on rent alone. 

Since 1968 the city has lost over 5,000 
industrial jobs. Unemployment across the 
city is now 8.3 per cent. In East Cam- 
bridge the unemployment level is up to 
14.4 per cent. In 1971, over 1,500 in- 
dustrial jobs were eliminated. Despite, or 
perhaps even partly because of, all this. 
the regressive property tax rate has more 
than doubled in the last 15 years along 
with assessment rates. 


The Plan 


The physical layout of the proposed 
buildings do seem to support the idea that 
Kendall Square is to be turned into an ex- 
tension of downtown Boston. This makes 
sense from the: CRA’s point of view since 
their figures show that over 50 per cent of 
the new workforce in Tech Square, an 
already completed renewal project next to 
Kendall, commute from “south of the 
location” -eg. Boston. The CRA would 


build three luxury apartment towers of 34 - 


floors each, one luxury motel-office 
building of 40 floors, and three office

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buildings of 18 floors each, in addition to 
the already built 17-story Badger 
Building and the 14-story Department of 
Transportation building. Lower down to 
the ground would be an 11-story luxury 


. apartment building, a couple of six-story 


buildings and about 50 three story 
townhouses. The total is 1750 units with 
rents ranging from $200 a month for an ef- 
ficiency to $450 a month for one of the 8 
per cent of the units that will have three 
or four bedrooms. 

Originally, the plan didn’t call for 
anything larger than “two bedrooms and 
a den” since, in CRA Assistant Director 
Thomson's words, “High rise structures 
do not present a good environment for 
family living in terms of the size of most 
families." But now, Thomson continues, 
some three bedroom units have been in- 
cluded “to accommodate older families.” 

In spite of the rapid withdrawal of 
Government subsidy money from hous- 
ing. as well as from all other social ser- 
vices, the CRA talks about getting up to 
25 per cent of the units subsidized for low 
or moderate income families. They have 
to talk very confidently about the 
possibility of getting the subsidies 
because, again in Thomson's words, ‘“‘Low 
income people obviously couldn’t afford 
an unsubsidized apartment. But they 
couldn’t afford a new unit anywhere. It 
just costs that much to pay for construc- 
tion costs.”” Even if they got all, or more, 
of the desired 25 per cent of subsidized 
apartments, the general population of the 
project would consist of, as the CRA’s 
economic consultants, Gladstone 


Associates, put it, “faculty and staff from 
MIT, 


empty nesters, and young 


professionals working in Boston .. . 
The housing situation for working class 
families will probably get even worse in 


‘the future. The Cambridge Planning 


Department estimates an immediate 
need for at least 5,000 low-income units. 
At the same time the landlords are moun- 
ting an intense attack on rent control both 
on the local and state levels. 


Jobs and Income 


The CRA claims that. its plan would 
create about 5,700 new jobs in. Kendall 
Square. However, the type of jobs. they 
have in mind are research and develop- 
ment spin-offs irom MIT, business and 
executive office space, and a few motel 
and retail stores. Besides janitorial 
positions these will hardly provide many 
blue collar jobs. Based on their studies of 
the already developed sections in Tech 
Square, the CRA only expects abut 20 per 
cent of the work force to come from Cam- 
bridge, anyway. Robert Reemer, special 
assistant to the CRA executive director, 
said, ‘“‘Hopefully there could be some way 
to get more jobs for Cambridge people 
who needs jobs. But you can’t say to a 
developer that if you come here you can 
only hire Cambridge people. We have 
studied the light industry problem for a 
long time. But it is not economically feasi- 
ble. Anybody can say they want low in- 
come housing or light industry jobs, but 
where do you get them these days?” 


An important side effect of the propos- 
ed Kendall Square Project would be the 
winds and huge shadows created by the 
nine towers in the area. The CRA wants 
to have the MBTA station in Kendall 


Square improved in order to relieve some 


of the estimated 3,600 extra cars that will 
be pouring into the redeveloped offices. 
Thomson said that if all goes well they 
might be able to cut the number of cars 
down to 2,400. That is still a lot of cars, so 
the CRA’s consultants suggest the con- 
struction of “a major arterial corridor or 
limited access highway connection . . . 
between the vicinity of the Boston 
University Bridge and I-93 in Somer- 
ville.”” A few years ago, when the 
developers felt less challenged and were 
more honest, that kind of road was called 
an Inner Belt. “Completion of the Ken- 
dall Square Project,” says the Stop Ken- 
dall Square Project pamphlet, ‘‘will mean 
a choice between unbearable traffic 
problems and what amounts to a revival 
of the Inner Belt. Some choice.” 


First Victory 


“A high quality developer likes to see 
cleared land,” said Robert Reemer. So 
the CRA wanted to quickly demolish the 
rest of the buildings in the area to make 
the developers happy. Quick action 
would also short-circuit community op- 
position. But they weren’t quick enough. 


“We knew that there would be about 
100 more jobs lost if the occupied 
buildings were destroyed,”’ said Charlie 
Allen. ‘‘We went and talked with the peo- 
ple who would be affected. And we knew 
that the CRA has to be nice to the City 
Council at this stage of the game because 
they still haven’t- gotten their new plan 
approved. So we went to the City Council 
and asked them to pass a resolution ask- 
ing the CRA not to demolish the 


buildings. The Council is not sure yet how 
to deal with the whole thing. The anger in 
the community against the Kendall 
Square Project is solid and growing. So 
the Council was kind of torn. It was a six 
to three vote not to demolish the proper- 
ties. The CRA could only count on 
Sullivan, Danehy, and Owens. Clinton 
usually supports the CRA, too. But he 
had a friend who worked in Kendall and 
had to vote against them this time. 


We’ve been at this too long to get very 
hyped up about Council resolutions. All 
we wanted to do is create a situation 
where if the CRA did demolish those 
buildings, they would be acting against 
the express wishes of the Council.” 
“The Council meeting was on a Mon- 
day night. Wednesday night there was 
supposed to be a CRA Board meeting at 
7:30 pm. But they changed the meeting to 
5 at the last minute so when we got there 
everything was closed. Later we found 
out that the Board had voted to reject all 
the bids that had come in and to put out 
for bid a new contract that would 
demolish only the vacant buildings. 


“We have had all the previous un- 
successful anti-urban renewal fights to 
learn from. We’ve learned that to win we’ 
must be working class conscious, with a 
long term commitment, and our organiz- 
ing must be done door-to-door to build a 
solid base of community people who are 
willing to take whatever actions are 
necessary to stop the Kendall Project. 
Our whole approach says that working 
class people must fight for themselves. 
That they can’t rely on the courts or the 
politicians.”

her, the 40-day intensive opened up a 
whole new area of development. “I 
probably got higher than in any other 
type of experience I’ve ever had,” she told 
me, ‘‘even higher than I get on 
acid...Some of the trespassos (eyeball-to- 
eyeball meditation) had it all over sex; 
and I’ve had some great sex.”” While Pat is 
still getting rushes from her Arica ex- 
nerience, she finds her greatest gains in 
the . as of interpersonal relations. “I’ve 
-been a very judgmental person,” she ex- 
plained. “Now I find myself much more 
accepting of others.” 

Jesus and Buddha and Ram Dass and 
Arica — and any honest religion — don’t 
promise an end to troubles with the ad- 
vent of enlightenment. A lot of good 
things may start to happen under 
everyman’s Bo tree, but “salvation” is a 
word for changes in the internal, not the 
external environment. The key religious 
sentiment is a sense of awareness and the 
ability to respond from center in whatever 
situation one finds oneself. Satori is a 
state of being, not a promise of something 
not yet. 

That’s what most of the new religions 
have at their center — a rediscovery of the 
universe inside us. Too many of the new 
religions, however, have their high in the 
sky. The followers lose contact with, or

refuse contact with the “real world.” 
While I think Arica is better in that 
respect than the other host of salvation 
plans, I still see some tendency to reject 
the perceptions of the uninitiated. 

For example, Arica doesn’t want to be 
identified as a “religion.” Those who live 
at 273 Commonwealth Avenue think of 
Arica in more dynamic terms: it’s an “ex- 
perience,”” a “community,” a verb and 
not a noun, it’s “spiritual’’ but not 
“religious.” 

I can understand why the Aricans ob- 
ject to the term “religion.” That word has 
a lot of bad connotations, and I sense that 
from the inside, Arica is something quite 


new. From the outside, however, Arica 
has all the marks of a religion. There’s a 
liturgy of sorts, a common experience, a 
conceptual framework (which the Aricans 
insist is not “‘required’’ but which all of 
them seem to sccept), there’s a vision of 
the world to come, a plan for bringing in 
that new world, and there is a somewhat 
hierarchical structure (which the Arica 
folk tell me is flexible and continually 
changing). Also, Arica does what 
classically-defined religion is supposed to 
do: integrate, bind together all ex- 
perience, all things, into a single whole. I 
don’t doubt, that on the individual level, 
at least, Arica can be successful in that 


task. 

My intellectual problem with Arica is 
not theological, but ethical. It’s the same 
problem I have with any religion: that 
achieving unity with all things and per- 
sons tends to make one overlook the 
political realities with which we have to 
struggle. That religion generally ignores 
the structural or systemic cruelties too 
many people have to suffer. 

My conversation with Joe (one of the 
Arica staff) — whether or not it is an ac- 
curate reflection on all that Arica is about 
politically — illustrates the point. 

“We have the methods of eliminating 
the pain that is causing the problems in 
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the world,” he began, in answer to my ob- 
jection. The pain in the world, it turns 
out, is the pain in ourselves being pro- 
jected outwards, and “our process can 
eliminate the need for scapegoats, ac- 
quisitiveness and selfishness.” 


“A lot of people suffer,” he continued. 


“That's reality. But another reality is 
what you do to stop the suffering. What 
we’re trying to do is to stop the need in 
people to cause suffering. What we're get- 
ting in Arica is a growing group of people 
who have no need to cause suffering, and 
in fact have a need to cause people love.” 

It was the classic religious answer. You 
change people’s heads and hearts, and 
they’ll change the society. Billy Graham 
has said as much. And Billy Graham is 
not, like Joe, a former member of the 
radical left in New York City.According 
to Joe, maybe half the people in Arica 
came from radical politics. 

For Joe, presumably for the other 
former radicals, and from other recent 
reports, the New Left doesn’t work any 
more. There has to be a new strategy for 
social change. ‘“‘What I see in radical 
politics,” he said, “‘is one system here (he 
holds up one fist), and another system 
here (he holds up the other fist) and 
boom, boom (he beats his fists together), 
it just whoever wins... 

“What Arica is doing is working with 
the culture. We’re saying, ‘Culture, we 
accept you. Let us show you how to 
become better.’ What radical groups are 
saying is ‘Culture, we don’t accept you. 


And we won’t accept you until you 
become better.’ ”’ 

He had made a point. You do catch 
more flies with honey than with vinegar. 
And the New Left’s current track record 
isn’t very good. 

But I’m still bothered by the kind of 
politics that Arica seems to have. I wish a 
religion would come along that would be 
as socially aware as psychically effective, 
or vice versa. But I don’t see any religions 
around like that, and I’m also tired of be- 
ing angry all the time and seeing battle 
after battle lost. I’m sick to my heart that 
America doesn’t love very well. 

Within the Arica Open Path workshop, 
and as far as I can tell, among the Arica 
staff, there was a fine, warm feeling of 
love. The Arica social dream — an 
America without the ME in it — tan- 
talizes me. The Arica technique works, 
and its apparent results are people less 
selfish and less ego-involved and more 
open to the world around them than in 
most of the other religions I have known. 

That’s the religious trap. We know 
we've all got to get our heads together. We 
know that our consciousness evolution is 
primarily our own responsibility. And 
within the loving community it’s hard not 
to believe that one of these days 
everybody’s going to join us in a great and 
realistic hurrah for love and peace. 

But I have the feeling that it’s going to 
take a while. The question I’m turning 
over in my head is how I want to spend the 
interim.

into your eye, hearing every word, and 
putting the question to you time after 
time after time. And then having to listen 
and watch the other person unfold his/her 
deepest secrets and confusions to you. 

In another trespasso, the exercise is to 
see the other person as all humanity, and 
to say to that person: “‘You...love...me...”” 
That was probably the hardest one for me 
to do. I’m not used to going around telling 
people that they love me. And I don’t 
generally have the feeling that I’m suf- 
ficiently one with all humanity — and 
vice versa — to make that kind of state- 
ment. To make the most obvious observa- 
tion, my mind balks to think that I’m in 
loving touch with Richard Nixon and his 
cronies. 

In the workshop, however, among peo- 
ple whom I had begun to feel some 
closeness with, the statement made sense. 
Apparently, other people had the same 
experience. Everybody was crying and 
hugging and smiling and touching. 

Now I’ve seen that kind of instant in- 
timacy before, in other groups. I know 
how quickly it can evaporate when the 
group breaks up. But there was something 
different about the unity and love created 
by the Arica experience. 

At this point, I can only guess at what 


the difference was. A lot of it had to do, I 
think, with the fact that there was so 
much else connected with the interper- 
sonal exercises. Arica covers just about all 
the bases in its full series of exercises. You 
work on your head. You work on your 
heart. You work on your gut. You work on 
your relationships with others and on your 
feelings about yourself. 

And everything is part of one totality. 
Even after the weekend I went away feel- 
ing more strangely whole with myself and 
with each person I met later. I boggle at 
the thought of what I might feel had I 
spent 10-11 hours a day for 40 consecutive 
days with the Arica training. One of my 
friends is still amazed at what she found 
in the intensive program. “It sounds sort 
of corny,”’ she told me, “but I have the 
feeling that I love everybody. 
Everybody.” 

But maybe as important as the eclectic 
unity of Arica is the fact that Arica is 
properly understood only as an experience 
— and you can’t understand an ex- 
perience until you’ve been through it. I’m 
also very much aware, in writing these 
lines, that my intellectual and emotional 
grasp of Arica is only partial. If you really 
want to know what’s happening, you’ve 
got to do it yourself. 
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Airdrop: Some Facts and Some Questic

The Wounded Knee airlift started on 
April 17, well before dawn, when seven 
pilots and a Boston Globe reporter took 
off from Rapid City, South Dakota, in 
three rented single-engine planes and 
managed by 5:08 A.M. to drop a ton of 
food, without any reaction from the 
numerous napping Federal marshals, 
F.B.I. agents and vigilantes on the ground 
below. The rescue squad dropped eight 
parachute loads of duffle-bagged food, 
personal articles and garden seeds into 
the Wounded Knee encampment, enough 
supplies, Thomas Oliphant of the Globe 
estimated, to sustain the Indians for a 
number of weeks. 
Four days later, the F.B.I. issued 
warrants for the arrest of Bill Zimmerman 
of Cambridge, a movement activist, and 
Thomas Oliphant, charging them with 
two violations of the Federal code: travell- 
ing across interstate lines to aid and abet 
a riot and conspiracy to do the same. 
Shortly afterwards, agents arrested two 
Chicago area men, Bob Talbot and Bill 
Wright, on the same two counts. Outstan- 
ding are four other identical warrants 
which most likely are issued to “John 
Does” rather than individuals. 
The first charge that the government 
will have to substantiate is that the defen- 
dants were actually involved in the 
Wounded Knee action. Then it must be 
established that there was a riot, and that 
the alleged conspirators aided and 
abetted it. 
Zimmerman, who has not yet publicly 
revealed his role — if any — in the opera- 
tion, feels that the prosecution will have 
some difficulty in making its case. ‘How 
can the government classify what’s going 
on in Wounded Knee as a riot,’’ he asked, 
“when there are infants ang,elderly peo- 
ple living in the village?”’ 


The Firefight 


A complicating factor in all this, 
however, is the firefight which took place 
only two hours after the food drop. 
Oliphant has contended that he saw 
neither guns nor ammunition being load- 
ed into the planes. Yet the government 
may insist that the “conspirators” did 
deliver armaments to the Indians. 

Zimmerman, for one, is convinced that 
the allegation is untrue, partially on the 
basis of an investigation done by the 
Rapid City lawyers, among them Mark 
Lane, who have been working with the 
Wounded Knee Indians. They have dis- 
covered that two hours after the airlift, at 
7:02 A.M., an F.B.I. helicopter flew over 
the village. According to the lawyers, 
shots were fired from the helicopter into

Wounded Knee, precipitating a prolonged 
gunbattle between the villagers and the 
marshals and vigilantes. 

“That firefight—the fact that it was 
provoked by the government—is made 
clear not only by the lawyers’ in- 
vestigation” said Zimmerman, “but also 
by the fact that six Indians were wound- 
ed, one of them fatally. No marshals and 
no vigilantes were shot at all.” 

(The fatal injury to which Zimmerman 
referred was to Frank Clearwater, an 
Apache who died last week. Clearwater’s 
death was the first in this, the second bat- 
tle of Wounded Knee. In the first battle of 
Wounded Knee in 1890, several hundred 
Sioux and Cheyenne died at the hands of 
the U.S. Cavalry.) 

In the course of pursuing the riot 
charge, the government will have to come 
to grips with another mitigating cir- 
cumstance. For a few days this month, an 
injunction was imposed on Federal 
marshals prohibiting them from interfer- 
ing with delivery of food into Wounded 
Knee. In order for such an injunction to be 
drawn up, the court had to acknowledge 
that the need for food in the village was so 
desperate that there was no other recourse 
than to allow it in. And it was to this 
need, of course, that the Wounded Knee 8 
were responding. 

As Zimmerman points out, “Even 
though the injunction against blockading 
food was only in effect for two or three 
days before the judge rescinded it, that 
need was recognized at one point. When’ 
the delivery was made, the marshals were 
not interfering with the vigilantes who 
were blockading food delivery. Food is a 
basic human right. The United States 

even gives food to convicted murderers on 
death row in San Quentin. So I don’t feel 
that whoever did the airlift was guilty of a 
crime.” 

How the F.B.I. arrived at their charges 
is part of the unfolding drama. Oliphant, 
naturally, was easy to implicate since he 
wrote the story of the Airlift the day after 
it occurred. The names of the three other 
alleged conspirators, Talbot, Wright and 
Zimmerman were probably garnered from 
airlpane rental records. Also, Oliphant’s 
first article revealed that one of the planes 
encountered serious trouble during the 
flight. A parachute was sucked out of the 
ship in which the reporter was riding, and 
one of the duffle bags fastened to the 
chute almost destroyed the plane’s tail 
and an emergency landing had to be 
made. In an analysis of the facts available 
to them, namely the emergency landing in 
Oliphant’s account, the G-men may have 
eventually identified the plane in ques- 


tion, and later, possibly, the pilot. 

Whether the F.B.I. actually hit on the 
real pilots, though, is still open to ques- 
tion. Apparently the government forces 
claimed soon after the airdrop that the 
registration numbers on the planes’ 
fuselages had been covered up. Oliphant 
counters that this is not true, and it is 
likely the government concocted the story 
to avoid the embarrassment of having 
failed to identify the planes. In any case, 
if the Justice Department indeed has no 
clear notion of what planes were involved, 
and therefore cannot match up the right 
planes with the right pilots, the evidence 
against the defendants in the airlift 
“conspiracy” may turn out to be flimsy, if 
not inadmissible. 

The government’s actions, in fact, have 
been comically incompetent ever since 
the morning of the action. Zimmerman’s 
capture, for instance, could be material | 
for a third-rate Bogart cum Marx 
Brothers flick. The Friday after the airlift, 
F.B.I. agents came to question him at his 
home in Cambridge where he lives with 
six others. He refused to talk without a

again to his house early the next morning. 
“T was awakened by simultaneous poun- 
ding on the front and rear door,”’ he said,

today with a warrant.” 

His housemates and he took their time 
getting dressed to greet the agents. 
Zimmerman eventually went to the door 
and without opening it, asked them to 
produce their warrant. They didn’t have 
one, but threatened to break down the 
door anyway. Zimmerman let them in 
and agreed to go peaceably. Meanwhile, 
Danny Schechter, newscaster for radio 
station WBCN and one of Zimmerman’s 
housemates appeared in his pajamas an- 
nouncing that he was covering the arrest 
and ‘demanding that the agents justify 
their presence. A short scuffle, 
recriminations on both sides. Then the 
F.B.I. insisted on searching the upstairs 
and Zimmerman’s roommates blocked 
their passage. Finally Zimmerman left 
with the feds. 

“One just got this feeling from them of 
functionaries,’’ Zimmerman said later. 
“They didn’t care at all about the content 
of what the arrest was about and they 
were just doing their jobs just like the 
G.I.’s in Vietnam and the marshals in 
Wounded Knee.

Government Now Claim

The Justice Department issued a 
warrant for Oliphant’s arrest on April 18. 
The reporter does not face a subpoena to 
give information before a grand jury in- 
vestigating Wounded Knee; he is actually 
being charged with a crime: violation of 
the 1967 Federal AntiRiot Act, the so- 
called Rap Brown act. 

Furthermore, the government is now 
saying that The Globe reporter was the 
leader of the Wounded Knee group. Depu- 
ty Assistant United States Atterney 
General Richard Hellstern, in charge of 
the case, said last week that ‘‘the govern- 
ment considers Oliphant to be the 
organizer of the airdrop.” 

Tom Oliphant came to The Boston 
Globe during the period, 1967-69, when 
the paper was hiring young, inexperienced 
reporters by the basket-full. He was one of 
the best The Globe came up with and dis- 
tinguished himself as a financial and 
general assignment reporter before being 
shifted to the paper’s Washington bureau 
in 1971. 

Oliphant established, while on local 
general assignment, a good relationship 
with the Boston area anti-war movement. 
In Washington he quickly became one 
reporter that would respect sources of in- 
formation. His growing reputation was 
noted by Ramparts Magazine not long 
ago when his name was included on a list 
of reliable Washington reporters in- 
terested in information leaks. 

Around April 1, Oliphant received an 
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invitation to join the group planning to 
drop supplies to Wounded Knee. The 
Globe staffer, with the approval and sup- 
port of the paper, followed all the 
preparations and actually made the flight 
over Wounded Knee. 

Oliphant cannot talk about his case to 
the press and refers all callers to his at- 
torney J. Barrett Prettyman Jr. of the 
Washington law firm of Hogan and Hart- 
son. Prettyman, who has also acted as 
counsel to the Reporters’ Committee for 
Freedom of the Press and filed amicus 
(friend of the court) briefs in a number of 
cases involving reporters, say that 
Oliphant has had two charges filed 
against him. 

“First charge is that Tom used in- 
terstate commerce to go from South 
Carolina to South Dakota to aid and abet 
persons engaged in a riot,” says the at- 
torney. “The second is that he conspired 
with other persons to aid and abet the In- 
dians at Wounded Knee.” 

Prettyman notes that these are the 
charges similar to the ones filed against 
the Chicago 8 after the 1968 Democratic 
National Convention. He calls the charge 
that Oliphant led the drop force 
“outrageous” and has filed a complaint 
with a federal court in Washington on the 
matter. 

‘‘We are not at the point where a com- 
plaint has been filed and Tom arrested,” 
adds Prettyman. “There have been no in- Acct 
dictments in the case yet although the Comm

“In the 18th and 19th centuries,’”’ he 
said, “crimes were committed against the 
Indians, not just in fighting wars against 
them but in massacring women and 
children and depriving them of an 
economic livelihood by forcing them out 
of the: forests.onto the plains, then killing 
the buffalo. Killing the buffalo is very 
similar to dropping herbicides on Viet- 
namese..rice. And then all the elements 
which: particularly struck me were the 
similarities of the destruction of the In- 
dian culture and the destruction of the In- 
dochinese culture. The introduction of 
firewater into Indian culture and the in- 
troduction of heroin into South Vietnam. 
The rape of Indian women and the tur- 
ning of Indochinese women into 
prostitutes. Prohibiting Indians on their 
reservations from speaking their native 
language and filling South Vietnam with 
English-language textbooks. The 
parallels are clear: the demand that 
Americans not sit passively by and allow 
these things to happen, but that they 
have a human responsibility, a moral 


back to Nuremburg.”’ 

That an undisclosed number of people 
were able to act on this moral imperative 
proved to Zimmerman that the antiwar 
movement, “far from being dead and dis- 
illusioned, is still capable of aligning itself 
with domestic struggles. I don’t know if 
the parallel with burning draft files that 
Oliphant makes (in his Globe article on 
April 23) is correct. This in a way is an 
even purer action because it involved no 
destruction at all. As long as there are 
struggles like Wounded Knee going on, 
these are going to be people who will rise 
up spontaneously to help them.”

Last month, Betsy Dudley and Mike 
Falk of Cambridge bypassed roadblocks, 
entered Wounded Knee and conducted a 
taper interview with three members of the 
American Indian Movement and an 
anonymous woman resident of Pine Ridge 
Reservation. 

The AIM representatives were Duane 
and Craig Camp and John Thomas. 

Part of the taped interview held on 
March 25 follows: 

Betsy: Why Wounded Knee? Were 

most of the people in AIM here? 
. Duane: No. The Oglala Sioux were 
having a problem here and because AIM 
does accomplish things wherever they go, 
they were asked to come in and help out 
in the later stages of negotiation 
breakdown. 

John: AIM never goes on an action 
unless it’s invited. If people don’t want us 
in a certain area we won’t go. Anywhere in 
the country if there is an Indian problem, 
they can call AIM and if we feel it’s 
necessary for a national action, then we’ll 
take the necessary action. 

Betsy: So who called AIM to Pine 
Ridge? 

Duane: The Oglala Sioux. The people 
who asked us were all Oglala Sioux and 
not AIM people. The leaders stressed that 
at about every press conference. They’d 
say that this was not primarily an AIM 
action but that we came in to help the 
Oglala Sioux accomplish what they set 
out to do—and that’s to set up an in- 
dependent Oglala nation. 

Betsy: There are about 13,000 Oglala 
Sioux on the Pine Ridge Reservation. 
How do you figure your support—if not for 
a militant takeover of Wounded Knee, 
then for what you’re trying to do? 

Duane: The AIM leaders are 
politically astute and they’re hip to the 
ways of the opposition and they can deal 
with those white people in their own 
fashion if necessary. 

Betsy: But how strong is the support 

among the Oglala Sioux? 
_ Duane: Just about 85% of all the 
Sioux, except for Pine Ridge which is the 
ghetto where Dick Wilson, tribal chair- 
man, can oppress much of our support 
and continue harassment of anyone who 
speaks up pro-Wounded Knee. 

Mike: Can you explain more about 
the situation in Pine Ridge? : 

Duane: Pine Ridge is controlled by 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs—and that’s 
where the press congregate so this is the 
story that they get. People down the 
street—you might get 50-50 down there 
pro-Wounded Knee and pro-BIA, but this 
is not the case in Pine Ridge. I think it’s

The government’s publicly stated con- 
ention that Oliphant led the Wounded 
Knee group is considered outrageous by 
ther reporters as well as The Globe 
taffer’s legal counsel. Carol Friedenberg, 
vho now works with the Reporters Com- 
nittee for Freedom of the Press, says that 
‘the charges can’t possibly stand up. This 
s just another attempt to discredit the 
ress.”’ 

Jack Nelson, the noted investigative 
eporter for The Los Angeles Times, 
tates flatly that he was invited to make 
he flight over Wounded Knee. “I didn’t 
o because I was covering Watergate ,” 
ays Nelson. “I turned it over to our 
‘hicago man, Brice Nelson, who just mis- 
ed connections with the group. The idea 
hat Tom led it is absurd.” 

Friedenberg points out that the arrest 
f reporters is a relatively new tack in the 
ontinuing war between the government 
nd the press. “It’s just lately that our 
roup began to get complaints about 
riminal charges being lodged against 
porters,” says the Reporters Committee 
affer. “It’s a very serious situation and 
‘om’s case may be the most important 

According to the files of the Reporters 
‘committee, Oliphant joins a very select 


group of reporters actually charged with 
crimes in the course of gathering the 
news. Ron Porumbo, the excellent 
reporter for New York TV new magazine 
“51st State,” has already been convicted 
of attempting to bribe a police officer and 
receiving stolen property in a Newark, 
New Jersey case. Porumbo was accused of 
offering money to a Newark Policeman for 
police photos showing officers shooting 
down blacks during the Newark uprising. 

Les Whitten, an associate of Jack 
Anderson, was charged with receiving 
stolen property in February. The FBI 
arrested him with documents taken dur- 
ing the take-over of the Bureau of In..ian 
Affairs. The charge was dropped. 

Two weeks ago in New Hampshire 
Concord, Monitor reporter Floyd Norris 
was also charged with receiving stolen 
property. New Hampshire -ities 
assert that Norris obtained a copy of a 
letter on briberty attempts after it was 
stolen from government offices. That case 
is pending. 

Washington reporters are not quite sure 
why the federal government is taking this 
tack or even why the Nixon Administra- 
tion is still harassing the press while the 
Watergate furor continues. ‘“They’re just 
stupid,” says a reporter who regularly 
covers the Justice Department. “It’s the 
same kind of stupidity that led to 
Watergate: a blind allegiance to Nixon 
and a very narrow view of what is good for 
the country.” 


Nelson, who was subpoenaed by the 
Justice Department during the early 
Watergate uproar, says why the govern- 
ment continues the harassment “‘is 
something we’d all like to know. I guess 
it’s just a continuing thing with the ad- 
ministration. This is far more serious, 
though, because it involves those criminal 
charges.” 

So far Oliphant is receiving solid sup- 
port from Prettyman, considered an ex- 
pert on the First Amendment and the 
press; the Reporters Committee; his 
fellow members of the Washington press 
corps; and The Globe. 

Unlike The New York Times in the 
Caldwell case and The Louisville Courier- 
Journal in the case of Paul Branzburg, 
The Globe is not backing away from its 
reporter. The paper is paying legal fees 
and Globe Editor Tom Winship has 
issued a public statement defending 
Oliphant. Globe assistant managing 
editor Tim Leland added that he felt 
Oliphant ‘‘would abide by the agreement 
he made with the sources for his story” 
and would not divulge the names of those 
who put together the airdrop. 

“He was acting as a_ professional 
reporter covering a legitimate news event 
that we thought was significant,’ said 
Leland.

probably more pro than con, but you find 
a lot neutral. They wouldn’t come out 
either way. They’d say, ‘Yea, it’s alright 
but I don’t really want to get involved 
myself.’ 

Mike: How are things being governed 
here now? 

Duane: We’re setting up our 
provisional government here. As far as the 
Wounded Knee community itself our four 
leaders direct things as far as administra- 
tion is concerned. Different groups take 
care of different things that have to be 
done. But due to the blockades, it’s 
almost martial law. Food has to be dis- 
tributed equally as well as all goods—it 
would be easy to hoard. 

Mike: How many people are being 
taken care of here? 

John: Over 300—including the 
Wounded Knee community. 

Mike: Can you explain more about 
the blockade and what the government 
says about it. 

John: The government has_ been 
tri¢kling in food—letting in a loaf of bread 
and letting on throughout the world that 
they were letting in food supplies; sending 
in a bottle of aspirin and saying they're 
letting in medical supplies. We're tired of 
begging someone. The National Council 
of Churches had a hard time getting food 
in here—they had to beg and we felt we 
were putting them in a position where 
they had to beg for sending food in here. 
We’re tired of that. We’re tired of begging 
for that loaf of bread. We stopped all food 
coming in here for that reason. We no 
longer feel it necessary to get that loaf of 
bread. We can manage. We’ll go and get 
our own food. 

Woman: We’ve had to do that for 
years. 

Duane: Like Dennis Banks (an AIM 
leader) says it’s hard to ask for the world 
when you have to ask them for your next 
meal. So we just stopped asking for the 
petty shit. 

John: For that reason we took a 
firmer stand against the government in 
our negotiations. We no longer want to 
negotiate with the Justice Department or 
the BIA. We want a delegation from 
Congress and we want to negotiate with 
the U.N. The government has forced us 
into everything we’ve done: we had just a 
basic demand we were asking for. When 
we first came in we were asking for the 
removal of Dickie Wilson. We asked sim- 
ple basic demands like talking our 
problems over with the BIA. But the 
government took a hard stand against us 
and forced us into issues. It was the 
Oglala chiefs and their people who made 
the decisions to prepare ourselves for 
this—it wasn’t the AIM leaders. 

Duane: It seems to me that the 
seriousness of this situation isn’t realized 
out there. The President has made no 
comment—pro, con, or anyway. He’s 
choosing to ignore it as he does most 
things. 

Betsy: There is a lot of coverage but 
mostly about negotiations being in 
progress with AIM leaders and very little 
about the Oglala Sioux. The impression is 
that this is AIM’s operation. 

Duane: Two weeks ago today in the 
big ceremonial tipi when the Oglala na- 
tion declared itself independent, all the 
people who were in that tipi and in on the 
ceremony were all Oglala Sioux and not 
AIM people. There is one person that 
represents AIM and he is an Oglala Sioux. 
That’s Russell Means. AIM had no part in 
that. They declared their sovereignty and’ 
we were here to help because we're In- 
dians. That’s all. 

Craig: I personally came here to fight 
those bastards. 

Mike: The Government seems to be 
making a big effort to build up Wilson 

Craig: He’s their man; they have to. 

Mike: Can you give us some 
background information on him? 

Duane: He is referred to as the Oglala 
chief and he is merely President of the 
Tribal Council. 

John: Another thing about Dickie 
Wilson and some of the other people 
within the BIA: When AIM was first 
organized, they realized the BIA was one 
of the first areas, a major area, that they 
were going to have to attack, along with 
the religion, education. The BIA has done 
nothing for the Indian people. The one 
[Please turn to page 20] 
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thing they have done is to help sell our 
land, help sell our mineral rights, our 
water rights and they just work with the 
government. They do nothing for the In- 
dian people and we realize this. We don’t 
even want the BIA. We want something 
constructive for the Indian people. 
Woman: When an Indian sells his 
land, they [the BIA] take out so much for 
paper work, secretarial work, out of that 
landsell money, by the time the Indian 
gets it, it's maybe 5/8 of what he should 
have gotten. It goes back into the BIA. 
The lease money is the same way. Plus a 
lot of those old folks on old age get lease 
money—maybe about $500—once a year 
if anything. They turn all that money 
right over to the state office for their being 
on old age all year so they don’t see any of 
it. This is all the shit that they’re fighting 
in Pine Ridge. Plus Tom Conroy, the guy 
in charge of land, he’s switched land on 
people so much without the’re realizing it. 
You go in that office and ask too many 
questions, you may lose all your land. 
He’s done it to my grandmother. He took 
her farmland, switched the papers around 
and gave her sandhill land. The farmland 
he sold to a white guy. My grandmother 
went in to find out why she wasn’t getting 
any lease money and found out her. land 
was sandhill so they couldn’t lease it. She 
never did own that land; she owned 
farmland. This stuff is happening all over. 
Duane: Wilson’s been caught out- 
and-out ripping them off hasn’t he? 
Woman: Yea, he has. Like the hous- 
ing deal. Plus the jobs that come in like 
the rangers. They employ these 
rangers—Indian rangers—with OEO 
Funds and he puts his goon squad on and 
they're drawing Ranger pay from the 
different communities where there are 
supposed to be Rangers and they've never 
set foot in that community ever and 
they’re drawing Ranger pay from a com- 
munity and acting as Wilson’s 
bodyguards. So he’s pulling a rip-off all 
the way around and his family and friends 
are all in there getting money. 
Betsy: How did he get elected Presi- 


dent of the Tribal Council? 

Woman: All the white ranchers sup- 
ported him. He more or less bought some 
people off, plus he bull-shitted a lot of 
people about things he was going to do. 

Duane: He bought a lot of beer for the 
5% that did vote. 

Woman: He’d throw big extravagant 
parties for them. 

John: This is why we say that Pine 
Ridge is Dick Wilson’s area, because 
that’s where all his votes come from. Out 
in the communities, in the districts, very 
few of the people voted because Indian 
people have about given up on this U.S. 
government and this BIA. We’re trying to 
bring this to light with people in the out- 
lying areas. They’ve got to go out and vote 
and get a man in there that’s going to 
represent the Indian people. A lot of old 
folks have taken this oppression for so 
long that they’ve just about given up and 
then AIM came along and they’re bring- 
ing them back. 

Woman: When AIM came into Rapid 
City (Wilson wouldn’t let AIM on the 
Reservation) he was so scared because he 
knows he’s been doing wrong. AIM wasn’t 
even close to Pine Ridge and he’d harass 


the Indians and stop them on the 


highways—and the BIA police did too and 


his own personal cops and search them. 


and ask them if they were going into 
Rapid because AIM was there and he was 
afraid that word would get out about him. 
It was already being worked on anyway. 

John: We had different actions along 
this border—Gordon, Nebraska, Valen- 
tine, Scott Bluff — and Wilson put out 
word that any white community that was 
willing to stand up against AIM, he would 
support them with 1500 Indians and that 
man can’t get 50 people together. So 
that’s the kind of crappy stuff he does and 
it goes on and on like that. 

Woman: You know those mobile 
homes you see all over the Reservation 
that they use for school annexes and the 
airport? He [Wilson] is working with the 
white men in Rapid City—the real rich 
white men in Rapid City—and he won’t 
let out contracts for the things that are 
needed on the Reservation. He gives those 
white men double what he could have 
acquired from someone else and it’s In- 
dian money. It’s his friends that are get- 


ting it. That Wheel-In Resort in Rapid Ci- 
ty, they’re buying that up: Dick Wilson, 
Jerry Glaze, and Wayman Babby. I used 
to hang around with them taking stuff in 
for my uncle because he’s active in Rapid. 
I didn’t have a tape recorder, but I 
brought out what I heard in their conver- 
sations and it was checked into and it did 
fall through. 


Craig: This guy Gildersleeve [white 
owner of Wounded Knee Trading Post] 
had checks: coming directly to him from 
the Department of Interior that belonged 
to these Indians here and people would go 
to that store and get told the money 
wasn’t theirs. He would cash the checks 
there and give them a little of it, enough 
for a quart of beer maybe. It’s hard to live 
that way. 

Woman: That’s what the BIA’s doing 
at Pine Ridge. Some of those old people 
have money there and they [BIA] handle 
it and those old people have to go in to 
Pine Ridge from maybe 40 miles out—real 
old people because I’ve sat in that office 
and watched them—they go in and beg for 
their money: $20 to hire someone to take 


them to Gordon to see a doctor. They have - 


to go into that office and beg for that $20. 
One man I saw turned away and that BIA 
woman said, ‘Why don’t you use our PHS 
hospital?’ (the local hospital at Pine 
Ridge) and he told her, ‘Well the doctors 
don’t know what’s wrong with me and I 
am sick and they told me I’d better go 
somewhere else.’ She said, ‘We can’t 
authorize money for you to go somewhere 
else when we have this hospital here’ and 
they flatly refused to give him money. 
The guy was sick and must have been 
about 80. The people have got no say over 
their own money. 


Duane: This is why they’re dis- 
enchanted with the BIA. 

John: It’s not only. money type 
situations though. The Indian people 
want to lead Indian type of lives and 
they’ve been refused this—in their 
religion they’ve been called heathens and 
the white people send in their mis- 
sionaries to tell them this isn’t the way 
we’re supposed to do it. In Oklahoma, 
they even passed in the Legislature a bill 
not to teach or to allow any child in the 
Indian school to talk Indian or to say 


anything or do anything that is Indian. 
They want to strip them of their heritage. 

Duane: This isn’t just true of one 
reservation. 

Jolin: This happens with Indians all 
over the country. We see it right here in 
Pine Ridge. It’s more evident here. The 
people have been oppressed. They live in 
homes with no running water in a one or 
two room shanty and here are all these 
white ranchers and people like 
Gildersleeve. They have aranch they want 
to sell us here now up on top of the hill for 
$100,000 while the Indian people right 
down the street from them can’t even get 
$50 or $25 for their homes. Gildersleeve 
has operated this place for the past 35 


years illegally and they’ve had an action 


on this place once before and they brought 
this out but the government wouldn’ t 
listen to us a year ago. 

Duane: We have receipts here where 
they bought a pair of mocassins here for 
$6 and sold them for $60 in other places. 

John: This same thing about the 
Trading Post—we see the same thing with 
McGovern and Abouresk. They have an 
interest. They run down here real quick 
and try to ease the situation because they 
don’t want to be exposed as well. We 
think they were coming down here to 
protect their own interests. 

Betsy: What are those interests? 

John: They rip off reservation land 
and they also have interest in the Trading 
Posts and try to capitalize on the name. 
McGovern is on a committee trying to 
raise $10 million to try to capitalize on the 
Massacre at Wounded Knee and raise 
money. Johnny Cash gave something like 
$30,000 grant to try to fix up the area here 
where the Massacre happened so what 
they do is build a new Trading Post and 
the Indian people who live here receive 
nothing. 

Betsy: Are there a lot of women in- 
volved in what’s happening at Wounded 
Knee? 

Duane: Yes. It was surprising to me 
coming to this action that women are the 
backbone. The guys are the leaders and 
are out in front and you never hear from 
the women or see them on T.V., but they 
are the staunch, loyal supporters that 


help keep things going. It wouldn’t be.

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Rape: 


Victims, Counselling and the Police

(First of a two-part series.) 


Last year, according to Boston Police, 
there were 262 reported rapes in the city, 
an increase of 27 over 1971. But rape 
statistics represent only the tip of an 
iceberg. The 1967 report by the 
President’s Commission on Law Enforce- 
ment estimated that for every reported 
rape, more than three others went un- 
reported. Police departments - generally 
say that the real ratio is closer to 5:1. If 
this is so, there were over 1,500 rapes com- 
mitted in Boston last year. That’s more 
than four per day. 

It seems inconceivable, on the face of it, 
why any woman would choose not to 
report a rape to the police. 


“But that’s where it all starts,” claims 


one attorney who has defended men 
charged with rape. ‘The cops are society’s 
first line of defense and all the sexist 
hangups—conscious or un- 
conscious—start to come out there. The 
police are no worse than the society which 
challenges the woman to prove that she 
didn’t ask for it or didn’t consent to it.” 

Embarrassing questions about penetra- 
tion are not the first comforting words a 
rape victim wants to hear from the 
policeman, but these are the kinds of 
questions that the investigating 
patrolman may ask. “Many times the vic- 
tim may unfortunately feel abused,”’ ad- 
mitted William A. Keough, a detective 


assigned to District 4. “She may think 
he’s being accusatory, but he’s probably 
not. It’s a sensitive subject.” 

Detective John D. Schroeder tried to 
distinguish between the more experienced 
detective and the sometimés “green” 
patrolman. “The: tragedy is that the 
regular patrolman is a busy guy,” he said. 
“‘He’s in a hurry. He doesn’t take the time 
to put the woman at hes ease. He gets the 
basic facts, gets the clothing she was 
wearing at the time of the attack and gets 
her medical attention. For me, maybe it’s 
a little easier. I’m older. I can take a little 
more time. I say ‘I’m going to ask you cer- 
tain questions. I’m old enough to be your 


father. I won’t be embarrassed.” 
While undoubtedly there are policemen 


genuinely sympathetic to the victim’s 
plight without being condescendingly sex- 
ist, most women would probably feel more 
comfortable telling their story to a 
policewoman. Recognizing this, New York 
City Police have set up a Rape Analysis 
Squad run by policewomen. Unfortunate- 
ly, Boston is not about to follow suit. ‘“‘We 
only have 12 policewomen on the streets 
in the city.” explains Lieutenant Samuel 
Abany. Well, what about them? “Most 
rapes occur at night and women officers 
aren’t assigned at night.”” They aren’t 
assigned at night because “they don’t 
want to be,’ according to a police 
spokesman. “They’re afraid to be out at 
night.” 


Even before two patrolmen begin their 
interrogation, they are first bound to ob- 
tain medical aid for the victim. In many 
instances, the questioning continues at 
the hospital. Most rape victims in the city 
are treated at Boston City Hospital or 
Peter Bent Brigham. Despite the claim of 
Women Against Rape, one of the feminist 
groups involved in the Rape Crisis Center, 
it is not true that most hospitals will 
routinely report a possible rape to the 
police if the victim hasn’t already done so. 
Most hospitals, including Boston City 
and Peter Bent Brigham, will not. 
“That’s up to the woman,” officials for 
the two hospitals declared. 

In any event, the gynecological ex- 
amination is, besides being a medical 
necessity to determine internal injury, a 
crucial legal necessity as well. As the 
International Association of Chiefs of 
Police’s Training Key 137 puts it, “Sex 
offenses can be proven by the testimony of 
the victim, but this is not common. To 
sustain a charge of rape or sexual assault, 
medical and scientific evidence is of 
prime importance and will oftentimes 
directly influence the successful prosecu- 
tion of a case.”’ According to the law, it 
makes no difference whether ejaculation 
occurred or not, but it does make a 
difference to a jury whether there were 
cuts, bruises or even swelling in the 
vaginal area. 

The pelvic exam is still another in- 


stance where the male-dominated society 
confronts the female victim. Almost 97 
percent of the gynecologists in the country 
are male. Moreover, there is something 
about the pelvic exam itself that seems to 
reinforce the oppressive psychology in- 
flicted on the woman, according to Dr. 
Ann Burgess, a psychiatric nurse. 


Rape Counselling 


“T don’t know whether a female 
gynecologist would really help,” explain- 
ed Dr. Burgess, who along with Dr. Linda 
Holmstrom, a sociologist, has been 
counselling rape victims at Boston City 
Hospital. Both women teach at Boston 
College, and have counselled over 90 
women since they began the collaborative 
program in August. ““One woman explain- 
ed the pelvic exam this way: ‘It was quite 
depressing. You had to get undressed 
again, then have something invade your 
body again.’” 

One of Dr. Burgess’ findings (she’s 
planning to write a book to train other 
nurses about rape counselling techniques) 
is that the state of mind of women who 
have been raped doe not conform to the 
public or media stereotype. And if police 
lieutenant Abany’s contention that “some 
women seem to be able to shrug it (rape) 
off” isn’t sufficiently sensitive, it may be 
superficial: truth. “The myth,” says Dr.

“‘We’re upset, frustrated and frightened 
that the door is going to be slammed shut 
by this Administration. The President 
says this care is too costly. Is he putting a 
price tag on breathing, on enjoying your 
family . . . When we are talking about 
people’s lives we forget the price tag.” 

Later in the hearing Sen. Kennedy 
echoed that thought. “‘How can you put a 
price on this?” he said. “How can you let 
old people sitting up in their rooms feeling 
there’s nothing left for them... ” 

The question of city funding for 
neighborhood health centers has seesawed 
between yes and no while city Coun- 
cilmen Christopher Ianella, Albert 
O’Neil, Gerald O’Leary, Joseph Tierney, 
and council President Patrick 
McDonough demanded assurance that 
Long Island Hospital would remain open. 
Mayor White sought to restore $84.1 
million for Health and Hospitals (from his 
18-month city budget) before the 
hospitals’ threatened shut-down May 1. 

There seems to be no good reason to 
keep the hospital open, according to 
health authorities who say other facilities 
could accommodate the chronic care 
patients now at Long Island. But the 
place, isolated and pleasantly situated on 
an island, is a political plum that some 
councilmen, in an election year, aren’t 
willing to see shut down. Workers— most- 
ly non-professional — at Long Island 
know they’d lose their jobs if the hospital 
closed down. 


Health and Hospitals Commissioner 
Leon S. White assured Councilman 
Tierney that Long Island will remain open 
for a year. Tierney switched his vote, and 
along with Councilmen Lawrence DiCara, 
Frederick Langone, John Kerrigan and 
Gabriel Piemonte approved $79.4 million 
of the proposed budget. 

Most closely affected by government 
funding are these Boston clinics: (NHC — 
neighborhood health center) 

°Dorchester NHC at Fields Corner — 
totally funded by the city for $126,000 to 
$127,000 a year. 

°East Boston NHC — total budget of 
$900,000 a year. Federal portion is $500,- 
000; city provides the remaining $400,000. 
City funded programs here include adult 
medicine, social worders and pediatrics. 


°Harvard Street NHC — the city pays 


$294,000 of the yearly budget of $860,000. © 


Federal government funds the remaining 
$566,000. 

°South Boston NHC — city gives $250, - 
000. No federal funds. 

°Uphams Corner NHC (Dorchester) — 
is only three months old. City has given 
$35,000. No federal funds. 

°Whittier Street NHC — City provides 
$151,000 of the yearly budget of $291,000. 
Federal funds, $140,000. 

°South End NHC — City funds a 
special program to provide free care for 
the working poor, to those persons who are 
just above the Medicade cutoff line: $64,- 
000. City also funds $11,000 a year for a 
public health nurse. 


°Neponset NHC — City gives a $15,000 


matching grant (with Carney Hospital) 
to operate a well-child clinic one day a 
week. 


°North End NHC — City provides 
$20,000 a year to be matched by 
Massachusetts General Hospital; Also 
funds a well-child conference twice a 
week, and gives $22,000 a year for a dental 
program; $11,000 a year funds a public 
health nurse. 

°South Jamaica Plain — City gives 
$53,000 a year to be matched collectively 
by Peter Bent Brigham, Boston Hospital 
for Women and Massachusetts General 
Hospital. 

°Allston-Brighton NHC — City funds 
$30,000, a year to be matched by St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital. 

°Chinese Community NHC — $30,000 
given by the city to be matched by Tufts 
Northeast Medical Center. 


°Bunker Hill NHC — City provides 
$100,000 of the $900,000 yearly budget. 
Massachusetts General picks up the tab 
for the remainder. 

°Roxbury Comprehensive NHC — 
receives $30,000 yearly from the city 
government. Receives some federal funds. 

°Martha Elliot NHC — City gives $42, - 
000 a year for three public health nurses. 

Although most of the users of these 
clinics are poor, only about 43% are eligi- 
ble for either Medicare or Medicaid; 18 per 
cent are self-pay patients, and only four 
per cent can afford private insurance 
coverage that President Nixon has 
suggested is adequate for anyone. 

Most of the people using the centers are 
children or families with young children.

Day to Protest 
High Prices 


The National Consumer Congress, 
at its April meeting in Washington 
D.C., set Saturday, May 5 as the 
National Day of Protest Against High 
Prices. In response to this call, a 
number of local groups and individuals 
from the Greater Boston area have 
formed the May 5 Committee against 
High Prices. 

A massive march and rally at the 
Boston Common will be held on May 5 
to show the government that the peo- 
ple of Massachusetts are fed up with 
the continual rise in the cost of living. 

The meat boycott of April 1-7 was a 
popular outcry by millions of people 
against spiraling prices. The fact that 
the sale of meat during that week 
decreased 40-50% in Boston and 80- 
90% in New York City shows the 
deteriorating standard of living. 

The Washington meeting of over 200 
people from over 30 states was conven- 
ed in order to develop a course of ac- 
tion to further the momentum of the 
boycott. The May 5 National Day of 
Protest was seen as a way to unify con- 
sumers, unions, small farmers, anti- 
cutback forces and all of us affected by 
the governments economic policies, in 
this fight against inflation. 

The Day of Protest will be assembIl- 
ed at 12 noon at the JFK building and 
march through downtown Boston to 
the Boston Common for a rally at 2

sensibility in politics, how it pursues and 
realizes its aims through explicit policy 
instruments, the role of the families, 
clubs, boardrooms, the methods and 
limits of leadership, and so on. A promis- 
ing starting point for such analysis might 
be the so-called Bilderberg Group, too lit- 
tle heard of. 
* 


The Bilderberg Group is named for the 
Ostend hotel in which it met for the first 
time in 1954 to reflect upon the rise of Joe 
McCarthy. Promptly upon this group’s 
reaching the view that MeCarthyism 
menaced basic Atlantic Community in- 
terests, Eisenhower removed his protec- 
tion, the Senators unsheathed their 
céremonial knives, and McCarthy was an- 
nihilated. 

The Bilderbergers since 1954 have met 
regularly twice a year, once here, once in 
Europe, to reflect on similarly momentous 
issues from the standpoint of the instant 
crisis and the needs of the elite big 
bourgeoisie of the Euro-American North 
Atlantic, the multinational corporation, 
the cause of economic integration, global 
specialization of labor, neo-Smithian 
progressive capitalism, Free Trade, One 
World, the American Century. The world 
_ of the Yankees. ; 

The first meeting was called by Chase 
Manhattan/David Rockefeller on the 
American side and Prince Bernhard of the 


Netherlands and Royal-Dutch Shell on 


the European. A glittery assortment of 
attendees represented the cream of the 
cream of the NATO and Marshall Plan 
elite with big sprinkles of mostly Eastern, 
mostly liberal congressmen. Among the 
more visible operatives the key familiar 
faces are those of Harriman, Vance, Ball, 
and Clifford. Each meeting generates a 
public statement of little apparent con- 
sequence which with a list of attendees is 
read into the record before an empty 
house by one who was proud to have been 
invited that time. 

Am I saying that the Bilderberg Group 
engineered Nixon’s crisis of crises? I’m 
not that audacious. I’m saying only that 


exclusively from coalition at the power 
level of the Bilderberg Group could an 
effective, practical move to block Nixon’s 
rampant Cowboyism be articulated. So 
something like Bilderberg (Creep, its 
rightwing counterpart, also has private 
sides) might tie into the appropriate 
political wing of the CIA. And there I 
think we would find McCord. 
* 

To speculate on the larger outlines of 
the relationships, imagine McCord at his 
station in, say, 1969. To him comes 
someone the likes of Ball or Clifford, tefl- 
ing in so many words the folowing tale. 

“The murder of Bobby Kennedy proved 
that the Cowboys will not surrender 
through the electoral process the state 
power they came into in 1963 upon their 
man Johnson’s assumption of the crown. 

“Till then, everything was coming back 
under control. Bobby’s victory was all but 
guaranteed by the laws of history. The 
Southern usurper. would have been turned 
out peaceably. Secrets would have been 
kept. The Eastern kingdom would have 
restored its provisional] sovereignty, 
secure in its alliance with West Europe 
and Japan. The next four years of Viet- 
nam would not be about to take place. 

“But it was all cut off by Bobby’s 
murder. The black-white, middle class- 
working class coalition so mysteriously 
impossible for any other politician to form 
came apart the day after. Johnson openly 
shunted Texas Democrats and their 
money to Nixon. 

“This obliges us,’’ continues Ball- 
Clifford to McCord, “‘to treat with Nixon 
and the rest of the Cowboys in the only 
way that could work, through counter- 
espionage.” 

This is where I think McCord comes in. 
Where indeed was the mighty Nixon 
vulnerable if not through his strength, 
namely, the secret group around him. 
McCord’s assignment must have been to 
penetrate this circle, learn (and tape) 
whatever he could about the powers 
behind it and the structure of the com- 
mand chain linking it to Nixon and the 
Miami-Dallas-LA group behind him. 
“Then at the right moment one finds a 
way to kick the small rock that leaves the 
big rock free to roll.” 


Sometime in 1971 then McCordteft the 
CIA, went through who knows what 
preparations, was interviewed by young, 
vain, inexperienced, self-flattering White 
House impudent John W. Dean 3rd, who 
welcomed him aboard the good ship Nix- 
on’s inner circle as the overseer of all (') of 
its security requirements. 

What about the timing of the v. 
episodes? 

The appearances suggest that the 
Watergate trap was originally timed to 
help the Democrats in the last election, 
but that when McGovern’s convention 
victory sewed things up for Nixon, Yankee 
leadership was persuaded to put 
Watergate on hold. Cowboy Democrats 
on Wright Patman’s Banking and 
Finance Committee joined with 
Republicans last October in closing off 
Patman’s move to hold public hearings in 
time for the election. But one senses that 
not even the Kennedy liberals were finally. 
that enthusiastic about igniting the issue. 
So it might have helped McGovern, what 
would that have meant for the Senator's 
evident plans for °76? Certainly the 
McGovern campaign made no real effort 
to mske Watergate look serious. 

Why did McCord move just now? 

Several years ago most leading Yankees 
came to see further struggle for military 
victory in Vietnam as being against their 
larger interest in smooth, harmonious 
relations with industrial Europe and 
Japan (Phoenix 8/29/72, 12/19/72, and 
2/6/73). Nixon on the contrary speaks for 
the political group which has most im- 
placably insisted upon having and win- 
ning the war, the Cowboy group, the 
Goldwaters and Reagans and Ashes and 
Mitchells. His campaign catchphrase 
“peace with honor” was flourished as a 
concession to war weariness but remained 
the slogan of the party of victory through 
firepower. 

Invariably the pattern in the Vietnam 
war is for an all but universal pseudo- 
pacifism ("peace with honor’) to rise up 
in the year of presidential elections. The 
election happens, the war party wins, a 
few months pass, then suddenly we run 
into yet another quantum jump in the 
strategic and political, indeed the 
philosophical and historical, horizons of 


the war. 

In this perspective Nixon’s peace 
diplomacy of late October (the Kissinger 
“peace is at hand” speech) differed from 
the previous war-partypacifism only in be- 
ing more immodest. We have no reason to 
regard Nixon as having had, ever, the 
furthest intention of abandoning what 
Cowboys define as basic American in- 
terests in Vietnam. 

Kissinger’s April 23 speech laid the for- 
mal basis for the resumption of hostilities 
at whatever level Nixon would choose. 
When K. said that North Vietnam had 
“systematically and cynically broken 
every one of the major Paris accords,” he 
defined the moral space in which Nixon 
might easily have materialized the next 
night, looking grave, to tell us that there 
was after all no dealing with the Com- 
munists and like it or not the time had 
come to go back to Hanoi, this time with 
nukes, and get the job over once and for 
all where you can start forgetting — John 
Wayne’s program. 

Why nukes? 

The purpose of the terror bombing was 
to force the Vietnamese to force their 
government to sue for peace. Since this 
purpose was not achieved, the one serious 


military option still open to Nixon is to 


eliminate altogether the government that 
will not sue for peace so that from its ruins 
a more usable one might be formed. One 
way to destroy a government is to destroy 
the capital. The way to do that is to use 
nukes on Hanoi. Who can say it is beyond 
Nixon’s powers? Beyond his mind? 

Can’t we see the fragments of such a 
plan already in place? Kissinger’s speech, 
the constant bombing “in Cambodia,” 
the stab into Laos — all coming off the 
freedom supposedly conferred upon his 
policy apparatus by the landslide defeat 
of McGovern. 

Indeed, the only serious political 
obstacle to another escalation is 
Watergate. We may find that McCord 
moved in March in order to disgrace Nix- 
on politically and so make it harder for 
him to escalate the war back to its old 
limits and beyond. As my one friend from 
Coral Gables has it, ‘‘Watergate 
Waterloo. Let’s see how well Nixon 
retreats from Moscow.”

“The Jewish community is very con- 
cerned with this course. We know that 
people in the course were involved in the 
demonstration against Golda Meir when 
she appeared at Brandeis. This is not ob- 
jectivity. It is part of a propaganda war. 

“We object to the context of the 
criticism. The course supports the actions 
of terrorists and objects to the existence of 
Israel as a nation-state. We feel that the 
life of Israel is at stake.” 

Brown added that the Tufts ad- 
ministration had given the petitioners “a 
sympathetic response.” 

The future existence of ‘‘Zionism 
Reconsidered”’ is indeed problematic. 
Although Dean Harleston has issued a 
statement supporting the academic stan- 
dards of the course he says, “All aspects of 
the course will be reviewed. It just isn’t 
clear what will happen in the future. 
We're learning from this. It- will be 
seriously looked at before it is given 
again. 

Blatt has decided to reapply to teach 
again next semester and his proposal will 
undoubtedly receive special considera- 
tion. 

Thus far his course has been given more 
of a work-out than “Bridget Loves Ber- 
nie,” the vapid TV situation comedy 
about intermarriage which has been 
cancelled because of official Jewish 
pressure. 

Among those who disagree with the 
Jewish establishment’s assessment of the 
Tufts’ course is Diana Bell, a student in 
the class. Diana Bell is head of the Tufts 
United Jewish Appeal campaign and says

saying is free to speak up,” she says.

She was particularly peeved at the 
Jewish Defense League. ‘None of the JDL 
people knew what was taught in the class. 
They don’t know the subject.” 

MIT professor Noam Chomsky, an 
observer of Mideast affairs, feels that a 
paramount issue involved in the teaching 
of the controversial course is that of free 
speech. “I would assume that any respec- 
table university would disregard pressure 
like this,” he said. 

“It has been difficult for me or anyone 
else who is critical to have their views 
heard on the subject. There has been an 
effective curtailment of public discussion 
and debate. 

“Historically, the right wing of the 
Zionist movement has been concentrated 
in America. The Zionist community here 
is close to and reflects the chauvinist and 
right wing elements in Israel. There has 
been less debate here than in Israel and 
that is a very limited range. 

“In my own case I have found it dif- 
ficult to find outlets for publication of my 
views on the Mideast. My last published 
piece appeared in the Holy Cross Univer- 
sity alumni magazine. 

“It is unhealthy that there be con- 
straints on public discussion. It is not 
helpful for Israel or the Arabs or for 
peace.” 

Marty Blatt, like an itinerant shtetl 
scholar, attempted to carry his course to 
other teaching institutions. He applied for 
a position in the Boston Center of Adult 
Education and was soon placed in the 
catalogue. The news spread fast and the 
representatives of the Jewish 
organizations appeared in the office of 
Sidney Smith, the director of the Boston 
Center, to express their disapproval. 

The course was subsequently cancelled 
but, according to Smith, not because of 
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outside pressure. ‘““There were not enough 
people enrolled,” he said. ‘““There wasn’t 
sufficient public interest. Unfortunately 
we have to cancel courses all the time. We 
shouldn’t haveoffered it if wethought there 
wasn’t interest. We’re sorry it didn’t go.” 

Blatt, informed of the inadequate 
registration for “Zionism Reconsidered” 
offered to cut his salary in order to con- 
tinue the course. Smith refused. Blatt 
said Smith told him, ‘‘We don’t do it that 
way.” It seems that Marty was primarily 
the victim of bureaucratic custom at the 
Boston Center. However, Blatt feels this 
reveals another repressive effort on the 
part of the mainline groups. 


The Non-Jewish Jew 


' Marty Blatt, although he might deny it, 
is but the latest embodiment of a Jewish 
tradition, that of the non-Jewish Jew. 
Isaac Deutscher, the Marxist historian 
who was trained for the rabbinate as a 
boy, provides a definition, ‘““The Jewish 
heretic who transcends Jewry belongs to a 
Jewish tradition.”” This tradition encom- 
passes those living on the political or 
cultural margins of society who reject 
Jewry as confining and archaic and seek 
fulfillment through universal ideals. 

Marty’s early attitude towards Israel 
was marked by ambiguity. “I always had 
problems with Israel. I didn’t think about 
it or else I was confused about it,” he says. 

His main interest in college was New 
Left activity and opposition to the war in 
Vietnam. 

In the fall of 1971, he met Uri ail: the 


Israeli radical, who had been recently re- - 


jected from graduate school at Brandeis 
by the administration there on political 
grounds. Uri provided him with some key 
insights about Israel and a new direction. 
“T was impressed that this was an Israeli 
paci.ist and radical,” says Blatt. “From 
there it just developed.” 

Last summer he travelled to Israel to 
see for himself. “I went to Israel and while 


there I spoke with draft resisters and con- 
scientious objectors. I also attended the 
trial of Giyora Neumann, an Israeli draft 
resister.’’ The trial was an epiphany for 
Marty. “The trial took place in Jaffa in a 
building which had been an Arab home. It 
was now a military court. The military 
personnel were packing the courtroom 
with soldiers to create a hostile crowd. 
One witness trying to get inside was 
grabbed around the neck by an MP and 
threatened with arrest. This really got me 
thinking.” 

Since his return from Israel, motivated 
by what he saw there,,Blatt has been an 
active non-Zionist. 

This is the most intense connection 
with Israel or Judaism that he has main- 
tained. If not for his disillusion with Israel 
he would have joined with the majority of 
the young Jewish generation in assimila- 
tion and religious lethargy. One of Mar- 
ty’s close political friends told me, “In a 
way this is my most Jewish activity. I only 
responded before in a negative way.” 

Rather than ignoring the Jewish tradi- 
tion Marty is now engaged in battling the 
orthodox secularist wing of it. He has 
begun to place the reigning Jewish sym- 
bols into a different cosmology, ““What do 
you do because of the holocaust? Israel is 
one big insurance policy for American 
Jews. They think that after another 
holocaust they’ll have a place to go. It’s 
sad and unrealistic. Their conclusion is 
Zionism. Mine is socialism and inter- 
nationalism.” 

The established organizations are try- 
ing to enforce their view of what history 
should look like 25 years after the es- 
tablishment of the state of Israel. 
However, the creation of the Zionist state 
did not bring about the end of history for 
Jews. Non-Jewish Jews, insistent critics 
of partial solutions, keep appearing. This 
was all in the original seed; Israel, as 
everyone agrees, is a Jewish state and was 
not immaculately conceived. 


‘Blatt’s Position on Zionism 


Is the assessment of Marty Blatt’s 
views of the major Jewish groups ac- 
curate? Here Blatt briefly offers some 
comments so that Phoenix readers 
may judge for themselves: 

On terrorism: The Black September 
actions reflect their position of extreme 
hopelessness and despair. I condemn 
their actions in Khartoum or Cyprus. I 
also condemn the Israeli government 


terror in their recent raids into. 


Lebanon, for instance. A double stan- 
dard should not be applied. Criticizing 
one while exonerating the other is self- 
serving and hypocritical. 

On a possible solution in the 
Mideast: A solution in the Middle 
East would involve correcting the ine- 
quities inherent in Zionism, and a 
general socialist revolution in the area. 
That means revolution in Israel and in 
the Arab states. This would create con- 
ditions where there would be equal 
rights for all. A multinational socialist 
society would replace the current 
situation in Israel of privilege for one 


group. 

On the obligations of the 
American Jews: American Jewry and 
the United States government are the 
financial props of -Israel. American 
Jews should free themselves from the 
dominant myths they receive in the 
press, the synagogues and temples. 
They would then understand the dis- 
possession of Palestinians that took 
place, cease to support the militarism 
and expansionism of the Israeli govern- 
ment, and lend support to the emerg- 
ing progressive forces inside Israel 
itself. 

A fuller discussion of the issues rais- 
ed by Marty Blatt will take place on 


Monday, May 7, at 7:30, in Hayden 
Hall, Boston University. There David 
Deitch, the former Globe columnist, 
will moderate a distinguished and con- 
troversial panel that will include Eqbal 
Ahmed, of the University of Chicago, 
and acquitted defendent in the 
“Kissinger Kidnapping” trial, who will 
speak on “US Involvement in the 
Mideast;” Immanuel Farjoun, a con- 
tributor to the new book, The Other 
Israel, and a member of the radical 
Israeli group, Matzpen, speaking 
about ‘Alternatives in the Mideast;” 
Robert Langston, a political analyst, 
on “A Critique of Zionism;” and an as 
yet-to-be-named Arab speaker on 
“Arab Nationalism and Palestinian 
Resistance.” The discussion is spon- 
sored by the May 15th Coalition, of 
which Marty Blatt is an active 
member. 

On the same day — May 7 — the 
Greater Boston Jewish community will 
celebrate the 25th anniversary of the 
establishment of the state of Israel 
with a program at 8 p.m. at the Music |. 
Hall. 

The aduience will also be treated to 
a 3-screen, multi-media, sight-and- 
sound production on Israel’s establish- 
ment and development. 

U.S. Senator Edward M. Kennedy 
and Edward W. Brooke. will be 
featured speakers. 

Greetings from the Israeli govern- 
ment will be delivered by Shimshon 
Inbal, Consul General of Israel.

ford the loss of a day’s pay to seek medical 
care than they can afford what it costs to 
get and stay healthy. 

“These people shouldn’t have to face a 
situation of having to decide whether 
health care or the paycheck counts more a 
week when they’re ill. We’re trying to help 
these people whose only asset is their 
health, so we make it possible for them to 
come in at night and not lose that day’s 
pay. And we offer them comprehensive 
care they wouldn’t be able to pay for if 
they had to go to a hospital emergency 
room or a private specialist.” 

The Evening Clinic operates services 


from 5:30 to 7 p.m. Monday, Wednesday - 


and Thursday, including general medical, 
family planning and gynecology. Within 
the next six months the clinic hopes to ex- 
pand services to Tuesday evenings, and 


within the next year to include daytime 
medically oriented programs. 

“We had a little extra money lately,” 
Dr. Cohen said, ‘So we've been able to 


open more departments.’ Specialty 
clinics in operation now are: 
Monday evenings: orthopedic, 


podiatry, dermatology, urology and psy- 
chiatry. 

Wednesday evenings: ear, nose and 
throat, eye (by appointment), surgical, 
dermatology, and psychiatry. 

Thursday evenings: allergy, cancer 
detection, (by appointment), and psy- 
chiatry. 

Along with its health service, the clinic 
has been able to maintain a tradition of 
research. The National Health Institute 
gave Boston Evening Clinic a four-year, 
$100,000 grant to study psychiatric 


programs. Many other grants have been 
given to the clinic since its inception in 
1927 for research projects. 

The total yearly number of patients 
treated by the evening clinic has in- 
creased from 1,000 in 1927 to about 12,000 
last vear. Patients come from all parts of 
the surrounding area to the corner of 
Commonwealth and Hereford for 
Healing-After-Dark. People using the 
clinic today receive medical care that has 
improved vastly since 1927, but one part 
of the clinic experience hasn’t changed 
much over the*years. Dr. Cohen is still ac- 
tive in the management of the clinic, and 
I guess it can be safely predicted that he'll 
see to it that Boston Evening Clinic has 
the funds to continue offering comprehen- 
sive private health care in a clinic situa- 
tion. A new fund raising campaign seek- 
ing “angels” for the clinic has just begun. 

just keep begging,” he said. 
“We've been begging for 46 years, and 
we’re not too proud to keep doing it when 
we know what the results of clinic care 
can be.”

Burgess, “is that those who have been 
raped must be crying or hysterical. The 
reality is that nearly half of the women in 
our experience have been calm, under 
control, even composed. Many could dis- 
cuss what had happened: Almost a fifth of 
them were very verbal. Many women, 
though, just want to forget it, completely 
suppress it. About 20 percent of them 
would simply substitute one feeling for 
another. For instance, a number of 
women will laugh, say something fun- 
ny—just use it as a defense mechanism. 
You can imagine, though, if a cop sees 
anyone with a smile... 

“Most of the women are receptive to 
counselling. One said, ‘It’s good to talk to 
someone who doesn’t blame the victim, 
but instead gives her support.’ In many 
instances, though, follow-up counselling 
after a day or so is not so good. There 
seems to be a withdrawal period that’s 
necessary for many. After six months, 
many women are willing to get together i in 
small groups to talk about it.” 

The degree to which most 
women—even those who do 
prosecute—are reluctant to talk about 
their experience can be illustrated by the 
fact that the media generally find it easier 
to talk to sex offenders than their victims. 
Marilyn Salenger, a reporter for WNAC- 
TV, had to journey to Philadelphia to 
speak with victims for a recent series on 
rape in Boston. (Philadelphia received a 
federal National Institute for Mental 
Health grant last year to coordinate a 
rape counselling program.) 


The Victim as Victim 


The stigma that society still attaches to 
rape victims accounts for much of the

reluctance to declare the crime, much less 
talk about it. “You know,” said one 
woman lawyer, “‘there’s always that 
suspicion that she egged the guy on. 
Besides, in many quarters it is considered 
a major character flaw to have been 
raped. Once you’ve come forward, it’s like 
you were called before the House Un- 
American Activities Committee in the 
60s. You may not be a Commie, but why 
were you walking in that part of town that 
late at night anyway?” 

The victim isn’t the only one stained by 
the rape smear, though. The crime is 
generally viewed by people in prison as 
beyond the pale, too. Sex offenders have 
habitually been the low men in the prison 
pecking order. “But you can’t leave out 
the jury, too,” explains one lawyer who 
has witnessed a few rape cases. “The jury 
has to listen in to something they can’t 


deal with anyway. They have their own: 


hangups. They’re made to feel like 
voyeurs or at least parties to a character 
assassination.” 

While “character assassination” may 
_be too crude a term for the defense at- 
torney’s effort, it does indicate to the 
woman what to expect if she decides to 
prosecute. ““There are only two defenses to 
rape,” one Cambridge lawyer explained. 
“Either the guy wasn’t there or the 
woman consented. If the guy was there, 
you have to convince the jury that the 
woman consented.” 

Convincing a jury that the woman 
didn’t consent is getting harder all the 
time, according to Joseph Laurano, a 
lawyer in District Attorney Garrett 
Byrne’s office. “Up to 1965, I’d say our 
rate of conviction was close to 100 per- 
cent. Since that time, the rate has 
dropped to 50 percent or below. In this 
day of accepted permissiveness, the jury 


looks into the question of consent 
differently. The line between what we call 
‘delightful persuasion’ and rape is pretty 
thin.’’ It is in this area that the examining 
physician’s findings become crucial. “‘In- 
juries around private parts, the presence 
of sperm in the vagina. All this scientific 
evidence is important,” notes Laurano. 

Also very important is the length of 
time that passes between the attack and 
the call to the police. The law itself does 
not specify how long is too long, but the 
principle of “fresh complaint’ is a signifi- 
cant factor in establishing credibility. 
And “that’s really all it comes down to,” 
said one Boston patrolman. “It’s the 
man’s word against the woman’s.”’ 


The Law 


Whoever ravishes and carnally knows a 
female by force and against her will shall 
be punished by imprisonment in the state 
prison for life or for any term of 
years—Massachusetts General Laws An- 
notated, Chapter 265, Section 22. 

That’s the law. The key words, of 
course, are against her will. It is difficult 
to prove. “In many cases,” Laurano 
reveals, “‘the defendant pleads guilty to 
assault with intent to rape when there is 
not enough evidence to convict for rape.” 
The maximum penalty in this case is 10 
years. ‘‘Assault with intent’’ is dis- 
tinguished from attempted rape which 
calls for the same punishment as that 
proscribed for rape. If there is not even 
sufficient evidence to warrant a felony 
charge, a defendant may be convicted of 
simple assault and battery. 

“You must remember,” says Ann 
Burgess, ‘‘that the law looks at rape as a 
crime against the state, not the person. 
The victim is subpoenaed to testify as a 
witness to the crime. She has to testify. 
The defendant doesn’t”

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BRA to Resurrect Park Plaza

The Boston Redevelopment Authority 
(BRA) will submit its newest proposal 
package for the Redevelopment of the 
Park Square - Downtown area (‘Park 
Plaza”) within a fortnight. 

The BRA’s upcoming push for the Park 
Plaza may also lead to a legislative floor 
fight later this year over a bill considered 
vital to the project’s financing. 

The new submission will mark the 
BRA’s third attempt in the last year to get 
state approval for its $266-million 
proposal. Two previous attempts were re- 
jected by the state’s Department of Com- 
munity Affairs (DCA), which found the 
BRA plans failed to meet state standards. 

Former DCA Commissioner Miles 
Mahoney resigned at Gov. Francis 
Sargent’s request in a dispute over the 
project Last March. He was replaced by 
Lewis Crampton, who may well make the 
decision. 

Sargent’s office said at the time that 


Crampton would soon be replaced and 
would probably not rule on the project. 


Crampton himself said last week that if 


the new proposal is similar to the earlier 
ones he will not review it. 

“IT suspect they will find someone else to 
deal with this,’ said Crampton. “If the 
proposal is radically changed, though, 
there remains the possibility I might rule 
on it.” 

Crampton would not say what he 
meant by a “radical change’”’ in the BRA 
plans. 

Crampton has told associates recently 
that if he does rule on Park Plaza he will 
be looking for two things in particular: an 
environmental impact statement, which 
he would turn over to the state’s Secretary 
of Environmental Affairs, and a 
guarantee that the Combat Zone on lower 
Washington St. would be developed. 

BRA plans for Park Plaza .call for 
redevelopment first in the Park Square 


area and later in the Combat Zone. In its 
two previous rejections of those plans, the 
DCA said there was no real guarantee the 
Combat Zone would ever be renewed. 

Last week the BRA suffered a setback 
in its Park Plaza plans when a bill con- 
sidered vital to the Plaza’s finances 
remained bottled up in a legislative com- 
mittee. The bill, $4066, would allow ur- 
ban renewal authorities like the BRA to 
sell bonds and then turn over the proceeds 
to private developers. The BRA’s plans 
* Park Plaza call for a $120 million bond 
sale. 

After a public hearing on the bill last 
week, the legislature’s Urban Affairs com- 
mittee recommended handing it over to a 
study committee. Precisely what that 
means is an open question; the bill may 
still surface on the floor this year. 

“T’m sure that the BRA is going to fight 
for 4066,” said state Rep. Barney Frank 
(D-Back Bay) last week. “My guess is 


they've already got the Senate leadership 
with them. I don’t know about the 
House.”’ 

“This’ll be a long session,” said Frank. 
“T think they’ve got to December.” 

An outspoken critic of Park Plaza, 
Frank actually filed the bili for the BRA 
last December. He hadn’t read it; when 
he did, he declared his opposition to it. 

The BRA decided to rewrite the bill in 
early April. The new draft — all eleven 
pages of it — didn’t get delivered to the 
Urban Affairs committee until shortly 
before the hearing last Tuesday. 

Most of those testifying at that hearing 
asked for more time to study the bill. 

DCA Commr. Crampton didn’t shdw 
up, but sent a message suggesting the bill 
be studied more carefully. 

“I thought the damn thing should stay 
in committee and not go whistling 
ee: Crampton said last Wednes-

I'd spent the week as a guest at the 
Kent State Creative Arts Festival and 
then been driven to Cleveland by poet 
Robert Creeley, who was returning to Buf- 
falo, where he is in residence this 


semester, and Jack Clarke, who also 
teaches at Buffalo. It had been a high- 
energy experience for four straight days 
and we were not quite ready to wind down 
just yet. Creeley had been up the entire 
night before engaged in a marathon con- 
versation with Fielding Dawson and we 
had only late in the morning ac- 
complished the extinction of the last case 
of Rolling Rock furnished by the Universi- 
ty for the week. When we entered the lob- 
by of the Hollenden House to find it full of 
Red Sox personnel and players it occurred 
to me that someone should perhaps 
manufacture buttons that read “I AM A 
FAMOUS POET” for such occasions 
because, I realized, whatever our condi- 
tion might in fact be, in external 
appearance we looked (a) unshaven, (b) 
unwashed, and (c) drunk, and if after 
three years of association the Red. Sox are 


only beginning to acclimate themselves to ° 


me, it was clear from the stares we were 
getting that everyone concerned was 
utterly convinced that I had quickly 
struck up a friendship with a couple of 
bums out on the street and invited them 
in for a drink. Not to disappoint anyone, I 
sent the bellhop to my room with my bags 
and dispatched Creeley and Clarke in the 
direction of the bar while I sorted out a 
few matters of protocol and itinerary with 


Jack Rogers, the Sox’ Traveling 
Secretary. It was Good Friday. 

The Sox had been on the skids, losing a 
-game in New York on Sunday and four 
straight to the.geriatric Tigers at Fenway 
during the week, running an undefeated 
record into a 4-5 one going into Cleveland. 
On my way to the bar I spotted a few of 
the players in the coffee shop, and 
couldn’t resist a bit of repartee, par- 
ticularly since in certain segments of the 
ball club my presence is barely tolerated. 

Carl Yastrzemski was having a cup of 
coffee with Rico Petrocelli when I ap- 
proached them. “You mothers had better 
be glad to see me,” I said. ““You were 4 
and 0 when I left.”” Yastrzemski laughed. 
“Better stick around,” someone said 
behind me. I turned around and it was 
Spaceman Lee. After a few minutes of 
conversation—since it was a 6 o'clock 
game no one was interested in a drink—I 
headed for the bar. 


Now, I mention this primarily because 
not thirty seconds later, halfway to the 
bar, I ran into a relatively large Indian 
with intricately braided hair whom I 
recognized to be Russell Means. It turned 
out that he was staying at the hotel too, 
and it was all rapidly turning into some 
sort of surreal movie. Carl Yastrzemski 


and Bill Lee and Russell Means and 
Robert Creeley. The possibilities were in- 
finite. If the Creature from the Black 
Lagoon had strolled in off Euclid Avenue 
at that moment I wouldn’t have batted an 
eyelash.

Means leaned across the table with a 
piercing look in his eye. “I don’t unders- 
tand you, man.” He didn’t say ‘White 
Man.” He didn’t have to. “What the 
fuck,” he glowered, “are you talking 
about?” 

Russell Means took leave of our party 
shortly -thereafter. ‘That,’ a _nearly- 
obliterated Creeley kep mumbling, “‘is 
The Man. That is The Man.” 

All of which only begins to explain why 
I had a hangover.

.Wounded Knee—by a score of 3-2. It was 
one of those games that shouldn’t have 
even been that close, as the Indians 
battered Marty Pattin with impunity un- 
til Eddie Kasko at long last mercifully 
yanked him, and was highlighted in the

main by the fact that the Sox runs came 
on two spectacular home runs. One, by 
Wounded Knee—meaning the designated 
hitter, not the one in South Dakota—was 
remarkable in that Cepeda hit the 
daylight out of the baseball; it traveled 
about eighty miles, and he hit another one 
nearly as far that somehow stayed in the 
ball park. The other, by Benjy Oglivie, in 
his first game in the starting lineup, was 
an incredible 9-iron shot, not only in tra- 


jectory but in the fact that had the ball 
been laying in a fairway it would have 
been closer to the strike zone than this one 
was. 

The other highlight of the game came 
when Tommy Harper, running at third 
base, cleverly edged off base on a smash 
back to first just enough to draw a throw 
home from Chris Chambliss. Harper ex- 
ecuted it so well, in fact, that he actually 
did draw the throw to the plate and then, 


like a moth chasing a 50-watt bulb, 
followed it there, arriving in time to be 
out by something in excess of 15 feet, 
damn betcha.

So now it was six straight losses after 
That Start. Fortunately I'd only had to 
suffer through one of them, and in truth 
save for glancing at the papers, so much 
had been happening during the week that 
I hadn’t paid a great deal of attention dur- 
ing the Detroit Debacle.

Since Dorn, Creeley, and Dawson had 
all been at Black Mountain together 
twenty years ago, Brakhage, McClure and 
myself were all from Kansas (where Dorn 
and Creeley both briefly taught), and 
Brown, Bialy, Creeley, Dorn, and I lived 
or had lived in Massachusetts, nearly 
everyone more or less knew one another, 
there was a rather indelible sense of a 
family reunion about the whole week. 
Between getting off on each others’ 
presentations — there were readings, lec- 
tures, a showing of Brakhage’s films, a 
production of McClure’s play Spider Rab- 
bit, concerts, etc.—it seemed we were all 
getting off on each other, to say nothing of 
the response of the students who had, 
after all, paid for the whole thing. It was, 
in a word, fantastic.

In McClure’s play the lead character, 
Spider Rabbit himself, is a grotesque 
caricature of a children’s entertainer 
whose most-repeated line is “H/! I’m 
Spider Rabbit,”’ and by week’s end it.

nothing else. At least that’s why we were 
still babbling that when we got to 
Cleveland and Robert Creeley spotted 
Luis Tiant through a window and, smil- 
ing, velped “HI!”

So it was Saturday morning and I was 
hung over and even THINGS TO DO IN 
CLEVELAND was out of service. 
Ultimately, Lee, John Kennedy, and, for 
as long as he could stand it, Wilfred 
Siebert, conducted our own version of 
things to do in Cleveland, touring the city 
in search of shoe stores (there is nothing in 
Cleveland but shoe stores) and pet shops. 
Spaceman had decided to buy a bunny 


rabbit with which to honor Easter Sunday 
in case he was called in to pitch; he 
proposed to intimidate the Indian hitters 
by producing a live rabbit from under his 
cap on the mound. Unfortunately—or 
perhaps fortunately—the one store we 
found that actually carried rabbits was 
fresh out of bunnys. Kennedy suggested 
that Lee buy a hamster instead.

an eyewitness, it falls on the victim to 
convince the jury that she is telling the 
truth. On that principle, there can hardly 
be any argument. And it’s difficult to con- 
struct a serious argument on con- 
stitutional grounds that would force the 
defendant to testify (many times he does 
anyway). There can be argument, 
however, on the question of just how far a 
defense attorney can go in impugning the 
credibility, integrity and character of the 
alleged victim. Although it might be 
stretching it a bit to suggest, as one 


lawyer did, that juries tend to think “‘if a 


woman isn’t a virgin and she doesn’t go to 
church every Sunday, then she seduced 
the man,” it isn’t stretching it that far. 
The victim is on trial. While the subject 
of her virginity, or lack thereof, has been 
ruled inadmissable by itself to impeach a 
victim’s credibility (Commonwealth vs. 
‘Gardner — 1966), the same case admitted 
“general reputation for unchastity” as a 


suitable line of inquiry. 

To many women who have decided to 
prosecute, the cross-examination by the 
defense attorney is the ne plus ultra of 
how the law works to exact its full 
measure of frustration and rage. “The 
woman is up there on the stand being 
assaulted again,” contends a woman 
lawyer. ‘Before she had to defend herself 
physically, now she has to defend herself 
verbally. It’s not hard for a very sharp 
lawyer to make mush out of her.” 


The Court Procedure 


The court procedure itself is enough to 
make mush out of most people. The first 
step is the District Court, where a 
preliminary hearing is held before a judge 
to determine if there is enough evidence to 
possibly support a guilty verdict. At the 
District Court level, there is no jury, but 
the defense attorney does cross examine 
the victim. “This is where a line of attack 
is planned,” explained the woman lawyer. 
It’s also where a good defense attorney 
will attempt to discover discrepancies in 
the victim’s account. 

If the presiding judge does find 


“probable cause,” the case goes to the 
Superior Court grand jury: This is a 
veritable breather for the woman because 
the grand jury hearing is closed and there 
is no cross examination. The jury merely 
hears evidence from the Commonwealth 
and either indicts the defendant or 
doesn’t. If an indictment is returned, the 
final step is Superior Court before a judge 
and jury (unless the defendant waives the 
right to one). Once again, the public is in- 
vited and once again the woman is subject 
to cross-examination by the defense. It is 
also here that the defense puts its case on 
the stand though not necessarily the 
defendant. 

“You ask why women choose not to go 
through it,” the woman lawyer echoes. 
“Three different court appearances, two 
of them in open session, questions that are 
meant to drag her through the mud, ex- 
pose her to everybody, and then maybe 
the jury decides that her attitude isn’t 
right or her skirt is too short. 

“I think it’s amazing sometimes that 
women do prosecute for rape.”

Ice cream weather is upon us. In preparation for this season, the 
Brigham’s people have been laboring all winter to remodel their ice 
cream, sandwich and candy parlour in Central Square near the Cam- 
bridge “A” Post Office. It is a completely different place now: no 
longer the usual Brigham’s creme-on-creme dull decor, the new look 
is brilliant with colors. 

Three colors, to be exact: red, white and blue. It seems that Betsy 
Ross knew her marketing psychology, for these three strong primary 
colors have become dominant in advertisements of all kinds. The new 
Brigham’s must be something of a nadir, for literally everything is in 
these colors, from the menus, napkins and sugar bags, to the 
brilliant, swirling (dare | say psychedelic?) flowers that cover one 
wall, to the solid bands of red, white and blue on the other walls, to 
the white tables and even whiter chairs which look like they belong | 
on the lawn of a country home in an English movie, to the alternating 
sets of two blue and two red stools at the counter, to the dark blue un- 
iforms with white collars of the waitresses, replacing the dull brown 
ones they used to wear. 

The only exceptions to this scheme are three stained glass mar- 
quees, one which hangs over the take out area and says TAKE OUT, 
one over the candy counter which says CANDY, and one over the 
sandwich counter which says SANDWICHES. The first two are 
amber, and the other is rose. 

A young woman.who accompanied us on our first visit to the new’ 
Brigham’s used to be a waitress there and theorized that all the color 
and motion was supposed to excite people into buying more and more 
ice cream. We did find the place stimulating, though it was more the 
bright afternoon sunlight that was allowed in through the large win- 
dows (the most brilliant effect, we thought) that made us feel good. 
The theory seems sound enough; it is not unlike the used car lots 
‘where strings of bare bright bulbs reflect on the shining hoods of im- 
‘perfect machines, giving the illusion that their luster will remain 
even when driven out of that particular wonderland. McLuhan was 
the one who said that commercials do not advertise products; they 
picture happiness, and identify the products with that particular ver- 
sion of what the good life is supposed to be. Such dazzling use of the 
old red, white and blue certainly does harken back to simpler ideas of 
joy, when the flag was as American as ice-cream. 

Brigham’s has a new menu, too, which is in use not only in the 
Central Square store, but everywhere i in Boston. It is an exceptional- 
ly attractive menu, with nice drawings, touches of humor, and a com- 
mon sense motto, which is “It’s harder to be sad when you're eating 
ice cream.” It reminded us of stories about soldiers far away from 
home during the second world war whose dreams of their return 
always involved a lot of ice cream. There is a funny stury printed in 
the menu, too, which is called The History of Jimmies, and goes like 
this: “Brigham’s jimmies, the little chocolate bits we sprinkle on 
your ice cream, originated in Pottstown, Pennsylvania in 1901, when 
Mrs. Constance Bartlett was preparing a dish of ice cream for each of 
her five children. Because it was her son James’ birthday, she grated 
part of a chocolate bar on top of his dish. The other four children 
wanted some, too, but his mother said, “No, it’s Jimmy’s.” Actually, 
nobody knows the origin of either the product or the name; but we 
think that’s as good a story as any.” 

We think so, too; it’s at least as good as a hot fudge sundae. 


The mail this week, like the weather, was unusually rich. Among 
the cards and letters that poured in like the objective showers of cor- 
relative April was the following report from our correspondent in 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania: 

“I went to see Joyce Carol Oates last night at the Carnegie Poetry 
Forum. She said it was only her second poetry reading, and it show- 
ed. She must be painfully shy and self-conscious about her own work; 
she has a very peculiar accent besides. She didn’t read very well, but 
as she prefaced each poem she came through with a lot more force 
and confidence.

“Sharing the bill with her was Daniel Haufman of Penn State — he 
is one of those professional speakers that strive for humor and human 
interest and make fools of themselves.

She almost fell asleep once and then 
directed long blinking gazes at the audience, her mind obviously a 
thousand miles away.

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Film: De Palma- Owed to Hitchcock

Brian De Palma is in his early thirties 
and has no less than seven feature films to 
his credit (including his most recent, 
Sisters, a horror film currently playing the 
Pi Alley). In the ten years since he began 
winning prizes, the director of such un- 
derground satires as Greetings and Hi, 
Mom! has been heralded as a major comic 
talent, a marginal independent 
schlockmeister, the hope of the new 
Hollywood, outer-than-out (with an un- 
released picture), and once again full of 
promise. None of it has spoiled him in the 
slightest, and De Palma comes on 
forthright and modest, unlike other in- 
cipient enfant terribles. 

As an undergraduate at Columbia in 
the early sixites, De Palma became in- 
terested in film, hocked his stereo and 
other valuables and bought himself a 
Bolex. His first two efforts were ‘‘long, 
pretentious disasters,’’ but Wotan’s 
Wake, “inspired by Caligari, only funnier, 
less heavy,” won acclaim at the Midwest 
Film Festival. It also won De Palma the 
Rosenthal Foundation Award for “the 
best film made by an American under 
25.” 

“You Seow, later on in Hollywood, I 
met two other Rosenthal winners, Vernon 
Zimmerman and Marty Scorese. It was a 
kind of reunion, although we’d never met. 
And here we all were in Hollywood, all in- 
volved with shelved projects, very much 
outside, with our Rosenthals. And now 
we’ve all made pictures for A.I.P.” 


De Palma’s particular donnybrook with. 


dream factory. moguls was over his 1971 
Get to Know Your Rabbit, starring Tom- 
my Smothers as an adman who drops out 
to become a magician. It co-starred Orson 
Welles, Katharine Ross, John Astin, and 
Allen Garfield, and it was never dis- 
tributed outside Los Angeles. Like much 
of. De Palma’s work, it was an offbeat 
comedy. “‘The problem,” he recollects, is 
that in comedy, in order to get things 
right, it is necessary to. reshoot a great 
deal. Not everything you try works the 
first time, and by watching the rushes, a 
director can restructure so that he can 
mold an effective comedy. Woody Allen 
works this way, and he is a master at it. 

_ “However, the business people don’t 
understand this. To them the idea of 
‘reshooting’ can only mean one thing — 
the director has made a mistake and has 
to correct it. Now I budget the time and 
money needed for reshooting in advance 
and I don’t think there’s anyone who 
shoots faster or more economically than I. 
I regard the picture as it now stands as

unfinished; it’s about 70% as I would want 
it. But that’s all part of working. Direc- 
ting is largely a matter of survival.” _- 

De Palma probably retains the greatest 
affection for Greetings, a wacky satire on 
the effects of the draft that seemed rueful- 
ly familiar and on-target to late sixties 
audiences. ‘‘Greetings is not too 
sophisticated, but in it I think I presented 
some contemporary political ideas in an 
entertaining form palatable to a mass 
audience, which I enjoyed doing. rr 
Greetings,, made for $43,000, remains a 
model of. an avant-garde success —.: it 
grossed over a million. 

His latest, Sisters, was inspired by a 
chilling photograph in Life magazine 
about a pair of Siamese twins. The cap- 
tion blithely noted that “doctors an- 
ticipated a possible need for psychiatric 
counselling,” De Palma intended the film 
who haven’t liked the film jump on just 
quite consciously as an “‘homage to the 
master, Alfred Hitchcock.” 


“I was interested in reinterpreting 
Hitchcock’s plot elements in my own way, 
in a different form. Hitchcock’s genius is 
that he deals with the most difficult of all 
genres and through a uniqueness of vision 
and image he makes it work. No one else 
has even come close. 

“In some respects, Sisters takes 
elements from Psycho and other 
Hitchcock films, although I’m after a 


different. kind of audience involvement. 


with my characters: Hit¢hcoc® 
traumatizes his audience by killing off his 


leading actress, where I tend to be more. 


detached, kid the conventions a bit. I like 
to work a thin line between satire and 
horror, and my style tries to blend comedy 
into the film in order to release the ten- 
sion. In a sense, I recognize the audience 
laughing at the conventions, and because 
we laugh at what is funny together, the 
terror can work. 

“T can tell that it works since the critics 
that aspect — they link my name to the 


opening satire of voyeuristic game shows 
and then get sucked into the trap laid for 
audience. But I think I play fair with the 
audience since the ominous overtones are 
there from the beginning. The prizes they 
win at the quiz show are the knives that 
turn out to be murder weapons.” 


Borrowing yet another leaf from 


Hitchcock, De Palma retained one of 


Hitch’s greatest collaborators, composer 
Bernard Hermann. De Palma claims that 
Hermann’s scary score (on two Moog syn- 
thesizers, a change of pace from the 
screaming violins of Psycho) has im- 
measurably improved his picture. **Work- 
ing with Hermann was the greatest mo- 
ment of my career. He'd even make 
suggestions about editing. Hermann 
doesn’t write those awful ‘song’ scores — 
he writes real, symphonic-type music. He 
was outraged when he saw what our 
original title sequence was going to be. 
‘You're not Hitchcock!’ he screamed. 
‘Hitchcock can let nothing happen for a 
while begause people know it's Hitchcock, 
and something is going to happen. You 
need to give them a reason to stay in the 
theater. I'll write you a theme that'll keep 
them waiting for it all to happen.’ And he 
did.” 

De Palma knew he wanted Hermann 
when his editor played one of Hermann's 
albums of Hitchcockian film scores 
behind a cut of their own film. “It was in- 
credible — to actually be knocked out by 
your own murder scene!” He only hopes 
that Hermann can also score his next. 
project, a ‘‘Vertigo-esque love comedy” 
called Deja Vu. ‘‘He’s approaching seven- 
ty and hasn’t been well. After all, his first 
film score was Citizen Kane." 


De Palma seems loose about his future. 
“I hope to get better as I get older. I don’t 
expect to be doing my best work for quite 
a few years yet. Success can really lay you 
_away in this business. One day you're told 
everything you do is wonderful; the next 
_day yowre told everything you do i is terri- 
“Ble. And if you’ve had an unreleased pit- 
ture in the can for six months, you're at 
the bottom, You have to realize that these 
forces have nothing whatever to do with 
the reality of what you are or how good 
you are. You talk to the veteran directors, 
_and mostly they hang on, they make films 
-about what they know, and they’re mostly 
not pretentious.” It’s a simple credo that 
Brian De Palma seems to follow himself.

SUCH A GORGEOUS KID LIKE 
ME. Directed by Francois Truffaut. 
With: Barnadette Lafont, Andre 
Dussollier, Charles Denner, Claude 
Brasseur. At the CINEMA- 
C2NEMA, Allston. 


With a title that marks the most 
peculiar approximation of American 
idiom since Sergio Leone’s Duck, You 
Sucker, Truffaut's new comedy is predic- 
tably well-made, predictably un- 
derstated, and — like that title — just a 
little bit off the mark. Even the most 
serious of Truffaut's past films have work- 
ed in an element of dry, subtle comedy 
somewhere along the way, but his un- 
diluted comedies always manage to im- 
merse themselves in such flimsy 
trivialities that they never outdistance 
their essentially lightweight form. Such A 
(rorgeous Kid Like Me is as pleasant as it 
is forgettable; despite the obvious polish 
to Truffaut's technique, it’s nowhere near 
a match for his Two English Girls (from 
which it marks a fairly violent stylistic 
departure), or for the best of his past 
work, 

For one thing, there’s the problem of 
point-of-view. We have here the story of 
Camille Bliss, a charming but utterly 


amoral creature (a lower-class French ver- 


sion of John Schlesinger’s Darling) who, 


after a most turbulent series of affairs, 
finds herself under lock and key. Her story 
is told via a series of flashbacks as she 
languishes in prison, and the vehicle for 
her flashbacks is a sociologist who pur- 
ports to be studying the criminal mentali- 
ty. She is utterly charming; he is in- 
evitably charmed. He ignores every possi- 
ble warning, even the pleas of his straight- 
laced secretary and girlfriend, who looks 
and behaves like a refugee from Two 
English Girls. When Camille presents 
him with some hand-made mittens, in 
gratitude for his smuggling in a limitless 
supply of peanuts, he remains smitten 
even after learning that the mittens are 
just one of the fruits of Camille’s incorrigi- 
ble larceny. Eventually, he gets what he’s 
come to deserve; in fact, the story turns 
out to have been his as much as Camille’s, 


with the her flashbacks all contained in - 


one long flashback about him. 

Anyway, the sociologist is played (by 
Andre Dussollier) in a line-for-line imita- 
tion of Jean-Pierre Leaud’s fumbling 
deadpan, and his point-of-view winds up 
dominating that of the audience, even 
though the film seems intent on balancing 
off the two contrasting characters. So the 
audience, like him, is trapped in a slack-

jawed voyeurism, a bit too stunned by the 
sheer effrontery of Camille to react freely 
to her. But even the sociologist’s point of 
view is incapable of sustaining itself all 
the way through, because by the end of 
the film we’ve begun to react to the con- 
fusing repetitiousness of Camille’s stories, 
while he remains under her curious spell. 


The ultimate response to all of this is one 
of mild confusion, especially since the 
screenplay employs the circuitous struc- 
ture of an eighteenth-century English 
novel. 

Camille may not entirely be the 
gorgeous kid she finally begins calling

herself, but she’s every inch the charmer 
she’s supposed to be, thanks to Ber- 
nadette Lafont’s marvelously brassy per- 
formance; Lafont manages to turn herself 
into a scheming child who’s learned to use 
her body as one more bit of bait. 


' Dussollier’s performance is a bit harder to 


swallow, being so blatantly derivative, 
but at least he’s a good imitator. And of 
course Truffaut’s production values are 
on their usual first-rate par, yielding a 
film pleasant enough to watch all the way 
through. But despite the ironies it even- 
tually coughs up, it’s never really about 
anything, nor is it a particularly compell- 
ing exercise in low-key abstract style.

BOOK OF NUMBERS; Directed 
and Produced by Raymond St. Jac- 
ques; Written by Larry Spiegel; With 
Raymond St. Jacques, Freda Payne, 
Philip Thomas; At the Paramount. 


Book of Numbers is of a tone; a 
picaresque, sepia-hued fable framed in 
the funeral of Blueboy, its catalyst, and in 
the remembrances of David, its chief pro- 
tagonist. Director St. Jacques has achiev- 
ed a strangely realistic, often hilarious, 
yet finally shallow tale here, sacrificing 
the personality of his characters to a facile 
narrative. The subtle shades of the period 
(the Thirties) preserve the story as fable, 
yet create a distance between the 
audience and the characters that is never 
truly bridged. 

Blueboy (St. Jacques) and his young 
protege David (Philip Thomas) return to 
Blueboy’s old Arkansas home to open up a 
numbers bank for the blacks. White folks 
never got around to cutting in on the 
market. Everything goes fine at first, with 
a great cast of supporting players, but 
then enter Mr. Charlie because ‘white 
folks are crazy; they just can’t stand to see 


anybody get anything.”” Suddenly the 
hazy picaresque atmosphere disappears 
as we come face to face with that same 
sneering honky fat cat crime lord we've 
met in Superfly, Slaughter. The Mack... 

And who’s that with him? Why, it’s the 
grinning, sadistic, trigger-happy side- 
kick. St. Jacques should have spent more 
time on this chaos; it would have been 
worth it. But even the motives of young 
David, who refuses to kowtow to Mr. 
Charlie no matter the consequences, don’t 
ring true. Thomas is alright as David, but 
he hasn’t the lines to bring the fellow 
alive. Only Blueboy becomes actual in the 
most subtle, barely-sketched 
mannerisms. 

But when Book comes alive, it does so 
with flash. There are two superb scenes; 
one where Blueboy’s henchmen, disguised 
as KKK, come fact to face with real KKK 
while destroying a rival’s numbers set-up. 
And when Blueboy et al are brought to 


court and stagger in dressed as poor 
sharecroppers, moaning and filthy, and 
the judge demands to know where the big 
city gangsters are, the bite is swift and 
deep. 

As I've said, everything fits in. St. Jac- 
ques knew what he wanted and achieved 
it — that fable quality. And Freda Payne. 
as David's love, is at least as real as the 
rest of the characters, bucking the film 
trend to objectify all the women. Book of 
Numbers contains the innate humanism 
to eseape the formula, but it never really 
digs into its subjects.

L’AMOUR FOU. 
France, 1968. Directed by Jacques

Jacques Rivette’s L'Amour Fou runs 
some four hours and twelve minutes 
(without its intermission), yet it is in- 
tensely intimate in its scope. Bastardized 
versions (re-edited by commercially 
frightened distributors) played Paris. 
creating a cultural scandal; the complete, 
restored version was more successful in its 
Paris run than the shorter version which 
ran concurrently. Hardly the legendary 
masterpiece of its reputation. L ‘Amour 
Fou is nonetheless a rewarding and large- 
ly fascinating work. Self-consciously 
aware of its cumbersome length. it is far 
too obsessed with its complex issues to 
bother with going any faster than its ap- 
pointed time upon the screen. Arguably. 
it is not worth the four-plus hours, but if 
vou don't measure vour movie experiences 
on time-motion efficiency charts. there is 
much to be gleaned and enjoyed from 
Rivette's protracted opus. 

The film traces the history of rehearsals 
for a somewhat spare, modern version of 
Racine’s Andromache. while a TV 
documentary crew films the shaping of 
the project, interviewing the principals. 
etc. The director's wife (Bulle Ogier) quits 
the leading role because she is unable to 
tolerate the crew's presence and he 
replaces her with a former mistress..- 
Meanwhile, she takes up housewifery and 
grows more suspicious, more erratic and 
more plainly insane as the time passes. 
We watch the disintegration of her 
marriage along with the vicissitudes com- 
panion to the ,play’s production, how 
differing approaches to Racine are recon- 
ciled, how the.actors respond to the direc- 
tor, and so on. 

The result is a film of overwhélming 
density, as we encounter and understand 
the characters through a considerable ac- 
cretion of detail, both pertinent and 
otherwise. For some, the discussions 
regarding Racine and the endless run- 
throughs of rehearsals may wear a bit: 
others will find them fascinating insights 
into the process of mounting a stage 
production. “Documentary” footage in 
16mm, shot by the cameras attending the

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rehearsals, is interpolated into the film’s 
regular 35mm footage. There is little 
didacticism — the ideas are instead in- 
herent in the film itself, in its drama and 
its visuals. 

The relation between art and life, 
theater and film, performance and 
behavior — these matters are discussed in 
provocative fashion, with a rather reckless 
disdain for total screen-time consumed. 
Gradually the director, so reserved with 
his Racine, has turned his private life into 
a far more theatrically florid affair; in a 
sense, he can control his art and cannot 
discipline his life outside the theater. His 
wife degenerates into a modern counter- 
part of Andromache — wilful, obsessed, a 
center of contained and furious emotion. 

The film is not without its own excesses 
and flaws, and it takes patience. Its 
strengths, however, are both considerable 
and unique. Ogier (the girl in La 
Salamandre) gives an exceptionally lucid 
vet entirely interior performance, an 
effective contrast to the more souped-up 
madwoman assayed by Susannah York in 
Images, a related but far less resonant 
film. Ogier has less recourse to easy 
gestures since she is always watched ob- 
jectively by Rivette, and she has no 
separate sphere in which to delineate her 
madness. The others are equally fine and 
get better the better we get to know them 
as individuals. Kalfon, the director, ac- 
tually directed the production of An- 
dromache seen in the film, and the 16mm 
footage was actually taken by the crew we 
watch in Rivette’s film. 

Personally, I tend to prefer Rivette’s La 
Religieuse, although perhaps that is due 
to its more original obsession with pure

liberty as opposed to L’Amour Fou’s 
obsession with obsession itself. L'Amour 
Fou is nothing if not ambitious in the ex- 
treme, and having warned you adequate- 
ly, I can recommend it strongly.

SISTERS. Produced by Edward R. 
Pressman. Directed by Brian De 
Palma. Screenplay by Brian De 
Palma & Louisa Rose, from an 
original story by Brian De Palma.

Brian De Palma has acquired a reputa- 
tion in some film circles for his 
“underground” comedies Hi Mom and 
Greetings, but you practically had to be a 
wizard to catch his first commercial 
feature, Get to Know Your Rabbit, which 
only played this area in suburban theaters 


on the lower half of double bills. He 
directed Sisters for American Inter- 
national Pictures, and he co-authored the 
script (with Louisa Rose), based on his 
own original idea. It’s the kind of movie 
nobody you know will deliberately go to 
see — I’m surprised that Sack’s showing it 
at all — but it’s very skillful and fresh. 
Sisters is a thriller about a pair of 
separated Siamese twins; one murders the 
other’s lover, and a reporter in the apart- 
ment across the way witnesses the killing 
and tries to have the murderess ap- 
prehended. Unfortunately, the reporter 
has written an unflattering piece on the 
police force and the officers who answer 
her call are only too willing to regard her 
as a stupid, hysterical female; they stall 
long enough for the gentler twin and her 
ex-husband to hide the body, and the 
reporter is left to conduct her own in- 


vestigation. 

The plot is familiar (and the outcome is 
at least partly predictable) but it has 
3ome surprising twists and De Palma has 
an obvious affection for the machinations 
of Hollywood murder mysteries. The film 
is nicely finished, and it has an enter- 
taining score by Bernard Hermann in his 
best portentous style. And De Palma adds 
his own touches: a clever use of split 
screen during the murder, another scene 
principally shot through binoculars (out 
of Rear Window), a surreal flashback- 
dream sequence that is scary and ex- 
tremely inventive. Furthermore, De 
Palma is very interested in the media in 
this movie: as well as using a reporter as 
one of his focal characters, he employs a 
television segment, a newspaper montage 
and a videotape—all neatly executed. 

DePalma is known for his wit, and it’s the 
most enjoyable aspect of Sisters. (The 
least enjoyable quality of the movie is the 
extended violence.) The humor is general- 
ly puerile, but it’s funny; the dialogue cer- _ 
tainly comes within the range of bad 
writing, but it’s occasionally sharp bad 
writing. Sisters may not be the film by 
which De Palma’s talent should be judg- 
ed, but it is encouraging nonetheless. 
American International is making a small 
contribution to film by employing direc- 
tors like DePalma and Martin Scorese, 
whose vivifying direction of an otherwise 
tawdry B-film, Box Car Bertha, made it a 
find last summer. What remains is for the 
major studios to pick up on these gifted 
directors, now that AI has enabled them 
to get a foot in the door.

In the spirit of rock ‘n’ roll revival, 
Richard Nader plans to bring to the U.S. 
this summer Herman's Hermits, Wayne 
Fontana and the Mindbenders and other 
veterans of the first English invasion. 
Nothing so much as a revival seals an ar- 
tist's demise. and Wayne and Peter 
Noone and Billy J. Kramer are probably 
doing the tour as much for a lark as for 
some extra cash. Some of their colleagues, 


however. have managed to continue to - | 


tigure prominently into the business; the 
old grease-monkey turned popstar turned 
grease-monkey syndrome isn’t always the 
rule. Some, like Paul Samwell-Smith of 
the Yardbirds become producers (Cat 
Stevens and Carly Simon); others like 
Peter Asher of Peter and Gordon, or Chas 
Chandler of the Animals become 
managers, Asher of James Taylor and 
Linda Ronstadt. Chandler of Jimi Hen- 
drix and Slade. At any rate, the oblivion- 
headed, illiterate farm boys of the fifties, 
or their chitlin-circuit, treadmill-running 
counterparts have been in many cases 
superceded by bright young men who are 
content to call their public careers a 
phase. 

On the other hand England also seems 
to be filled with ex-group members like 
former Pink Floyd Syd Barrett, who while 
away their time in genteel seclusion, or 
those who, like ex-Manfred Mann singer 
Mike D’Abo, are attempting to emerge 
from it via the occasional solo album and 
club tour. Britain’s more paternalistic 
economic system, session work and 
perhaps royalties enable them to survive. 
Peter Frampton, who left Humble Pie 
right before they struck gold, is a good ex- 
ample of the British group-rocker turned 
solo artist who is on the verge of making a 
name for himself; Elton John, Cat 
Stevens and Rod Stewart are recent 
success stories rung on this theme. As 
next- in-line Andy Bown notes, “A group 
needs only one forceful person, one idea 


man.” This is part of the reason Andy now. 


plays on Peter Frampton’s album, and 
Peter on.Andy’s. Both formerly members 
of the Herd. a very popular British band 
circa “67 little-known hereabouts, they are 
today“almost totally self-sufficient band 
leaders. writers and instrumentalists. 

Andy insists that if it weren't for 
management problems, the Herd would 
be together still, their only problem being, 
presumably, an over-abundance of talent. 
Andy has spent his time since the 
breakup of the Herd as a member of Judas 
Jump and Storyteller, both now defunct; 
by last vear he was supporting himself by 
plaving bass on sessions, and had cut his 
first solo album on Mercury, Gone to My 
Head (SRM 1-625). Andy is also adept at 
kevboards and guitars, although he con- 
siders himself most proficient on bass. No 
matter. “I don’t want to do what anyone 
can do better,’’ Andy asserted over a plate 
of vegetables at the Orson Welles 
Restaurant. “And nobody can write my 
songs better than I can.” 

Not too many people can write their 
oun songs better than he can his. On “‘Oh, 
James.” introduced by the characteristic 
Tavlor hammering-on and ended by 
“Carolina On My.Mind”’s fade-out, Andy 


covets James’ “honey’d voice’ and 
Elton’s “funky fingers.” Andy will admit 
that his voice is little more than a nasal 
rasp, but he’s gald that he sounds like no 
one else; the main point, however, is that 
the song itself-has greater wit and cheer 
than anything James or Elton have ever 
done. Its follow-up on his second, recently 
released Ip, Sweet William (SRM1-656) is 
the uproarious “Oh, Tarzan,” which to 
the same melody goes: 

Oh, Tarzan 

I wish I could swing like you 

And if I had your manly frame 

I’d make it every night with Jane. 

I'd get rid of that chimpanzee 

Just Jane and me and a house and a

jungle yodel. Song after song, time after 
om Andy Bown makes me laugh out 
ou 

But so much of the humor, in a whim- 
sical sort of way, is self-deprecating; even 
on a poignant song like “Where Were 
You?” 

My mouth feels like the inside 

Of a tram driver’s glove 

And I swear I can’t remember 

If we actually made love; 

But tell me... 

Where were you when I fell out of bed 

last night.... 
— one laughs without quite feeling that 
that’s what’s called for. 

“Most of my songs are extremely un- 
happy,” he confesses. “I’m a morbid per- 
son — the world is such a fucking awful 


place — but I cover it up well. I don’t like 
music being moody.” One would think 
that lines like, “I who exist once lived, but 
the grudge I bear is small/For I am left 
without a mind,” are, to put it: gently, 
moody (almost half the first album is 
given over to a desperately failed love af- 
fair), but rarely does one feel that Andy’s 
comic sense has abandoned him. While 
Andy can pessimistically state, “The 
further you can see the worse the view’”’ or 
“There’s no point in being intelligent, it 
just makes you unhappy,” he nevertheless 
applies his considerable intelligence to 
help himself and us grin through the 
tears. 

Sweet William is certainly a sunnier, 
larger-scale production than Gone To My 
Head (the former’s title song is a Framp- 
ton co-authored tune from the Herd’s 
salad days), if only for its greater distance 
in time from Andy’s later group ventures. 
Both experiences, in contrary ways, rein- 
forced his generally bleak outlook. “Judas 
Jump was no good, and Storyteller was 
very good, but we couldn’t get any work.” 
Gone to My Head’s title song depicts his 
opposite, the spoiled success: 

Play the guitar 

And you'll be a star 

Overnight you said 

But didn’t you forget something 
It’s gone right to my head. 


Won’t work tonight 
The gig’s not right 
And it’s lousy bread.... 


Andy while in Boston played five nights 
at Katy’s: nothing of the above tantrum 
came out of him. Katy’s audiences are not 


known for their attentiveness, yet Andy, 
clad in a white satin suit incongruous in 
the subterranean murk, gave us more 
than the exercise of personality we would 
have been satisfied with. The band, most 
of whom play on the second album, and 
especially John Mealing on keyboards, 
prove themselves to be a very tight outfit 
capable of generating propulsive jams as 
well as Andy’s universally well-turned, 
hummable melodies. I caught them on 
what was the last night of their American 
tour and they all seemed to be in infec- 
tiously jovial moods. 

Outside of music, Andy gains solace 
from animals: both album covers sport 
feline companions, and Andy moved out 
of central London to give his pets a more 
congenial home. He has been a vegetarian 
since the age of 15, when someone quietly 
explained to him that “ ‘if you like 
animals, you shouldn’t eat them.’ ” 
Perhaps their dumb amiability is what 
appeals to his consciousness - flayed 
temperament. With his usual mixture of 
wryness and cynicism, Andy soaringly 
sings ‘“‘Beautiful Morning,” his pre- 
apocalyptic love-cum-ecology song: “I 
will love you until the fish die in the sea/I 
will love you until the birds fall off the 
trees....”” 

Yet, short of environmental collapse, 
Andy has plans. Rod Stewart sets the ob- 
vious precedent for Andy at Mercury, but 
for all Stewart’s wealth and fame, Andy 
balks at the comparison. ‘Stewart, like 
everyone else, realizes he has only five 
years. As a writer, I think in longer terms. 
But I’m not interested in compromising 
anymore. If I can’t do something good, I'll 
quit and become a decorator.”

Venetian Blind Alley

Consider a very young child’s earliest 
awakenings to the possibilities of music: 
aboriginal singing and dancing. The body 
(not just the sound-producing parts) 
moves through time and space and learns, 
in the directest possible way, about 
divisions and unities and cor- 
respondences. The kid is content to be his 
own composer-performer-audience. To 
express is to be! 

Next, think of a subscription concert 
audience: its genteel rules of socializa- 
tion; its nearly perfect sphincter control; 
its narcotized, half-resentful awareness of 
waiting for something to happen. Three 
hundred yawns send a gale of carbon diox- 
ide toward the stage, lifting the corners of 
the performers’ scores for Death and 
Transfiguration. 


Of course, it is spring; acedia and the 
sentiments of dispossession are epidemic. 
But we have all of us lost something. 


The Boston Symphony Orchestra’s 
final “Spectrum” concerts of the season 
were entitled ‘“‘Venice — A Musical 
Celebration,”’ and emphasized, with 
music by Gabrieli, Schuetz, Vivaldi, and 
Stravinsky, the religiosity, grandeur, and 
antiphonal acoustical effects associated 
with the great musical center of San Mar- 
co. Some nineteen numbers, played 
without break, preceded the intermission. 
The opulent b- -part motet In ecclesiis 
and various brass Canzoni of Gabrieli 
were interspersed with sparer, more disso- 
nant choral pieces of Schuetz; and the 
sudden transition from the aforesaid Jn 
ecclesiis to the Vivaldi Sinfonia for strings 
“Al santo sepolcro’’ could not have 
proclaimed more eloquently: ‘“‘B Minor!” 
(This was lusciously rendered by the 
B.S.O. strings.) This, and other such con- 
trasts — from the many-voiced 
Tanglewood Festival Chorus to Berj 
Zamkochian’s discreet handling of the 
glutinous Symphony Hall organ to the 
Ghitalla-Voisin trumpet battles in the 
Canzoni — all this was canny exploitation 

~ of the kaleidoscopic varieties of tonality 
and texture available from the forces at 
hand. 

But, to achieve it, nobody, except 
organist, audience, and conductor, was 
allowed to stay put. Between pieces, 
chorus sections, brass players, string 

- players were in nearly constant transit 
from balcony to front of stage apron to 
stage to aisles, all in pursuit of the 
acoustical model deemed appropriate for 


the oncoming number. It may be sadistic 
of me (they must all be footsore) to point 
out that Symphony Hall, whose acoustics 
combine clarity and warm blending, 
simply defeated these efforts. It was a 
rich, full, glorious noise, all of it,-but it 
resembled not headphones, not 
quadraphonics, not San Marco. Not from 
seat N19, anyway. From the Busby 
Berkeley, traffic-control point of view, 
however, the migrations couldn’t have 
been better directed. 

After intermission, tenor Kenneth 
Riegel and baritone David Evitts, the 
chorus, and orchestra were onstage to 
deliver a persuasive, full-throated ac- 
count of Stravinsky’s Canticum sacrum 
ad honorem Sancti Marci nominis. This is 
a late work of distilled historically- 
informed timbral clarity, far from easy in 
its registration of intensity. The in- 
tuneness of soloists Riegel and Evitts here 
was remarkable. The Variations on von 
Himmel hoch, by an unfair contrast, 
seemed like a wildly glittering Christmas 
decoration: prismatic and geometrical, 
but hollow. 

The fervent conductor and unhelpful 
narrator of this concert was ‘“‘Spectrum’s”’ 
founder, Michael Tilson Thomas. 


The concerts of the Fromm Music 
Foundation at Harvard have without ex- 
ception proved to be newsworthy, at the 
least, but exhausting. On April 23 at 
Sanders Theater, members of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra under Leon 
Kirchner performed the following 
program: Vier Lieder fuer Gesang und 
Orchester, Opus 13 (1914-1918 of Anton 
von. Webern; Olivier Messiaen’s Oiseaux 
Exotiques pour piano solo et petit 
orchestre (1956); Arnold Schoenberg’s 
Kammersymphonie* fuer 15 Solo- 
instrumente, Opus 9 (1906); and, in a 
local premiere, Mr. Kirchner’s Lily for 
soprano, string trio, woodwind quintet, 
piano, celesté, percussion, and tape. Lily 
is a self-contained chamber piece from a 
projected opera based on Saul Bellow’s 
Henderson, the Rain King. No shortage at 
this concert of substance or of challenges 
to the attention; nor, fortunately, of 
theatrical values. 

That very necessary attribute of a 
dramatic work, “atmosphere,” is what 
Lily abounds in. A stage direction reads: 
“We see her sitting for her portrait in 
another part of the stage. She is wacky, 
very wacky.” The composer has certainly 


zeroed in on this quality. I hypothesize 
here, but the compositional resources 
seem those of a man acquainted with the 
Viennese school, grief, Academia, and 
possibly, Yma Sumac. Lily's “jungle 
music”’ may start out with conceivable 
flutter “brrrrrrrr’’s from the flute, then 
proceed to dense screens of woodwind 
sound, but the overlapping, hovering tape 
sound in this piece is extremely in- 
dividual. The exacerbated urban eclec- 
ticism of Bellow had its sonic counterpart

here. There were moments when I thought 
I was hearing Max Bruch accompanied by 
Drano. The declamations of Diana 
Hoagland, soprano (live), and the 
keenings of Gertrude Schoenberg, soprano 
(tape), also played a powerful part. But 
the point is that Leon Kirchner is an 
awesome dramatist, and that the Sanders 
audience who experienced ‘Lily had good 
reason to know they had been someplace. 


Earlier in the concert, Ms. Hoagland 
had moved with a neéurosurgeon’s pin- 
point delicacy through the four Webern 


- songs, and Peter Serkin was the soloist in 


the still very odd-sounding Oiseaux Ex- 
otiques of Messiaen. What emerges from 
this piece for wrist-twisting piano soloist 
and clattering, treble-oriented small 
orchestra is something between 


vesteryear's Impressionism and the out- 
and-out literalism of an Audubon Society 
field recording; but much, much closer to 
the latter. These birds have some 
knowledge of rhetoric, and are most insis- 
tent from their end of the sort-of 
concertino-ripieno balancings. Very odd. 
It would not have been surprising to find 
bird droppings beneath Mr. Serkin's in- 
strument. 

To conclude, Mr. Kirchner conducted 
an urgent performance of the Schoenberg 
Chamber Symphony that seemed to 
observe directions not only of tempo and 
dynamics but. most vitally, temperature 
as well. 

On May 19 and 20 at the Loeb Drama 
Center, this year’s Fromm-Harvard series 
will conclude with “An Evening of Music 
Theater,” featuring Poeme Electronique 
of Varese; Earl Kim's Earthlight; and 
Aftermath, by Alfred Lerdahl. Like their 
predecessors, these concerts will be tree of 
charge. 


A hasty rummaging through my rheum- 
stained notes on recent concerts yields the 
following: 


The Stern-Zakin traversal through 
some of the basic violin-and-piano 
literature was an object lesson in getting 
interpretive decisions across to the last 
row in the house, in this case, Symphony 
Hall. In the Mozart K. 454 and Brahms 
Op. 100, Stern could hardly be accused of 
what Koussevitsky used to call 
fingers”; by Joseph Silverstein standards 
his vibrato was positively chaste. Spon- 
taneity and intonational security were 
most evident in the First Sonata of 
Prokofiev and the Second Rhapsody of 
Bartok. As ever, where Stern led, Zakin 
followed. 


On a recent Monday afternoon, 
Gunther Schuller led memb2rs of the New 
England Conservatory Orchestra into the 
Senate Chamber of the State House to 
play some ‘Haydn, Beethoven, Scott 
Joplin, and Duke Ellington fora gather- 
ing of our elected representatives, The ex- 
cellent qualities of the N.E.C., its Presi- 
dent, and orchestra are well known, and 
those of their new recording (Angel S- 
36060) of Joplin’s own orchestrations of his 
rags soon will be. As an acoustical ar- 
tifact, however, the Senate Chamber was 
a remarkable find. Because of Charles 
Bulfinch, the Senators are condemned to 
hear each other very clearly.

CHUCK BERRY’S GOLDEN 
DECADE, VOL. 2 (Chess 2CH 60023) 


No one with the stature of Charles 
Edward Berry really has to prove 
anything, but this second bunch of vin- 
tage Berries does prove conclusively that 
Chuck can do a lot more than just play 


- Chuck Berry songs. Not that Johnny B. 


Goode wasn’t a masterpiece of rocking 
autobiography, but the original Dick 
Clark duck-walker deserves to be known 
for much more — and definitely for more 
than his recent hit anthem for dirty old 
men, “My Ding-a-Ling,” which was, 
believe it or not, his first million-seller. 

Besides demonstrating that the Rolling 
Stones listened closely to all of Chuck’s 
original albums, Golden Decade Vol. 2 is 
a display-case for the wildly varying 
musical influences that Chuck brought to 
that deceptively simple thing called rock 
roll. 

The two-record set includes Stones- 
made-famous Berry gems like ‘‘Carol,” 
“Little Queenie” and “Down the Road 
Apiece,” as well as such formerly out-of- 
print aficionado favorites as ‘‘Promised 
Land” (worth the price of the record by 
itself), ‘‘No Money Down” and Go 
Go.” The latter provides yet another bit of

And in-between the ever-witty lyrics 
lies an amazingly diverse set of musical 
styles. “Promised Land” sounds a lot like 
an up-tempo version of the country stan- 
dard “Wabash Cannonball,” and has 
even been covered successfully by a 
number of country stars. ‘No Money 
Down” is reminiscent of the blues of Bo 
Diddley and Muddy Waters (a Berry 
mentor), and “Jo Jo Gunne” (godfather of 
the current same-named group) and “La 
Juanda”’ reflect the West Indian blood ob- 
vious in Chuck’s features. 


For the dedicated Berry-pickers, the re- 


packaged songs recorded between 1956 
and 1966 are accompanied by a complete 
discography, including all sidemen at the 


‘Chess studios. Note especially the almost 


legendary Johnny Johnson. on all the 
rockingest piano numbers, as well as 
bluesmen like bassist Willie Dixon, 
pianist Otis Spann and guitarist extraor- 
dinaire Matt Murphy filling in behind 
Chuck. 

This collection may disappoint collec- 
tors hoping to corner the 45 rpm market, 


but everyone else has been blessed by a 


party record that goes as well with mari- 
juana as it did with milkshakes.

Judee Sill: HEARTFOOD (Asylum 
SD5063) 
At first glance Judee Sill’s second 


album might be considered something of 
a turn-off. The songs are unrelievedly con- 


cerned with religious subject matter, and 
Judee herself appears in the album 
photographs as a severe librarian type, 
the kind of girl who used to abound at 
campus chapters of the Progressive Labor 
Party. One should not be fooled, however, 
because Judee Sill, former junkie and 
self-styled ‘“‘motorcycle black madonna 
two-wheeled gypsy queen,” has talents 
akin to and as intense as those of James 
Taylor. 

Her lyrics make her a prime candidate 
for the role of the nurse Taylor described 
in ‘‘Something In The Way She 
Moves’’—“‘It isn’t what she’s got to 
say...To me the words are nice the way 
they sound/It doesn’t matter what they 
mean/ She says them mostly just to calm 


me down.” Like Taylor, Judee writes 


mhelodically and verbally mellifluous 
sengs which function to calm and com- 
pose a personality tortured and bedeviled 
by psychological demons and which, for 
the listner, glow with a pervasive 
mellowness that edifies rather than 
sedates. 

Despite a surprising lack of musical 
background Judee has managed, since 
finding Christ, to become a superb, 
original arranger full of ideas and willing 
to take chances. On “Down Where The 
Valleys Are Low” she has a female chorus 
singing soft nonesense words behind her 
in a breathy, sexy nvanner which gives her 
religiosity human substance. Most of the 
material is given folk-country treatment, 


with acoustic guitars, pedal steel and un- 
obtrusive strings, against which 
background Judee’s voice, velvety and 
perfectly overdubbed, ebbs and flows, giv- 
ing crucial words and phrases specific 
emphasis. 

Heart Food’s best songs—‘‘There’s A 
Rugged Road,” “‘The Phoenix,” ‘Down 
Where The Valleys Are Low” and the long 
“The Donor’—are simply and eloquently 
beautiful, radiating a dedication and 
sincerity absent from almost all of pop- 
ular music. There is something being said 
here, and you don’t have to listen to the 


words to hear it.

Jimmie Randall is the bass, and I guess

Jay Ferguson and Matthew Andes still 
add special, rarefied vocals that recall the 
solid days of Spirit but the bottom of the 
band has swung so drastically to the side 
of very heavy, stomping and screaming 
rock ’n’ roll that there is no possibility of 
confusing the group’s sound with any 
other’s. Matt Andes is a more than ade- 
quate guitarist whose middle-brow 
histrionics are a match for the juggernaut 
bass and drums.

They’re still writing fantastic girl songs, 
better than anyone’s but the Beach Boys’.

It’s a simple band, not readily give-to over 
internalization. Certainly, they aren’t 
anti-intellectual, but they tend to reduce. 
esthetic issues to the irrelevant. A great 
dance band. Not that there aren’t plenty 
of other things you could do to the sounds 
of this record, but they make it difficult to 
do anything other than shake.

Sun Ra: ATLANTIS (Impulse AS- 
9239) 


Exciting things are beginning to 
happen at Impulse. People like Keith 
Jarrett, Sam Rivers and Marion Brown © 
are being signed to contracts while efforts 
are simultaneously proceeding to acquire 
many hard-to-obtain independent labels. 
The first signs of this latter effort are 
represented by Atlantis, the first of thirty- 
odd Sun Ra albums to be reissued from 
the near-legendary Saturn label. 

Though technically a reissue, I would 
like to meet five~people who have heard 
this album before. The Saturn catalogue 
is supposed to chronicle the many moods 
of Sun Ra and cover over a decade of 
music. This set is rough, jagged-edged 
and not well-recorded, but it gives an il- 
luminating glimpse of pre-New York Sun 
Ra. Many of the sidemen who made their 
names with Sun Ra are present on this 
1960 Chicago recording, done live at Ra’s 
Sun Arts Club, but the Astro Infinity 
Arkestra is hardly heard from at all, most 
of the space going to the leader and the 
percussionists. The four pieces on side one 
are sequenced in the dullest possible 
order: two keyboard solos with sax 
themes, followed by two percussion jams. 
“Mu,” an odd 5/4 lope with Pat Patrick’s 
baritone playing the very nice, Monkish 
theme has a gem of a solo from Sun Ra 
(throughout the album he plays Solar 
Sound Organ and Solar Sound Instru- 
ment, whatever that is). The rhythm on 
“Lemuria” is even more disjointed, with 
Sun Ra’s solo over John Gilmore’s tenor 
riff following suit. “Yucatan” is a drum 
chant from the depths of the African 
jungle, with Lightning Drum and Log 
Drums in the mix. The percussionists are 
freer on “Bimini,” but the drum mass 
remains ever so thick and deep. 

Your enjoyment, or perhaps tolerance, 
of the side-long title-piece depends on 
your views of Sun Ra as soloist. I have 
heard some insist that Sun Ra’s keyboard 
solos prove his genius, while others 
declare with equal conviction that they 
only display his imcompetence. I have 
always preferred his orchestral concep- 
tions, but his a cappella diatribe on 
“Atlantis” is an, incredible early view of 
the new music to follow at a time when 
such energy waves were a mere twinkle in 
Coltrane’s eye. After 15 minutes of 


keyboard stripping, the Arkestra finally 
enters and the horns begin to congeal at a 
crawl; shades of Ellington, Monk and 
Mingus squeezed through a time-space 
warp. A thoroughly amazing perfor- 
mance. 

At the end of side two, the musicians 
deliver the Arkestra’s now-standard 
signature chant: ‘‘Sun Ra/and his 
band/from outer space/have entertained 
you here.” Just how much of Sun Ra’: at- 
titude is hype is anyone's guess, but note 
that Impulse had to put a clause in their 
contract with Saturn Research that Im- 
pulse was to receive exclusive distribution 
rights for this planet only, with Sun Ra 


‘retaining the exclusive rights for the 


remainder of the universe. The set-up 
sounds quite logical to me; who else could 
collect those royalties?

Detroit Emeralds: ’'M IN LOVE 
WITH YOU (Westbound 2018) 


The soul groups who have been receiv- 
ing the most attention on AM radio of late 
are the silky-smooth falsetto groups. But 
a whole other substratum exists, with 
rougher-hewn lead singers and lyrics that 
reflect a heavy dose of street toughness. If 
you’ve been listening to too many 
Delfonics and Stylistics records lately, 


then maybe it’s time you lend an ear to 
the Persuaders (not to be confused with 
the a capella Persuasions) and the Detroit 
Emeralds. 

The Persuaders don’t dabble in roman- 
tic fantasy; it’s hard to imagine them ad- 
dressing ‘‘A Letter To Myself.” The Per- 
suaders more than any group I know of ac- 
curately reflect the macho street sen- 
sibilities towards women, money and love 
(“I'm not a one-girl guy and they know 
it/There’s just too many fine foxy ladies 
out there”). Lead singer Douglas Scott's 
pained and mournful voice, certainly un- 
ique among group leads, contrasts well 
with the tenors in the group. Scott even: 
reduces a song like ‘Peace In The Valley: 
Of Love” into a sad lover's lament, a com- 
plete re-working of the actual lyrical sense. 
of the song. 

The Persuaders'’ first album (Thin Line 
Between Love And Hate) was a little 
ragged in spots, but the Poindexter Bros. 
have here smoothed out the rough spots to 
produce an almost flawless record. easily 
one of the best mainstream soul releases 
of this year. As trite a song as “I Want To 
Make It With You" is completely 
overhauled and becomes a vehicle for an 
impressive total group performance. The 
closest the Persuaders get to the more 
commercial groups is in “Bad, Bold and 
Beautiful Girl” with its crying harmonica. 
intro and somewhat obnoxious lead rap, - 
but the song is definite hit single material 
and could draw some well-deserved atten- 
tion to this album. oy 

The Detroit Emeralds place a lot more 
emphasis on fusing their vocal harmonies ~ 
with the instrumentation. They record 
out of Memphis using Willie Mitchell's 
musicians; as might be expected, they 
work successfully in that well-defined 
Mitchell groove. Their lyrics are a little 
less earthy than the Persuaders’, but with 
the Emeralds the lyrics are secondary to 
the over-all sound. That sound is best 
described as circular. It’s an almost ef- 
fortless, repetitive beat that they work 
over, and there is a continuing use of a 
particular phrase, usually the song title, 
on top of the beat. The effect is more hyp- 
notic than boring.

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‘Theatre: “Cuckoo” Nestles in Boston

Billy Bibbit Tells All As “‘Cuckoo’s 
Nest” Celebrates Six Months An- 
niversary in Boston... 


It would be difficult to knock off the 
stock actor story on “One Flew Over the 
Cuckoo’s Nest’s” Billy Bibbit. The kind 

¥ where the actor-to-be catapults to 
recognition after years of sidewalk- 
pounding, shady politicking and 
operating an elevator at the Plaza Hotel. 
The fact is that the theatrical histories of 
Lawrason Driscoll and “One Flew Over 
the Cuckoo’s Nest” are practically syn- 
onymous. He slid right out of college and 
into the San Francisco production over 
three years ago, and as the painfully shy, 
mother-ridden Billy, Driscoll has since 
stammered his way through almost every 
“Cuckoo’s Nest’ since the 1963 Kirk 
Douglas disaster that nice critics don’t 
mention anymore. 

It was a crazy actor interview because 
after we had tossed out some small talk 
about what Gloria Swanson might think 
of all the fly-by-night actors who rent 
apartments in the grand old Beacon 
Street house where Joe Kennedy used to 
“keep” her (Lawrie Driscoll is one) and I 
had admired the monstrous hickey his 
eight day old Baby (as yet unnamed) had 
planted on his arm, Lawrie had little to 
say about himself. 


Mostly, we talked about the play which 
has comprised the bulk of his professional 
career so far — that and a three-month 
stretch prancing mother-naked through 
“Oh Calcutta.’’ As you probably know, 
“One Flew Over the Cuckoo’s Nest” is . 
Dale (‘‘Man of La Manch’’’) Wasserman’s 
stage adaptation of the surrealistic Ken 
Kesey novel set in a mental hospital, a 
kind of social microcosm whose denizens 
have been so completely conditioned, so 
emotionally castrated, that they can be 
manipulated like marionettes by a 

“saccharine-coated bitch of a Nurse and 
the unseen System she embodies. 


The play has been phenomenally 
successful, especially with young 
audiences who react with such unabashed 
gusto to even minor setbacks for Big 
Nurse Ratched and her entourage (Is it 
really supposed to sound like “rat shit,” 
Ken?) that it is clear that they do not 
regard the play as simply a documentary 
on the evils of electroshock. 


Randle P. McMurphy who does his 
foolhardy, free-spirited best to buck the 
Superstructure and gets his in the end — 
via a brutal lobotomy — is not on the sur- 
face a hero that youth might be expected 
to embrace. A redneck swaggering 
cardshark whose sexual conquests 
probably run into higher numbers than 
his IQ, McMurphy is none the less the 


rebel who rocks the boat. 

“But the show isn’t just a metaphor,” 
Lawrie insists. “It’s really about in- 
stitutions like Wiswall and Bournewood. 
And the state institutions are worse. It’s a 
strange parallel, I guess — Indians and 
mental patients. (One of the central 
“Cuckoo” characters is a tremendously 
tall, catatonic Indian, Chief Bromden, 
whose sole desire is ‘‘to be big again,” the 
Combine has so undermined his spirit). 
But both of them have been kind of swept 


hospital, and he claims that everybody in 
it is real except McMurphy. “‘He’s a kind 
of combination of what everyone else 
needs to get well. He corresponds to a new 
trend in psychology to build the patient 
up, to make him feel good.” Many critics 
have charged that Nurse Ratched is im- 
plausible, that she’s a computer 
programmed for malevolence. ‘‘Well,” 
Lawrie tells me, “she was a good enough 
copy that the real Nurse Ratched sued 
Kesey and won.”

under the rug. What kills you is the 
hypocrisy. Everyone pretends it’s for their 
own good. You ought to go to one of those 
places. They give them so much thorazine 
(a sedative) that they’ve got sores from 
it.” 

A lot of people have tried to make the 
characters whose assorted neuroses are 
admittedly cliched into symbols of some 
kind. But they’re all patterned after real 
people, according to Lawrie. “Billy’s real, 
and he has real problems. He’s shy and 
terribly self conscious and of course he has 
a speech problem. But what they do to 
him just makes it worse. He thinks he’s 
being helped, that’s the tragedy, because 
it’s all just a rehash. And the worst part is 
that the families think they’re being 
helped. So they can just put them away 
and forget about it.” Kesey researched 
the book while moonlighting in a VA 


A great many psychiatric nurses have 
viewed the play since it started making 
the rounds. They’ve even brought their 
patients who (predictably) love it. After 
all, they are the heroes. And far from be- 
ing what some critics have labeled 
“‘preposterous,”’ “‘Cuckoo’s Nest’s” depic- 
tion of conditions at the state-run funny 
farm is frighteningly close to the truth. 
Recent exposes have made that distur- 
bingly evident. So who can say Nurse 
Ratched isn’t alive and well and working 
at Wiswall? Most of the nurses who view 
the play comment that they know her; the 
power-hungry, manipulative man-hater 
whole little-white world is HERS to 
govern carte-blanche. ‘‘Of course,”’ 
Lawrie smiles with beatific Bibbit in- 
nocence, “it’s never them. It’s always the 
nurse next door.” 

Actually, “One Flew Over the Cuckoo’s 


Nest” isn’t entirely realistic. Lee D. 
Sankowich who has directed (at latest 
count) five ‘““Cuckoo’s Nests” describes it 
as part realism, part melodrama and part 
cartoon. As an actor, Driscoll is par- 
ticularly attuned to the importance of 
maintaining this precarious balance. “If 
we really played it like it is, it wouldn’t be 
palatable theatrically. After a trip to an 
institution the cast always has a tendency 
to play it too heavy. There is a lot of com- 
edy in the show. Black comedy.”’ 
 Lawrie’s belief that the play is socially 
important has made the long run less 
monotonous. “There comes a point where 
you get bored with it. But somehow you go 
beyond it. For one thing it’s an ensemble 
show and that helps. Somebody new com- 
es in and everything changes. The group 
dynamics are important. 

’ “One of the reasons the Kirk Douglas 
thing in ’63 was a fiasco is that it wasn’t 
an ensemble show. Douglas was the star.” 
All the same, Douglas still has the film 
rights, and it is rumored that his son will 
direct the movie for which Kesey himself 
has been signed to do the screenplay. 

Lawrie sees similarities between work- 
ing in San Francisco and working in 

Boston, but he isn’t crazy about New 
York which he sees as pretty ruthless. 
“It’s hard to do an ensemble show in New 
York. The actors can’t help feeling wary of 
each other. Everyone is so uptight about 
his career. I had ‘a lot of problems doing 
the show in New York. There wasn’t the 
same kind of dedication. _ 

“When we started in San Francisco Lee 


- [Director Sankowhich] was heavily into 


Kesey, ‘Electric Koolaid Acid Test,’ the 
whole thing. This was his baby, and he 
made us all feel like it was more than just 
another play. He kept saying ‘Either 
you’re on the bus or you're not.’ We all got 
on. It’s not like that in New York.” 
It. is rumored that many of the 
“Cuckoo’s Nest” people have grown fond 
_of the Hub. (Most of the actors were cast 
in New York), and would like to stay. 
Sankowich has talked about starting a 
resident rep company. So far it’s just 
talk, but it sure would be nice. 
Evidently, Lawrie Driscoll isn’t the 
only one who believes in “‘Cuckoo’s Nest.”’ 
Director Sankowich is (as you may have 
caught on) somewhat evangelical about 
it, and the primarily college-age 
audiences who cheer McMurphy and old 
Chief Broom nightly in their futile battle 
against Law, Order and Oppression have 
kept it with us for long enough that His 
Honor the Mayor has seen fit to declare 
May ist “One Flew Over the Cuckoo’s 
Nest Day” in Boston. Not to be outdone 
on their Six Month Anniversary, the 
company has decided to declare a ‘‘Kevin 
White Day” at the Charles Playhouse. 
The Mayor’s office reports that this has 
never been done before. Congratulations, 
Kevin. I bet you’re all choked up.

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Wilde, But Not Untamed

FEASTING WITH PANTHERS by

Feasting With Panthers — even the 
name of this newest new play about Oscar 
Wilde suggests its nemesis. Trinity 
Square’s director, Adrian Hall and co- 
author Richard Cumming have tried to 
gobble up every bit and piece relating 
even vaguely to the poet and stuff it into 
their play/collage. Feasting With 
Panthers (which Hall originally wanted to 
title “The Bugger’s Opera,” pun-lovers) is 
about the humiliating years Wilde spent 
in Reading Jail, how the experience 
ravaged his mind and took away his 
sparkle; it is about the infamous affair 
with ‘“‘Bosie” Douglas and the luridly 
publicized trial that put him there; it is 
about the demeaning and destructive 
nature of prisons in general; it is about 
homosexuality in general and 
transvestitism in particular; it is about 
the Wilde wit and his best-known works; 
it is even about Gilbert and Sullivan. And 
it is about as successful as one might 


reasonably expect, given a lot of good - 


material and no choices. 

The play begins and ends in Reading 
Jail but what I believe should be its cen- 
tral focus proves but a jumping off place 
for a somewhat uneven flight into the 
Wilde imagination and points beyond. 
And like most tours, some of it is 
worthwhile, and some of it is terrible. In 
the first place, the script moves so 
erratically from fact to fiction (Wilde’s) 
and fancy that it is difficult — unless you 
have a PhD in Oscar Wilde — to tell the 
players, even with a program. 


The principles of prison administration 
in Victorian England are more openly ab- 
surd even than ours. The basic belief 
seems to be that even the simplest 
pleasures must be denied the prisoner lest 
he miss the connection between wrongdo- 
ing and medieval penance. Early on, 
Wilde is called before the prison director, 
an insidious and self righteous little do- 
gooder, and charged with talking in the 
exercise yard. The director asks 

something about: Wilde’s parentage 
(though I can’t imagine what it could 
have to do with the conversation in the ex- 
ercise yard), and all of a sudden they’re 
doing ‘“The Importance of Being Earnest” 
with Wilde relating how he was spawned 
in a parcel in Victoria Station. The situa- 
tion is both contrived and confusing. 

Later on the device proves more 
workable in connecting Wilde’s life with 
his work (which is the idea). A capsule 
version of “The Picture of Dorian Gray”’ is 
smoothly and significantly juxtaposed 
with Wilde’s eloquent defense of 
Aesthetics over Morality and suggestions 
of his budding adoration of “Bosie”’ 
Douglas. Also brutally effective, con- 
sidering the poet’s homosexuality, is the 
climactic scene from “Salome” in which 
the gruesome seductress, a muscular, 
near-naked young man with painted 
breasts and painted lips, dances for Herod 
played by Wilde. Given the head of Joka- 
naan for a plaything, he or she bites its 
mouth and the “bitter taste of love” is un- 
questionably blood. The scene is un- 
beatably theatrical and very disturbing. 

And the camp faggotry of the other 
assorted “female impersonators” (All the 
women save Wilde’s wife are played by 
men) only dwarfs ‘‘Salome’s’’ effec- 
tiveness, degenerating as it does into 
heavyhanded silliness. Little boys’ rear 
ends were perhaps a thing of beauty to 
Oscar Wilde in a certain context but 
parading them through the play with such 
inexplicable regularity strikes me as a tri-

fle obvious. No doubt, the elegant 
aesthete would have been offended, and I 
was a little offended for him. 

‘Feasting With Panthers meets its finest 
moments in Reading Jail, and it is here 
that Richard Kneeland who plays Wilde 
is most effective. As for some of the rest of 
it, an actor of Kneeland’s undisguisable 
power just doesn’t make it mincing 
around in a Lord Fauntleroy suit and 
carrying a flower. And why Hall and 
Cumming felt compelled to do a job on 
just 
because “Patience” did a job on Wilde is 
beyond me anyway. 

Feasting With Panthers has 
possibilities. It might, I am convinced, 
become a fine play about Wilde’s years in 
Reading Jail and, indirectly, about jail in 
general. Much of the second act revolves 
around a Story Theatre portrayal of ““The 
Fisherman and his Soul,”’ a likely 
metaphor for what those years did to 
Oscar Wilde. He lost his wife, his 
children, his beloved social circle, the op- 
portunity to work, his dignity and his 
soul. He was never the same; he was never 
Wilde again. And he died three years after 
his release at the age of 46. 

There is one scene in this play, a simple 
one devoid of epigrams and flamboyant 
caricature, that I cannot forget. Wilde’s 
wife, Constance, visits him in Reading 
Jail to inform him first of the death of his 
adored mother and then of her decision to 
legally bar him from seeing his children 


upon his release. By way of comfort, an 
awkward but well-meaning prison guard 
offers him — Oscar Wilde, for god’s sake 
— a piece of candy. And Wilde takes it. It 
is unforgiveable that Kneeland, so pain- 
fully magnificent at this moment, has to 
spend half the play capering about with 
that flower. 

In its present form, the potential of 
Feasting With Panthers is shattered by a 
lot of unnecessary theatrical hucksterism. 
It almost seems that Director Adxian Hall 
is afraid to trust his own play. Much of 
the silliness should go — the Gilbert and 
Sullivan, the in-joke female imper- 
sonations, and by all means, the 
trumped-up situations whose entire 
raisons d’etre are Wilde punchlinés we’ve 
all heard before. An example: the premise 
is Wilde’s tour of America. The set-up: 
some American asks him what he thinks 
of sports. And the all-too-predictable and 
totally irrelevant zinger, pronounced oh- 
so-trippingly-on-the-tongue, is of course 
“The English gentleman chasing a fox: 
the Unspeakable in pursuit of the 
Uneatable.” 

But there is a play — and a good one — 
in there somewhere. And the Trinity 
Square company, a mature, non-nomadic

51. Your Show of Shows was the first 
program I ever saw. But that was ten 
vears. Ten years of whispers, commies, 
praying to Khrushchev to be good, to be 
nice. It’s not just ‘I remember when” you 
know. 

“I don't like nostalgia. I think its a reac- 
tionary kind of public attitude. Yes it’s 
fun to remember and nice, but I don’t 
know. Grease, for example, is a Broadway 
hit and it’s a really poorly written 
thing—like a fraternity house sketch, Yet 
it evokes something in people. It’s like 
saving, “We have nothing today, so lets go 
back to when we had something and 
repeat it.” The music, | think, was truly 
inferior. But I listened.” 

“But much of this qualitylessness con- 
tinues today. Look at the record com- 
panies with their buckshot theories, and 
this astounds me the more I think of it. 
All these record companies release hun-: 


dreds of albums. There are a lot of fine. 


rock bands and marvellous young com- 


posers by the score, but they’re mixed in - 


with millions of other things. With crap 
and spectaculars. By the way, this is part 
of the comedians problem: we’re dealing 
here with media children. We’re all used 
to action, we’re used to things happening: 
television going on all over the house, 26 
radios and a record player, movies, drugs. 
And asking them to sit still and listen is a 
whole other story. I am the opposite of an 
Alice Cooper spectacular. And I decry this 
trend in general, because there’s a lot of 
sensational crapping up of the senses: 
bathing the senses instead of using finesse 
and talent. There’s not much subtlety, 
and J love subtlety. 

“I think there’s a general tendency to 
decry expertise, not to put in the time to 
master something. I believe in open ad- 
missions in college. I believe that 
everyone should get a chance, but I want 


my doctor to be an expert. Today anyone 
can play the guitar and they'll all go, “Oh 
great. He’s great” and he’s not. 

“This came about naturally, because 
the way things were done previously just 
hadn’t cut it. They botched it with their 
snobbery. There were a lot of professors 
with degrees as long as your arm wasting 
everybody’s time. I had teachers in college 
who had no business teaching. So this 
anti-professionalism was the reaction. 
Somebody recommended a pianist for me 
at the Main Point in Philadelphia. I put 
the music down and she said. “I don’t 
read music. I’m a blues specialist.” Shit. 
They get very specific, sometimes when 
they can’t cut it. Boogie woogie 
specialists. One does the boogie, the other 
one will only woogie. And everything con- 
tinually gets broken down. You've really 
got to care about your work to do it.” 


Outside Richard Johnson was building 
to his finish. “Shit,” Klein said, exhaling 
slowly. “‘That’s it. That’s it. I hate hear- 
ing the last number. Everytime I hear 
it...I don’t like...I don’t like going on, and 
then I'll get into it. I'll feel very tired and 
my head will be throbbing...and then 
midway through the show...I’ll, uh...I 
don’t know what I did the first show, what 
pieces I did or didn’t do. I may do some 
pieces you haven’t heard. I have lots of 
stuff.

WICKED, WICKED. Produced and 
Directed by Richard L. Bare. 
Screenplay by Bare. With: David

It is difficult to resist the temptation to 
say that the most compelling aspect of 
Wicked, Wicked is its kitschy ad cam- 
paign. However, don’t let the clever com- 
ment dissuade you from seeing the film. 
For the fact is that Wicked, Wicked is un- 
adulterated camp entertainment, a form 
which hasn’t been so vaingloriously 
epitomized since Crawford and Davis 
camped out in Whatever Happened to 
Baby Jane? 

Do not misunderstand. The movie’s 
wondrous vulgarity is not without some 
surprisingly good performances. These 
don’t include ones by Edd (Kookie) 
Byrnes, that oldie record hustler, as — 

what else — beach bum cum gigolo, or 
Diane McBain, another Warner Brothers’ 
TV reject, as one of a psycho’s blonde vic- 
tims. Blondes clearly don’ t have more fun 
in this picture. 


One brunette does, though. It is a pity 
that Madeline Sherwood’s eccentric por- 
trayal of an aging ex-stripper who 
finally... but why spoil it — won’t get a 
Best Supporting nomination next year. 
Nor will Ladd Thomas’ debauched rendi- 
tion of the score of the original Phantom 
of the Opera merit any recognition, but it 
deserves something. It’s funny, funny. 
And so is Scott Brady as a police detective 
gone to seed. Less funny is Randolph 
Roberts’ oddly convincing portrait of a 
man suffering from an Oedipal overdose. 

Richard Bare’s unabashedly derivative 
script of a psychotic killer on the loose in a 
gothically plastic L.A. hotel recalls the 


worst of Phantom of the Opera, Psycho, 
even Fellini's Roma. Yet, Bare has laced 
this show with the most appealing 
grotesqueries since the bizarre assortment 
of human curios that graced Dragnet. 
The much-hyped Duo-Vision (split 
screen), while distracting at times — even 
laughable at others — does work well here 
to fill in half-baked character sketches. 
Wicked, Wicked has left the Symphony 
theatre, but its comic disingenuousness 
warrants a venture into the suburbs. And 
I don’t know what this means, but three 
people were humming the tawdry theme 
song as I left. Cults have been born less 


auspiciously. —Jerry Rosenswaike

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Art: Sculpture 


in the World 


By Kenneth Baker 


Carl Andre is one of most influential ar- 
tists of the past decade but his work has 
hardly been seen in this area. So the 
modest show of some of his new work at 
the library gallery at Thayer Academy in 
Braintree is a welcome event. (As it 
happens, the Addison Gallery at Phillips 
Academy in Andover had a small show of 
Andre’s work from. 1970 earlier this 
month, so they deserve some credit too.) 

Although Andre’s sculpture stresses its 
own physicality, the first thing to be said 
about it is that it carries a heavy concep- 
tual load. Perhaps the best way to ap- 
proach the work is to consider a problem 
that Andre helped to specify. The 
problem might be described by the 
question: what gets made when a sculp- 
ture is done? If sculptures mean 
something, even if they just connect with 
the sculptor’s intentions, then that ques- 
tion becomes problematic. If making 
sculpture means making some kind of 
meaning or statement or suggestion, then 
where does the meaning appear? Is it 
something visible? And if not, how is it to 
be located? Well, if making sculpture is 
making some kind of meaning or state- 
ment, it should be possible to make a 
sculpture that would show what and 
where the meaning of a work of art is. 


Andre’s early work was part of a general 
trend away from technique, mystique, 
and uniqueness in works of art, a trend 
that developed in the early ’60’s, in 
response to the “‘excesses’’ of Abstract Ex- 
pressionism. Taking the sculpture of 
Brancusi and the early paintings of Frank 
Stella as precedents, Andre began making 
sculptures using simple and obvious 


procedures such as stacking and lining 
things up in rows on the floor. The effect 
of these procedures was to eliminate 
technique—the sense of something the ar- 
tist could do that the spectator could 
not—and the mystification that arose 
from it, especially in Abstract Ex- 
pressionist painting. Consistent with his 
effort to clarify his ‘‘relation to 
materials,” Andre also eliminated the 
base; all of his sculptures sit on the floor, 
not just because a base is superfluous and 
carries the same kind of implicit con- 


descension as an esoteric technique, but 


because placing sculpture flat on the floor 


is the most emphatic way of eliminating. 


constructed space from sculpture. By con- 
structed space, I mean a space that is 
defined by a sculpture, usually enclosed 
by it, a space that a sculpture somehow 
declares its own. Initially, Andre set out 
to eliminate from sculpture anything that 
was not essential to it. Constructed space 
seemed to him essential to architecture 
but not to* sculpture. By placing, say, 
square metal plates flat on the floor, what 
he got was “‘enterability without architec- 
ture,” a kind of sculpture that had no con- 
structed space in it, a sculpture of area 
rather than enclosure. 


Andre has been doing flat metal pieces 
for about seven years now; the present 
show consists entirely of such pieces. But 
the significance of his work has been 
changing as he has been doing it. During 
the late ’60’s, when the problem I describ- 
ed earlier about locating meaning or con- 
tent became explicit, Andre’s floor pieces 
already proposed a solution. For a while it 
appeared that constructed space in sculp- 


ture, or, rather the claim made on space 
by a sculpture might be a proper 
metaphor or statement of the fact of its 
meaning. Andre’s floor sculptures, 
however, already combatted this notion. 
To identify the fact of meaning with a 
claim on space is to suggest, perhaps in- 
advertently, that meaning is something 
that occupies space, something invisible 
perhaps, or that it is something revealed 
by a certain use of space. Andre’s floor 
pieces radically deriy that sculptures con- 
tain their meaning in any sense. In them, 
he seems to be making things to which 
everything is exterior. The force of this 
work is to suggest that the meaning of 


- works of art is not in them but in the 


world, and that means not “‘in’”’ us either, 
except in the sense in which we are in the 
world. The meaning of a work of art, ac- 
cording to Andre’s work, is the totality of 
things we do relevant to it, including talk- 
ing and writing about it, and making 
other art relating to it. Andre Jocates the 
meaning of his work and of art generally 
in our behavior, and his own. Remember 
that he started out trying to clarify his 
relation to his materials. 


Andre has a notion of sculpture as 
“place” that is relevant here. The notion 
of identifying sculpture with ‘location or 
place seems natural for Andre, con- 
sidering that so many of his floor pieces 
are arrays of metal squares that lay down 
a kind of grid. But I think the sense of 
place he has in mind is more a matter of 
the place we give works of art, or the kind 
of place that is given works of art by the 
prevailing social and political structure of 
the moment. It is no accident, as the 


Marxists say, that there is no contem- 
porary sculpture in the White House. 

Andre found the materials to make the 
work in the Thayer show in the scrapyard 
of the Duane Wrecking Company. 
Ironically, Duane Wrecking is currently 
threatening the existence of the loft 
building at 655 Atlantic Avenue, where 
some of Boston’s best artists live and 
work. 


The work in the current show is done 
with somewhat thinner and lighter metal 
elements than his best-known work. In 
the work with heavy steel plates, for ex- 
ample, there is no question but what they 
can be walked on without threatening 
their disarray. The new work with lighter 
elements looks and feels more fragile. 
People tred on it very carefully or not at 


all. And every exercise of care on- 


someone’s part is a recognition of place in 
Andre’s sense of the term, and at the same 


time a recognition of presence of other’ 
people implied by all works of art. To kick « 


one of Andre’s pieces apart, even if you 


were alone with it at the time, would be to * 


defy other people in a real sense, not just 


because works of art are public objects, ~ 
but because, as Andre tries to show, even . 
their significance as works of art express a 


connection with other people such as 
language is. The relative fragility of An- 
dre’s recent work exposes to us the 
tenuousness of our connection with other 
people, how little in the way of con- 
trariness, reticence, arrogance, or 
craziness is needed to cut us off from other 
people and seal us in a private space of 


our own construction. (The Thayer show 


continues through May 11.) 
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Books: The Hounds of Hollywood |

THE AUTOGRAPH HOUND by 
John Lahr, Knopf, 239 pp., $6.95. 


ASTONISH ME by John Lahr, 
Viking, 272 pp., $295. 


Freaks raise interesting questions. They 
make us aware how dense our biases are, 
how strongly we assume a norm which is 
either fulfilled or violated, deviated from, 
aspired to, mocked or parodied. Norm: a 
wretched, treak of a word itself. Freaks — 
like sports or pornographic movies or 
shadows on a wall — are people, things in 
themselves, they have their own lives. 
Certain freaks may talk with difficulty or 
need longer beds or distended clothes or 
can only whisper; they are whatever they 
are. What is more to the point is how we 
see them, what kind of a “norm” we make 
trom which to view: what shapes our eyes 
attribute to that shadow. 


In modern times it has become com- 
monplace to reverse the judgments: 
Recently. one recalls a busload of 
“freaks” touring the Bronx and showing 
each other how “they” live, how peculiar 
they are: Note the white picket fence; the 
pickets serve no observable purpose. The 
mad may be mad, it goes, but who says 
the sane are sane? If underground is 
where we live, then who lives up there and 
whose sense of direction are we to take? 
The perception is strong and valid and 
disturbing. taken for itself. It asks that we 
ask what our life is, whose it is, and how it 
is to be done. The perception has faltered, 
though, in its recent history and has 


become just another convenient means of 


dividing the them from the us. And that— 


ironically —- becomes just another way of 


separating us from our lives and from 
ourselves. 


How we take freaks, then, is important 
for it tells something of how we take 
ourselves. Unfortunately, lately it seems 
we take them sentimentally, canonizing 
them and thereby avoiding at least a por- 
tion of ourselves. Flannery O’Connor is 
purported to have been asked why there 
were so many freaks in her fiction. In the 
south, she said, we still recognize freaks. 
We still see them, she might have said, 
which is just what the sentimentalizing 
prevents. 

John Lahr has two recent books which 
in their way are also about freaks. His new 
novel, The Autograph Hound, tells the 
story of Benny Walsh whose life is 
centered at acquiring autographs of the 
famous. Careers of the famous are also in- 
teresting, but the autograph is 
everything. The written name and the 
moment of presence, they are the emblem 
and Benny’s raison d’etre. He keeps them 
in his room, catalogued, immaculate, 
glorious. Thirty-five years old, he wears 
Converse sneakers and a Mets cap and 
works as’ a busboy in a quasi-chic 
Manhattan restaurant which provides 
him with just the right neighborhood for 
classy signatures. All this is jeopardized 
by his run-ins with the maitre d’ and it is 
confused by his innocent relationship 
with Gloria, who otherwise works as a lay- 
in at a Broadway perform-in-it-yourself 
porno movie studio. He needs three hun- 
dred and fifty dollars for a bribe for a new 
job which will keep him in his 
neighborhood, and, in some sense, he 
needs Gloria. A decent vehicle, it renders 
a good version of man and his media; Ben- 


ny is not just a good illustration, he lives 
and he is possessed. All the terms in his 


life are public ones; his memories are of 


his great moves to get tiny Tina Turner or 
Mary Martin’s autograph and his passion 
is refracted through the roles and the pro-- 
jected lives of the famous. He is a freak in 
that where someone else heightens their 
life by recognizing Liza Minelli, he needs 
the piece of paper to be satisfied. He is 
successful — one of the most so — 
because of his discipline, his commit- 
ment, his technique, his gifts, his 
stamina. His art is difficult and pure and 
must be practiced in spite of his job. 
There is no reward — selling his trophies 
is a final, desperate gesture — and there is 
no fame. It is a private, constant vocation: 
it is a freak’s task. 
And it is at this perception that the 
book fails to hold up. It is more Damon 
Runyon’s bright, white way than 
Dostoyevsky’s street corners, as Dianne 
Arbus is more circus side show than she is 
Cartier-Bresson. For instance, Benny 
narrates the book and his limited vision of 
things has no offsetting, larger perception, 
30 Gloria seems flat and silly and the two 
portions of her life only drift about and 
fail to be revelatory about Benny or about 
herself. In Flannery O’Connor, freaks may 
be no less human than those who seem 
whole, but — and it is crucial — they are 
no more so either. The Autograph Hound 
concludes with Benny’s murder of his 
maitre d’, and there is in this melodrama 
the sound — muted, ironic, though it is — 
and the rush of victory. But it is a story 
where no triumph belongs: Why must we 
have a favorite? Is that not how we unfair- 
ly mark people as freaks to begin with? In 
this novel, scales have been tipped and a 


voice behind Benny’s insists that those 
scales have always been weighted and 
now they only lean another way. A better 
novel would have seen and shown both. 
But Mr. Lahr — in his fiction and his 
criticism — must not be taken lightly or 
unseriously. This is a first novel and 
demonstrates skill with dialogue, deftness 
of pace, and decent ability with 
characters. No few things. His criticism 
— (his second book, Astonish Me, has just 
been published) — bears both the faults 
and the virtues of his novel. He has sought 
to champion freaks on many levels. That 
he is concerned with the theatre at all and 
not the movies is remarkable and wonder- 
ful, and that he seeks to find those per- 
formers and writers who might otherwise 
be ignored is equally important. Perhaps 
best of all, he has been consequential in 
this area. He has advised both Grove 
Press and Lincoln Center’s small Forum 
Theatre and seen to it that plays for 
which he cares have been published and 
performed. Such a relationship is rare for 
a critic and valuable for him and for the 
theatre he witnesses. One may complain 
that sometimes he overworks to see the 
best in his favorites and that he employs 
too modish a tone in his references (to 
Jung, Laing, Piaget, Huizinga, Ellul), 
and too fashionable a lunge for the non- 
verbal, but clearly he is among the best of 
people thinking about the theatre at this 
time. That he might write a novel at all, 
that any critic might place himself in that 
jeopardized slot is to be praised. Criticism 
is a freaky matter, itself, an autograph 
hounding of its own; it is worth noting 
when a man will try more as it is essential 
to note when there is still more to try. Mr. 
Lahr must do more. And you. and I.
